HON. JAMES W. BENNETT 

MAYOR 

TO THE CITY COUNCIL 


January 3, 1893. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

We have come together at the opening of a 
new year to begin our work as the administrative 
servants of the City of Lowell, and having thus 
assembled, I extend to you a hearty greeting. 

My first recommendation to you, and the only 
one that I shall make to-day, is the adoption of a 
watch-word for this administration. Let that watch- 
word be this : “ Efficiency and Rigid Economy.” 

Explained briefly, this means : Efficiency as 'the 
test for. appointment to, or retention in office, and 
Rigid Economy in the expenditure of the City’s 
money.

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MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


You and I have been placed in office at this 
time as the guardians of the municipality’s admin- 
istrative and financial welfare. We are all agreed 
that this administration is to be a purely business 
one. With this unanimity of mind, it should be 
easy for us to lay aside all personal and political 
preferences and prejudices, and to give the same watch- 
ful, prudent, and painstaking attention to the City’s 
affairs that we are in the habit of bestowing upon 
our personal concerns. 

There can be no more laudable purpose in the 
heart of any municipal officer, than the determina- 
tion to see that the City gets a return honestly 
valued at one hundred cents for every dollar spent. 
Having fully determined to carry out this purpose 
to the extent of my authority and influence, it shall 
be my chief object to reduce expenses to the lowest 
sum that will provide in reasonable measure all of 
the municipal advantages which we have become 
accustomed to enjoy. 

Although our present City Charter confers enlarged 
authority upon the Mayor, it does not give him 
unlimited authority. It divides the responsibility for 
the proper conduct of the City’s affairs, and still 
leaves a large share with the Board of Aldermen 
and the Common Council. If you will co-operate 
in accomplishing the purpose which I have just 
declared to you, I know that the people of Lowell 
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will bestow generous commendation upon both Boards, 
as well as upon the Mayor. 

I shall not ask you to join me in pursuing 
any scrimping policy. It will not be necessary for 
us to adopt any miserly principles. Economy and 
frugality always, go hand in hand with thrift, and 
thrift seldom fails in providing all that is needed. 

It has become a common complaint heard every 
day from all classes of citizens, and more particularly 
from our business men, that the City is not getting 
a fair return for the money it spends. These com- 
plaints do not come from chronic fault-finders, but 
from thoughtful, candid men, whose opinions are 
entitled to careful consideration. 

Now this does not necessarilv mean that a cor- 
rupt ring is wilfully bleeding the City, but rather 
that the administration of the City's business has 
gradually grown into a bad way, bad because it is 
unnecessarily expensive, and indicative of a tendency 
towards a lower tone of sentiment as to the proper 
responsibilities of public office ; and nothing short 
of prompt, direct, and heroic treatment, involving 
changes in some of the municipal departments, will 
put the affairs of the city upon a strictly business 
basis, and restore the normal condition of an honest 
and efficient administration. With a united purpose, 
there is nothing to. prevent us from accomplishing 
the desired reform. We should act upon these 
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matters as though we were the board of directors of 
a great corporation, which we really are, accountable 
to the stockholders, who are the citizens. 

I have purposely refrained from adopting the 
plan, usually followed in Mayors’ inaugurals, of 
considering separately the several municipal depart- 
ments. Before stating my views in detail in regard 
to the various branches of our municipal service, 
as at present conducted, and before making specific 
recommendations in regard to them, I desire to make 
more exhaustive examinations than I have been able 
to make in the brief season between election day 
and inauguration day. From time to time, in the 
immediate future, I will give you the results of my 
investigations, and make my recommendations upon 
the same. 

Our best efforts to reduce municipal expenditures 
will not, I believe, effect a material reduction in this 
year’s tax rate as compared with that of last year. 
If we succeed in keeping the rate as it was for 
1897, we shall practically make a reduction of $1.60 
on a thousand, which is explained in this way: At 
the beginning of last year there was $108,357.60 in 
the Sinking; Fund. The whole of this amount was 
turned over to be placed with the money to be 
raised by taxation to meet the City’s expenses. By 
adding this $108,357.60 from the Sinking Fund to 
the amount actually raised by taxation last year, which 
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was $1,224,719.36, we had $1,333,076.96. This latter 
sum was equal to $19.00 on a thousand on the City's 
taxable valuation. If this $108,357.60 had not been 
in the Sinking Fund at the City’s disposal, we should 
have been obliged to raise by taxation $108,357.60 
more than we did raise. In other words, with no 
Sinking Fund to draw from last year, the rate would 
have been $19.00 on a thousand instead of $17.40 
as it was. IVe have 710 Shifting Fund to draw from 
this year. 

There is another reason why the tax rate for 
this year cannot well be made lower than that of 
last year. In the tax levy for 1897 $240,000.00 was 
raised to pay amounts coming due during the year 
on the City’s permanent indebtedness. This year 
$275,000 .00, or $35,000.00 more than last year, will 
have to be raised to meet the same class of indebt- 
edness. 

And again, we cannot at once overcome the 
impetus which present costly methods have acquired. 
Our efforts in this direction will bring out discus- 
sion and opposition, which mean delay, and the year 
will be well advanced before the result of an econ- 
omical administration can be realized and the City’s 
money will necessarily have been spent for a good 
share of the year, upon the same scale as in pre- 
vious years. In this is to be seen another reason 
why there cannot be any material reduction in this 
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year’s tax rate as compared with the rate of last 
year; but a continuance of such economy as I have 
emphasized, will certainly bring down the tax rate 
for 1899 and succeeding years. 

As a most striking commentary on the need of 
municipal economy, I will call your attention to the 
narrow margin between the City’s indebtedness and 
the lawful limit of its indebtedness. After deducting 
Water Loans, Sinking Funds, and amounts exempted 
by the Legislature, the limit of indebtedness which 
the city may incur, as provided by law, is $1,737,234.45. 
The total City debt which applies to this limit is 
$1,548,177.19. This leaves a margin of only $189,057.26. 
Now, I submit, as a fair business proposition, that we 
are getting dangerously near the limit, and that no 
sane man whose business affairs were getting into 
such a bad condition would hesitate to apply some 
heroic remedy. 

In conclusion, I call your attention to the following 
statement, which shows the City’s . present financial 
condition :

JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL 


i. In the month of January, and not later than the second reg- 
ular meeting after organization of each branch of the City Council, 
joint standing committees shall be appointed as follows : 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on the Fire Department. 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Ordinance and Legislation. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A Committee on Streets. 

A Committee on Commons. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three members 
of the Common Council, except the Committee on Streets, which 
shall consist of two Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, select 
its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, the 
member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be chairman; 
on the Committee on Finance, the member first named in the Com- 
mon Council shall be chairman ; and in all joint special committees, 
the member first named in the board where the business originates 
shall be chairman, and shall call the committee together. 
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4. Reports of committees shall be made to the board first meet- 
ing after such reports are prepared and signed. 

5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and no re- 
port shall be received unless agreed to in committee actually as- 
sembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of' every joint committee (the Committee 
on Streets excepted), to whom any subject may be specially referred, 
to report thereon within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed ordinances; the 
enacting clause of which shall be — Be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : In all votes by which 
either or both branches of the City Council express anything by 
command, the form of expression shall be, Ordered, and whenever 
either or both branches express opinions, principles, facts or pur- 
poses, the form shall be, Resolved. 

8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall be 
considered in three several stages. It shall first be read for infor- 
mation, and the question shall then be on ordering it to the Joint 
Standing Committee of Ordinances and Legislation, and then sent to 
the other branch for concurrence. When reported back, the recom- 
mendations of the committee shall first be acted on. If it shall then 
be ordered to a second reading, it shall next be examined by a 
standing committee of that board, who shall see that it is drawn in 
proper form. When returned by such committee, the question shall 
be on ordering it to be enrolled. If so ordered, it shall then be sent 
to the other board, where the same order of proceeding shall be 
observed. When it has been ordered by both branches to be en- 
rolled, it shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and 
shall be by him submitted to the proper committee of that board to 
ascertain if it has been correctly enrolled. If so reported, the 
question shall be on passing it to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it 
shall be signed by the President of the Common Council, and be 
sent to the Board of Aldermen, where it shall take a like course. 
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If passed to be ordained in that board, it shall be signed by the 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen and sent to the Mayor for his 
approval. 

9. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may not pass 
through all its stages in the same day. Each board shall transmit to 
the other all papers on which any ordinance, joint resolution, or 
order shall be founded ; and all papers, on their passage between 
the two boards, shall be under the signature of their respective 
clerks, except ordinances and joint resolutions in their last stage, 
which shall be signed by the presiding officers. If papers come 
before either board which have been duly acted upon in the other 
board, the presiding officer shall so state without reading the en- 
dorsements of the clerk, unless the latter are called for. 

10. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and legible 
hand, or typewritten, provided a permanent record ribbon is used, 
without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled ordinance or 
resolution shall be amended. 

11. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in which it 
is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering it to a second 
reading. If so ordered, the question shall then be upon its passage. 
If passed, it shall be sent to the other board, where the order of 
proceeding shall be the same. When passed by both boards, the 
resolution shall be presented to the Mayor for his approval, and 
when the same shall be in force, shall be enrolled by the Clerk of 
the Common Council, and when found correctly enrolled as provided 
in the case of an ordinance it shall be signed by the President of the 
Common Council and the Chairman of- the Board of Aldermen, and 
be presented to the Mayor for his signature if he approved the 
original. 

12. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and when adopted, 
shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except when they relate 
to a question of a convention of the two branches, or the election of 
any officer. 
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13. When either board does not concur with the other in any 
ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such non- 
concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

14. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may appoint a 
Committee of Conference. Such committee shall consist, in each 
case, of three members who support the vote of their own board. 
These two committees may meet jointly or separately, and a major- 
ity of each shall decide its action. 

15. All reports and other papers submitted to the City Council 
shall be written in a fair hand, or typewritten, provided a permanent 
record ribbon is used, without endorsement, except in case of the 
introduction of an order or resolution. In such a case, the member 
introducing an order or resolution shall subscribe his name at the 
bottom of the back of the same. All other indorsements upon the 
back of papers shall be made by the clerk; and the clerks of the 
boards respectively, shall, on seasonable notice, make copies of any 
papers to be reported by committees, at the request of the respective 
chairman thereof. 

16. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in con- 
vention, except such as shall have been previously agreed on, unless 
by unanimous consent. 

17. In balloting in joint convention, blanks shall be reported but 
not counted as votes. 

18. When both boards are in session at the same time, neither 
shall adjourn without giving notice to the other of its intention. 

19. All petitions, reports, or other papers of whatever descrip- 
tion, relating to business requiring the concurrent action of both 
boards of the City Council, shall be submitted by committees to 
the clerk of each board at least twenty-four hours before the time of 
meeting of either board, and the clerk of each board shall prepare a 
brief synopsis of all matters to be acted upon, and place the same 
on the desk of each member of the City Council prior to the hour of 
opening the meeting. No reports or orders not previously furnished 
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as herein described shall be considered in either branch unless two- 
thirds of the members present consent thereto. 

20. These rules may be suspended for a specific purpose, or 
amended, whenever twenty-four members of a joint convention of the 
two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint order to that effect 
shall be passed by the votes of six members of the Board or Alder- 
men and eighteen members of the Common Council. 

21. No resolution for the extension and laying out of any street 
or public highway shall be passed to a second reading by either 
branch of the City Council until the city civil engineer shall certify 
to the council that said street or highway is fully completed, and 
graded to the grades named in the resolution, without expense to the 
city. 

22. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City Council shall 
be required to pass any order or vote involving the expenditure or 
appropriation of the public moneys, or involving any debt or liability, 
and such vote shall be entered upon the records of each branch of 
the City Council. 

23. Less than a quorum of each branch of the City Council may 
adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the regular meeting, and shall 
have power to compel the attendance of all absent members in such 
manner as the City Council may by ordinance provide. 

24. In the absence of rules governing both boards of the City 
Council, Cushing’s Manual shall decide the point. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take the chair, 
and, on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to business. 

2. The order of business shall be as foliows : 

First . — At all regular meetings the journal of the last regular 
meeting and all intervening meetings of the board shall be approved 
without reading, unless the reading be called for by some member of 
the board. 

Second . — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third. — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth . — New business, which, unless otherwise ordered, will take 
its place at the foot of Orders of the Day. 

Fifth . — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business of the 
last previous meeting, papers from the Common Council and such 
matters as have been introduced as new business. By a vote of six 
members, any matters in the Orders of the Day, may at any time be 
taken up for immediate consideration. 

3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, subject 
to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise to put a ques- 
tion. He shall allow debate on a question until the vote has been 
declared, but not on the verification of a vote; and on a demand of 
two members, shall take every vote by yeas and nays. 

4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer shall 
receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special assignment, 
to lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to 
amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These several motions shall 
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have precedence in the foregoing order, and debate upon any of them 
shall be confined to the actual motion, and shall not go into the 
merits of the main question, except on amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to lay on 
the table, any member voting with the majority may move a recon- 
sideration, to be acted upon at the same meeting. Any member 
voting with the minority may move a reconsideration, to be acted 
upon at the next meeting, which latter motion shall have priority, if 
made before the motion first mentioned shall have been decided. 
Provided however, that no motion of reconsideration made by a 
member voting with the minority shall be received on any subsidiary 
or incidental question. No motion shall be twice reconside'red. 

6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by a call 
to order, or for the correction of a mistake; nor shall there be any 
conversation among the members while a paper is being read, or a 
question stated from the chair. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall rise 
in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer, shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

8. In the month of January the following committees shall be 
appointed : 

A Committee on Bills in Second Reading. 

A Committee on Electric Wires. 

A Committee on Enrollment. 

A Committee on Licenses. 

A Committee on Lighting Streets. 

A Committee on Sewers. 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

A Committee on State Aid. 

The committees on Licenses, on Sewers, and on Electric Wires 
shall consist of three members each; the other committees shall be 
composed of two each. 
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9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on all 
questions, and not to leave without permission, if his presence is 
necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare for the use of the board, a copy of 
the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list of matters laid 
on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

11. When a reference is postponed to more than one committee 
the question shall first be upon a standing committee of the board, 
then a special committee, then a joint standing committee, and last 
a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever two- 
thirds of the members present may so vote; but a motion to amend 
shall not be made and finally acted upon at the same meeting. 

' 13. All nominations shall lie on the table three days at least 
before action thereon by the board. 

14. All papers, of whatever description, which may require action 
by this board, shall be presented to the City Clerk not later than the 
hour of noon on the day of each regular meeting. Petitions, reports, 
and other papers, presented after that hour on such day, will not be 
considered until the next meeting. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour ap- 
pointed for the meeting, call the members to order, and within ten 
minutes (or sooner, if a quorum be present), he shall cause the roll 
to be called, and the names of absentees recorded. In the absence 
of the President the oldest member present (meaning in time of 
service) shall call the Council to order, and preside until a President 
pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum. He may speak to 
points of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat 
for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order subject to an 
appeal to the Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, but may 
put questions, or read, sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes ; but if a vote be doubted, the 
President shall, without further debate, require the members voting 
in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand until they are 
counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substitution 
shall not extend beyond an adjournment, and when out of the chair, 
the President may express his opinion on any subject under debate, 
and he shall not resume the chair while the same question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which they 
are moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature. 

7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be disposed 
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of by a vote of the Council, unless the mover withdraw it before a 
decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless the Coun- 
cil is engaged in voting. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the main 
question be now put? ” It shall only be admitted when demanded by 
a majority of members present, and, until it is decided, shall preclude 
all amendment and further debate of the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question upon the 
request of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the same 
time, the President shall name the member who shall speak first. 

12. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President or 
any member require it. 

< 

13. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to 
postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, or to postpone in- 
definitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they are arranged ; and no motion to postpone or commit 
shall be allowed twice in the same day, in the same stage of the 
ordinance or proposition, nor, shall a vote on any subsidiary or inci- 
dental motion be reconsidered, except a motion to that effect be 
made and be acted upon at the same meeting at which the vote was 
decided. 

14. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place and respectfully 
address the presiding officer, confining himself to the question under 
debate and avoid personality. 

15. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, but 
may be described by the place he sits in, or such other designation 
as may be intelligible and respectful. 

16. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, but by 
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a call to order, or to correct a mistake. If any member, in speaking 
or otherwise, transgresses the Rules of the Council, the President 
shall, or any member may, call him to order ; in which case the 
member so called to order shall immediately be seated until the 
question of order is decided. If the decision be in favor of the 
member called to order he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise 
he shall not proceed without the leave of the Council. 

17. No member shall speak more than twice to the same question 
without obtaining leave of the Council. 

18. Whilst the President or any member is speaking, none shall 
stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. 

19. When a question has been decided, any member voting with 
the majority may move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the 
same meeting. Any member voting with the minority may move a 
reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting; which latter 
motion shall have priority, if made before the motion first mentioned 
shall have been decided. No vote or question .shall be twice recon- 
sidered. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a question 
is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special reasons, 
excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition, on a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of an amendment. 

22. All reports may be committed or recommitted at the pleasure 
of the Council. * 

23. The division of a question may be called for when the sense 
will admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected to, it 

% 

shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 

25. No stan'ding order of the Council shall be suspended, unless 
two-thirds of the members present consent thereto ; nor shall, any 
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rule or order be repealed or amended without one day’s notice being 

given of the motion therefor, nor unless a majority of the whole 

Council concur therein. 

26. The order of business shall be as follows : 

1. Roll Call. 

2. Reading of Records. 

3. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

4. Communications and reports from city officials. 

5. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances and memorials. 

6. Report of Committees. 

7 * Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

8. Motions, Orders or Resolutions. 

The above order of business shall not be departed from, except by 
vote of a majority of the members present, but the Council may ap- 
point a committee of two to approve the records of the clerk during 
the year, and if such committee is appointed, the reading of the 
records shall be ommitted, unless called for by one-third of the mem- 
bers present. 

27. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered and 
determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but by per- 
mission of the President. 

28. All committees, except such as the Council determine to 
select by ballot, shall be appointed by the President, and the political 
minority shall be represented by at least one member. 

29. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than two com- 
mittees at the same time, or be chairman of more than one. 

30. All memorials and other papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or by a member in his place, 
who shall explain the subject thereof; and they shall be taken up in 

the order in which they were presented, unless the Council shall 
otherwise direct. 
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3 1 . Standing committees shall be appointed on the following sub- 
jects : 

On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 

On Enrollment. 

On Elections and Returns. 

32. No committee shall sit during the sittings of the Council 
without special leave, except the Committee on the Second Reading 
of Bills and Ordinances and the Committee on Enrollment. 

33. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be observed in 
the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable except the 
rule limiting the time of speaking. 

34. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the person first 
named shall be chairman. In election of committees by ballot when 
a chairman is not specially chosen, the person having the highest 
number of votes shall act as chairman ; and in case of an equality in 
votes between two or more members of a committee, the members 
thereof shall choose a chairman. 

35. All committees of the Council shall consist of three members, 
unless a different number be specially ordered; and no report shall 
be received from any committee unless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled ; and all reports shall be in writing. 

36. It shall be the duty of every committee of the Council to 
whom any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within 
five weeks, or ask for further time. 

37. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of its . 
committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

38. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several read- 
ings before they shall be finally passed by this Council. See Joint 
Rules 7 and 8. 

39. All ordinances after being read a second time shall be referred 
to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances, 
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and after being reported upon by said committee, shall be again read, 
after which the question shall be on passing the same to be enrolled. 

40. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or authorizing 
the expenditure of money, shall have more than one reading the 
same day. 

41. Any member offering a resolution shall write his name on 
the bottom of the back of such resolution. 

42. All salary officers shall be chosen by written or printed bal- 
lots ; and in the election of any officers by ballot, blanks shall be 
reported but not counted as votes. 

43. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and proceed- 
ings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted resolutions ; shall 
notice reports and memorials, and other papers submitted to the 
board, only by their titles or a brief description of their purport. 

44. The Clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record of 
committees who may require that service ; and on the appointment 
of every standing committee, a book for records shall be provided by 
its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk shall have the custody of 
all minutes by him kept ; and the records of the several committees 
shall be open to the inspection of the members of the City Council. 

45. With the exception of any order for a joint convention, any 
joint order originating in the Common Council shall be copied, and 
shall, previous to the hour for calling the meeting to order, be posted 
in some prominent place in the Council Chamber, where it may be 
open to the inspection of the members. 

46. “ Cushing’s Manual ” shall be the authority on all questions 
of debate or parliamentary usage, when the same does not conflict 
with the Rules and Orders of the Common Council.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS, ACTS OF 1S96. 


Chap. 415. 

An Act to amend the charter of the city of lowele. 
Be it enacted , etc . , as follows : 

Section i. All executive powers which are now by law 
vested in the city council of the city of Cowell, or either branch 
thereof, shall hereafter be vested in and exercised by the Mayor 
of said city, except as hereinafter otherwise provided. 

Sect. 2. The mayor may suspend or remove any executive 
or administrative officer, except as hereinaftar provided, for 
such cause as he shall deem sufficient, and shall set forth in the 
order of suspension or removal his reasons therefor, provided 
that no removal shall be made upon partisan grounds. The 
order of suspension or removal shall not take effect until it is 
approved by the city council voting by yeas and nays. The 
city council may by a two-thirds vote in each branch, voting by 
yeas and nays, remove any of said officers without the consent 
of the mayor : provided , however , that nothing contained in 
this section shall apply to any of the following departments, 
namely : — The school committee, the police commission, the 
water board, the overseers of the poor, or the trustees of the 
public library. 

Sect. 3. There shall be a department of supplies, and all 
material and supplies for the city shall be purchased by the chief 
or head of such department, subject to the approval of the 
mayor. So far as is practicable purchases shall be after public 
advertisement and under contract approved by the mayor. All 
bills for material and supplies shall show the date of purchase, 
date of delivery, the unit of price, the quality and quantity of 
articles purchased and received, the number and date of the 
order for purchase, and if the purchase is under contract, the 
number and date of the contract, and shall be entered in full in 
an invoice book,' which shall always be open to public inspec- 
tion. The chief of ^this department shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of the city, voting at the annual municipal 
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election, and shall hold his office for the next municipal year 
thereafter, subject to the provisions of section two of this act. 

Sect. 4. The mayor shall cause to be kept a record of all 
his official acts, and to aid him iu his official duties may appoint 
one or more clerks. 

Sect. 5. The heads of the several departments and offices 
shall have the power to appoint and employ and to discharge all 
subordinate officers and employees iu their respective depart- 
ments ; and they shall keep a record, subject to inspection, of 
all so appointed and employed and of all discharged, and in all 
cases of discharge the grounds therefor, provided however that 
no removals shall be made upon partisan grounds. 

Sect. 6. The heads of the several departments and offices 
shall have the general charge and management of all matters 
pertaining to their respective departments, and shall make and 
execute all contracts necessary therefor, except for the purchase 
of material and supplies ; but every contract made as aforesaid 
in which the amount involved exceeds three hundred dollars 
shall be approved by the mayor before going into effect : pro- 
vided, that nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent 
the city council by ordinance from transferring any of the duties 
imposed upon an appointed head of a department by this act or 
by ordinance excepting the purchase of material and supplies: to 
another head of a department or board or commission. 

Sect. 7. Neither the city council nor either branch thereof, 
nor any committee or member thereof, shall directly or indirectly 
take part in the employment of labor, the purchase of material, 
the construction, alteration or repair of any public works or 
other property, or in the care, custody or management of the 
same, or in general in the expenditure of public money or in 
the conduct of the executive or administrative business of the 
city, except as may be necessary for defraying the contingent 
and incidental expenses of the city council or of either branch 
thereof ; nor shall they or either of them. take part in the making 
of contracts. 

Sect. 8. No sum appropriated for a speclfie purpose shall 
be expended for any other purpose ; and no expenditure shall 
be made and no liability shall be incurred by or on behalf of the 
city until the city council has duly voted an appropriation suffi- 
cient to meet such expenditure or liability, together with all 
prior unpaid liabilities which are payable therefrom, except that 
after the expiration of the financial year and before the making 
of the regular annual appropriations liabilities payable out of 
the regular appropriation may be incurred to an amount not 
exceeding one-sixth of the total of the appropriation made for 
similar purposes in the preceeding year : provided however, that 
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nothing herein contained shall be construed to restrict or limit 
the school committee in any expenditure which it is now or may 
be hereafter authorized to make under any general law of the 
Commonwealth, or to restrict or limit payments on account of 
the permanent or temporary debt, or such as are required by 
law to be made to the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 9. All revenues and all moneys accruing to the city 
of Lowell from any source whatever, except trust funds and the 
revenues of the water department; shall when collected or paid 
into the treasury be carried to one general account, to be known 
as the General Treasury Fund ; and all appropriations by or on 
behalf of said city, except from trust funds and on accounts of 
the water department, shall be from such fund and as provided 
in section ten of this act. 

Sect. 10. All bills or other claims, before they are finally 
certified by the auditor or paid, shall pass the inspection of a 
committee of the city council on accounts. Said committee 
shall consist of one member of the board of aldermen and two 
members of the common council, to be elected annually by bal- 
lot by the body they respectively represent. Said committee 
may report any such bill or claim to the city council with their 
reasons therefor, and no bill or claim so reported shall be passed 
by the auditor or be paid without the consent of the council. 
Said committee may require the opinion of the city solicitor as 
to the legality of a bill or other claim. 

Sect. ii. A yea and nay vote of the members of the city 
council shall be required to pass any order or vote involving 
the expenditure or appropriation of the public moneys, or 
involving any debt or liability, and said vote shall be entered 
upon the records of each branch of the city council. 

Sect. 12. Less than a quorum of either branch of the city 
council, or of the school committee, or of the board of overseers 
of the poor, may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the next 
regular meeting, and shall have power to compel the attendance 
of absent members in such manner as the city council may by 
ordinance provide. 

Sect. 13. All acts, or parts of acts and all ordinances of the 
city of Lowell inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed and 
annulled : provided, that no act or ordinance heretofore repealed 
shall thereby be revived ; and provided , aAc, that nothing in 
this act shall be taken to prohibit the city council from abolish- 
ing any department, board, office or commission created by 
ordinance. 

Sect. 14. The question of the acceptance of .this act shall 
be submitted to the qualified voters of the city of Lowell at the 
annual state election' in the present year, and the affirmative 
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votes of a majority of the voters present and voting thereon shall 
be required for such acceptance. If so accepted so much there- 
of as provides for the election of a chief of the department of 
supplies shall take effect at the next annual municipal election, 
and the act shall take full effect on the first Monday of January 
in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven. [Approved 
May 16, 1896. 


ACTS OF 1597. 


[Chap. 95.] 

An Act relative to the duties and powers of 

CERTAIN OFFICERS OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it enacted , etc as follows : 

Section i . The city council of the city of Lowell, and each 
branch thereof, shall have and exercise all the power and au- 
thority relative to the election or appointment of city officers, or 
the confirmation of appointments to office which were vested in 
them prior to the enactment of section one of chapter four 
hundred and fifteen of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety -six. 

SECT. 2. The chief of the fire department of said city shall 
be elected by concurrent vote of both branches of the city 
council. 

Sect. 3. The city council shall by ordinance determine 
what officers shall be the heads of the various departmeuts of 
the city government. The head of the departments, of supplies 
may sell or dispose of the personal property of the city, upon the 
recommendation of the mayor and of the head of the department 
to which such property belongs, except the products of the city 
farm, which the superintendent of said farm shall have the 
right to dispose of. 

Sect. 4. All ordinances of said city inconsistent herewith 
are hereby annulled, and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved February 20, 1897. 


ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL 

PASSED SINCE 1894 . 


An Ordinance authorizing the city treasurer to issue 

REGISTERED CERTIFICATES, NOTES OR BONDS IN EX- 
CHANGE FOR CERTIFICATES, NOTES OR BONDS PAYABLE 
TO BEARER. 

Be it ordained , etc., as follows : 

The city treasurer may, in accordance with the provisions 
of section 5 of chapter 77 of the public statutes, at the request of 
the owner or holder of any bond, promissory note or certificate 
of indebtedness of the city of Lowell, at any time while more 
than one year remains before the principal of such bond, note or 
certificate is payable, issue in exchange therefor a bond, note or 
certificate of same effect, payable to the owner or holder by 
name. 

The city treasurer may also, under like condition, issue reg- 
istered certificates, in substitution for any mutilated, defaced or 
indorsed bonds, notes or certificates ; and where a bond, note 
or certificate of any issue has been lost or destroyed, the city 
treasurer, under the direction of the joint standing committee on 
finance, may issue in place thereof a new bond, note or cer- 
tificate of the same effect. 

The city auditor, as well as the city treasurer, shall keep a 
register of the dates, numbers and amounts of all bonds, notes 
and certificates issued by the city treasurer, showing to whom 
they were issued, when they are payable, and if issued in 
exchange, for what they were substituted. [Approved May 12, 
1896. 


An Ordinance amending section thirteen of chapter 

ONE OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES SO AS TO PROVIDE 
WHAT THE SALARIES AND COMPENSATION OF CITY OFFI- 
CERS WHEN ONCE ESTABLISHED SHALL CONTINUE UNTIL 
RE-ESTBLISHED OR CHANGED. 

Be it ordained etc ., as follows : 

Section 13 of chapter one of the revised ordinances is hereby 
amended by 'Striking out, between the word “ year” in the 
third line ot said section and the word ‘ ‘ provided ’ ’ in the sixth 
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line thereof, the following words: “for the year commencing 
on the first Monday of January next ensuing ; and no change 
of salary shall be made to take effect during the time for which 
said salary was established, ” and inserting in place thereof the 
following : ‘ ‘ provided that when such salaries and compensation 
shall have been once established, they shall continue until re- 
established or changed in pursuance of the provisions of this 
section; and, ” so that said section as amended shall read as 
follows : 

Section 13. The salaries and compensation of city officers 
shall be established in the month of December and after the 
annual municipal election shall have been held, in each year; 
provided, that when such salaries and compensation shall have 
been once established, they shall continue until re-established 
or changed in pursuance of the provisions of this section ; and 
provided, that in case any new office shall be created, the salary 
of said newly created office may be fixed at any time ; and the 
salaries or compensation fixed for the payment of said officers 
shall be in full for all services performed by them by virtue of 
their offices ; and all sums of money received by them from any 
and every source, in discharge of said services during any quar- 
ter of the fiscal year, shall at the expiration ot said quarter be 
by them paid over or accounted for to the city treasurer. [Ap- 
proved May 12, 1896. 


An Ordinance regulating the weighing and meas- 
uring OF CERTAIN ARTICLES PURCHASED BY THE CITY. 

Be it ordained , etc., as follows : 

All supplies of hay, grain, straw, coal, and any other material 
purchased for the use of the city or any department thereof 
exceeding one hundred pounds in weight and usually weighed, 
shall be weighed on the city scales, and all wood purchased for 
said city shall be measured by the city measurer of wood, and 
no bills shall be paid by the city treasurer, or approved by any 
committee for such article so furnished the city, unless the cer- 
tificate of said weigher or measurer shall accompany, or be 
attached to said bill. [Approved May 12, 1896.] 


An Ordinance to prevent the placing of ashes, 

GLASS, CROCKERY, ETC., IN OR ON THE PUBLIC STREETS 
OR WAYS. 

Be it orrdained , etc., as follows ; 

Spxtion 1. Any person who shall put or place, or cause to 
be put or placed, in or upon any street, lane or alley, or other 
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public place in this city, any ashes, glass, crockery, scrap iron, 
nails, tacks or any other article which would be liable to injure 
the feet of children or animals or the tires of bicycles or other 
vehicles which have wheels with rubber or pneumatic tires, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sect. 2. Any person violating the provisions of the preced- 
ing section or who is guilty of the misdemeaner therein de- 
scribed, shall be liable to a fine not less than two dollars, or 
more than twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved Oct. 9, 
1896. 


An Ordinance amending sections one and nine of 

CHAPTER TWENTY OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained , etc , as follows : 

Section 1 . That section 1 of chapter 20 of the ordinances of 
the city of Lowell be and the same is hereby amended by insert- 
ing after the word “ engineer ” in the second line of said section, 
the words, “ a first assistant engineer and three other,” and by 
striking out the word “ four ” in the second line of said section, 
and by inserting after the word “removed” in the sixteenth 
line of said section, the words “ the first assistant engineer shall 
be appointed by the mayor and Aldermen in the month of March 
or April, or when ever a vacancy occurs, and he shall enter 
upon the discharge of the duties of his office on the first day of 
May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a full term 
prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office for a term 
of three years from said first day of May, and until his successor 
is appointed, or he is removed : and if appointed after the first 
day of May in any year, he .shall enter upon the duties of said 
office forthwith and shall continue therein until the expiration 
of the full term as existing at the time of said appointment, or 
until removed, ” and by inserting between the words “said” 
and “assistant” in the seventeenth line of said section, the 
word “other” and by inserting after the word “engineer” 
in the twenty-eighth line of said section, and before the word 
“shall” in the twenty-ninth line of said section, the words 
“ and first assistant engineer, ” so that said section shall read as 
follows : 

Section i . The fire department shall consist of a chief 
engineer, a first assistant engineer, who shall perform such 
duties as may be required of him by the chief engineer, and 
three other assistant engineers and as many enginemen, hose 
men, hook and ladder men, and other persons, to be divided* - 
into companies, as the number of engines and other fire appa* 
ratus of the city shall from to time require : the chief engineer 
shall be appointed by the mayor and aldermen in the month of 
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March or April, and whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of said office on the first 
day of May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a 
full term prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office 
for the term of three years from said first day of May or nntil 
he is removed : and if appointed after the first day of May of 
any year, he shall enter upon the discharge of the duties of said 
office forthwith, and shall continue therein until the expiration 
of the full term as existing at the time of his said appointment, 
or until removed. The first assistant engineer shall be ap- 
pointed by the mayor and aldermen in the month of March or 
April, and whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall enter upon 
the discharge of the duties of his office on the first day of May 
of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a full term prior 
to May of an) T year, and he shall hold said office for a term of 
three years from said day of May and until his successor is ap- 
pointed or he is removed : and if appointed after the first day of 
May in any year, he shall enter upon the duties of said office 
forthwith, and shall continue therein until the expiration of the 
full term as existing at the time of his said appointment, or until 
he is removed : and the appointment of said other assistant 
engineers shall be made by the mayor and aldermen in the 
month of March or April annually, and whenever a vacancy 
occurs : and they shall hold their respective offices for the term 
of one year from the first day of May succeeding their appoint- 
ment, or until others are chosen : all other members of the fire 
department shall be nominated by the board of engineers, and 
their names sent to the mayor and aldermen, and when by them 
appointed they shall be members of the fire department : pro- 
vided, that vacancies may be filled at an}* time, and that the 
mayor and aldermen may at any time remove any and all of said 
officers or members : except that the chief engineer and first 
assistant engineer shall not be removed without a hearing and 
cause shown thereat. No person shall be appointed a member 
of the fire department who does not sustain a good moral char- 
acter and who is not a citizen of the city of Lowell. 

Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved Nov. 27, 1896. 


An Ordinance in relation to an ordinance on open- 
ings AND EXCAVATIONS IN STREETS AND IMPOSING a 
penalty. 

Be it ordained , c/c. , as follows : 

Section i. No person, firm or corporation shall dig up, 
make any excavation in, or in any manner change or interfere 
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with the surface or grade of any street for the purpose of laying 
water, gas or sewer pipes or railway tracks, or for any other 
purpose, without first giving notice to the superintendent of 
streets, which notice shall state specifically the time when work 
will be commenced and the probable time within which it shall 
be completed. 

Sect. 2. When any opening or excavation shall be made in 
any street in pursuance of section 1, the superintendent of 
streets, by himself or by a servant or agent appointed by him 
for the purpose, shall see that the surface of such streets is left 
in good order and condition for public travel thereon. The 
expense for labor and material used in closing and covering 
such excavation shall in all cases be borne by the party causing 
the same to be made. 

Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall, when about to build a 
new sewer or repair an old one, notify all the abutters on that 
part of the line of said sewer when he proposes to do work so 
that said abutters may enter said sewer. He .shall notify all 
abutters, when about to construct a new street, at least four 
weeks before beginning work, and when about to make a 
new surface of any street, at least two weeks before beginning 
work, shall notify the superintendent of lamps and water board 
and all persons authorized to place any obstruction in such 
street, and shall require and see that all said departments or 
persons having any work to be done in the street so designated, 
shall do all such work before the surface of such street is again 
prepared for and opened to public travel, and after the comple- 
tion of the work then done in such street, shall not permit any 
department or person who shall have been so notified, for the 
space of two years, to again disturb the surface of such street or 
way within the area of such previous disturbance, except in 
case of obvious necessity, to be verified in writing to, and ap- 
proved by the mayor, and except in cases of tracks or leaks in 
pipes, sewers or wires. 

SECT. 4. Any person, firm or corporation who shall dig up, 
make any excavations, or in any way change or alter the 
grade or surface of any accepted street, without giving the 
notice mentioned in section 1 of this ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances, resolutions 
and orders of the city council inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
repealed. [Approved November 27, 1896. 
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An Ordinance amending section twelve of chapter 

FIVE OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES. 

Be it ordained , etc., as follows : 

That section 12 of the revised ordinances of the city of Lowell 
be and the same is hereby amended by striking out the words 
“ nor on either side of Westford Street from the westerly line of 
Grand Street to the easterly line of Royal Street for a distance 
of fifty feet back from either line of Westford Street.” [Ap- 
proved July 21, 1897. 


An ordinance amending section fifteen, chapter 

THIRTY-NINE OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE 
YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND NINETY-FOUR. 

Be it ordained , etc , as follows : 

That section 15, chapter 39 of the revised ordinances of 1894 
be and is hereby amended by striking out of the seventh line 
the word “forty-third,” and inserting in place thereof the 
word “forty-fifth.” [Approved July 21, 1897. 


An ordinance regulating hawkers and peddlers. 

Be it ordained , etc., as follows : 

Section i. No person shall hawk or peddle, sell or expose 
for sale within said city any of the articles enumerated in sec- 
tion 1 of chapter 68 of the public statutes, until he has been 
duly licensed by and has recorded his name and residence with 
the board of police of the city of Lowell, and has been assigned 
a number by said board, to be worn in such manner as said 
board may prescribe. Provided, however, that the foregoing 
provisions shall not apply to any other person than the one 
named in the license. 

Sect. 2. No person hawking, peddling or selling, or ex- 
posing for sale any of the articles enumerated in section 1 of 
chapter 68 of the public statutes, shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the city. 

Sect. 3. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any of 
the articles enumerated in chapter 68 of the public statutes in 
any manner that will tend to injure the public health, or dis- 
turb the public peace or comfort, nor otherwise than in vehicles 
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and receptacles which have printed on them in letters and fig- 
ures at least two inches in height the name of the person selling 
and the number given him by the board of police. 

Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the pre- 
ceding sections of this ordinance shall be liable to a penalty of 
not more than twenty dollars tor each offence. [Approved July 
29, 1897. 


An Ordinance to amend section eighteen of chapter 

SIX OF THE CITY ORDINANCES RELATING TO THE 
HITCHING OF HORSES TO LAMP POSTS. 

Be it ordained , etc., as follows : 

Section 18 of chapter 6 of the city ordinances is hereby 
amended by striking out all after the word “any” in the third 
line thereof and inserting instead thereof the words “ lamp post 
maintained by the city;” so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows : 

Sect. ]8. No owner, driver or other person having the care 
or ordering of a vehicle shall hitch or fasten the horse or horses 
attached thereto to any lamp post maintained by the city. 
[Approved January i, 1898. 


An Ordinance authorizing the city treasurer to 

PRESCRIBE THE SYSTEM OF BOOK-KEEPING FOR CER- 
TAIN DEPARTMENTS AND OFFICERS RECEIVING MONEY 
BELONGING TO THE CITY, AND PROVIDING FOR MORE 
FREQUENT RETURNS OF SUCH MONEY TO THE CITY 
TREASURY. 

Be it ordained , etc , as follows ; 

Section i. All departments and officers of the city govern- 
ment, except the city treasurer, whose official duty require the 
receipt of money belonging to the city, shall keep such books 
and records relating to the same as shall be prescribed by the 
city treasurer. 

Sect. 2. The heads of each department and officers receiving 
money for the city shall remit to the treasurer as often as once 
in each month any balance that may be in the possession of such 
department or officer belonging to the city, except in case when ' 
the time for such payment into the city treasury is prescribed 
by statute.

Sect. 3. The joint committee on accounts shall annually, 
in connection with the annual examination of the accounts of 
the city treasurer, examine, investigate and audit the books 
and accounts of all departments and officers receiving money 
for the city, and said committee shall make report of such ex- 
aminations to the city council. 

Sect. 4. All heads of departments and officers whose official 
duty requires the rendering of bills to individuals, cities or 
towns for charges of any nature, shall hereafter deliver all such 
bills to the city treasurer for collection through his office. 

Sect. 5. Section nine of chapter one of the revised ordi- 
nances and all ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


An Ordinance providing for estimates for appropri- 
ations AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

Be it ordained , etc., as follows : 

Section i. At the beginning of each municipal year and not 
later than the third Tuesday in January the mayor shall make 
and transmit to the city council an estimate of the expenditures 
required for the year. Such estimate shall be framed and item- 
ized so as to show separately : 

Par. 2. The amounts required by each department, office, 
board, commission or other subdivision of the executive branch 
of the government, and so far as may be practicable for the sub- 
divisions of the work of each department. 

Par. 3. The salary or compensation of each officer, deputy, 
assistant, clerk, or employee of the city not classed as a laborer. 
The amounts required for labor shall, when practicable, be 
stated separately from those for material’ and supplies : 

Par. 4. Such estimate shall be in such form as to show in 
parallel columns, opposite each item, the amount paid for the 
previous year, and the amount unexpended at the close of such 
year. 

Sect. 2. The mayor shall make, or cause to be made, and 
shall transmit to the city council with the estimate required by 
the preceding section : 

Par. 2. An itemized estimate of the revenues of the year 
from all sources except taxation of real and personal property 
and polls : 

Par. 3. A statement of the balance unpaid at the close of 
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the previous year on account of temporary loans, and the 
amount due by financial years, as unpaid taxes on real and per- 
sonal property and polls. 

Par. 4. An itemized statemeut of the debt, with interest 
becoming due during the year, and the margin available for 
loans within the debt limit for the year ; 

Par. 5. An itemized statement of all orders, etc., of the 
city council involving expenditures which have not been appro- 
priated for. In all cases the finances of the water service shall 
be shown separately. 

Sect. 3. All regular annual appropriations shall be for 
and only applicable to the liabilities incurred during the year in 
which they are made, any form of phraseology in the order, 
resolution or vote providing for the same, to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

Par. 2 It shall be the duty of the auditor to close all regu- 
lar annual appropriation accounts with the last secular day in 
December of the year for which the appropriations are made, 
and to credit the general treasury fund account or accounts 
with the water service, as the ca.se may be, with the balance to 
the credit of such appropriations ; and thereafter, no payments 
shall be made under such appropriations. He shall promptly 
report to the city council the amount of each balance thus cred- 
ited, and amount available in the general treasury fund, and 
the account with the water service, for the expenditures of the 
current year not otherwise appropriated. 

Par. 3. All claims, accounts and bills against the city of 
Lowell under such appropriations remaining unpaid at such 
date, shall be numbered consecutively, and be entered by the 
auditor in such order, in a permanent book of record, to be 
known as a register of claims, so as to show the name of the 
claimant, the amount claimed and allowed, the nature of the 
service and the action had thereon. The auditor shall transmit 
to the city council on or before the first regular meeting night 
in February, of either branch of the city council, a schedule of 
such claims with a condensed statement of the nature of each 
claim, and the action had thereon. 

Sect. 4. The several estimates and statements called for by 
this ordinance shall on their receipt by either branch of the city 
council be referred, without other action, to the joint committee 
on appropriations. 

Par. 2. The committee on appropriations shall consist o! 
the chairman and two additional members of the board o'f 
aldermen, and the president and three additional members 
of the common council. 
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Section 6, of chapter one of the ordinances of the city of 
Lowell is hereby repealed. 

Par. 3. Said committee shall have access to all or any of 
the records and official papers of the city, shall have power to 
require from any officer or employee of the city such additional 
statement or statements relating to the expenditures and reve- 
nues of the city as it may deem essential, and to summon any 
officer or employee of the city to be present at any designated 
meeting of said committee and to remain in attendance until 
discharged by the committee ; and any officer or employee who 
shall fail or refuse to comply with such request, order or sum- 
mons may be reported to the city council, or either branch 
thereof, for such action as it may^ have the power to take and 
see fit to exercise. 

Sect. 5. The commitiee on appropriations shall make a 
final report in priut, not exceeding two hundred copies, to the 
city council or either branch thereof on or before the fifteenth 
day of February of each year unless granted further time by 
the city council. 

Sect. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances conflicting 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed. [Approved January 
1, 1898. 


An Ordinance providing for the appointment of an 

INSPECTOR OF WIRES AND DEFINING THE DUTIES OF 
SUCH OFFICER, IN ACCORDANCE WITH CHAPTER FOUR 
HUNDRED AND FOUR, ACTS OF 1890. 

Be it ordained , etc ., as follows : 

Section i. With in thirty days after the passage of this ordi- 
nance, there shall be appointed by the mayor subject to con- 
firmation of the board of aldermen, an inspector of wires for the 
city of Lowell, who shall enter upon the duties of his office 
immediately and shall hold said office, unless sooner removed, 
until the first day of February, 1901; and prior to the first day 
of February, 1901, and prior to the first day of February of every 
* third year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like manner 
an inspector of wires who shall hold his office during a term of 
three years and until his successor is appointed unless sooner 
removed in the manner prescribed by law. 

Sect. 2. Said inspector of wires shall perform the duties 
prescribed by section 3, chapter 404 of the acts 1890 and such 
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other duties as are or may be hereafter prescribed by the laws 
of the commonwealth or the ordinances of the city. He shall 
annually in the month of January make a report to the city 
council of the business of his office for the year ending on the 
thirty-first day of December next preceding. [Approved, July 
15, 1898. 


An Ordinance relating to the permanent repairs 

ON STREETS AND THE PLACING OF UNDERGROUND SER- 
VICES THEREIN; ALSO TO THE NECESSARY REPAIRS OF 
SAME. 

Be it ordained , etc , as follows: 

Section 1 . That before any street is paved with granite, con- 
crete or other paving, macadamized or otherwise put in per- 
manent repair by the city, the owners of land abutting on such 
street shall be notified at least fonr weeks previous to the time 
when such permanent improvements are to be commenced, that 
all underground services, whether for sewer, water, gas, electri- 
cal or other connections shall be constructed and placed in said 
street previous to the date set for the making of the said per- 
manent improvements. 

Sect. 2. That all corporations or individuals having ser- 
vices laid in said .street, or intending or desiring to construct 
the same, whether for gas, electric, telephone, telegraph, or for 
any service of whatsoever nature, or who shall desire to renew 
or repair services already constructed, shall be notified by the 
posting of a notice at the city hall of the intention of the city to 
so repair such street, and by a notice which shall be published 
for six consecutive days in one morning and one evening news- 
paper printed in the city of Lowell, the last publication of said 
notice to be at least three weeks previous to the time stated for 
making said permanent improvements. 

Sect. 3. That when any street has been so paved, macad- 
amized, or otherwise put in permanent repair; it shall not be 
opened or torn up for the placing of any new underground con- 
struction of any nature whatsoever during five years next suc- 
ceeding the date in said published and posted notices stating, 
the intention of the city to place said street in permanent repair;, 
provided, however, that in case repairs to any service become 
necessary, the same may be made after a permit has been 
granted by the board of aldermen, and said repairs shall, be 
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made under the supervision of the superintendent of streets. 
In case of leakage of gas or water pipes, the same may be re- 
paired at once by the Gas Company or Water Board, and the 
surface of the street placed in a condition satisfactory to the 
superintendent of streets. 

Sect. 4. Wherever on said street there may be unimproved 
land, and where no sewer, gas, water, or other necessary ser- 
vices have been constructed, the same shall be laid and con- 
structed, to a point at least two feet beyond the outside line 
of the sidewalk on said street, one each of the services 
mentioned for gas, water and sewer connections, for each 
fifty feet of frontage of the said land on the said street, or 
at such distances as may be agreed upon by the owner 
of said land and the superintendent of streets. In case of 
neglect of the owner or of a corporation or individual to 
construct the same, said service for sewer, water aud gas 
connections may be constructed by the city, and shall be 
paid for by the parties to whom rightfully belongs the con- 
struction of the same. 

Sect. 5. Any violation of the foregoing conditions in regard 
to the digging up of streets shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty dollars ($ 26 ). 

Sect. 6. . All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. [Approved, August 5, 1898.

REPORTS. 



Report of the School Committee. 


In the year 1842 the statute requiring School 
Committees “ to make annually a detailed report of 
the condition of the several public schools” was en- 
acted. With succeeding years this work has so in- 
creased as to necessitate the employment of paid 
agents to attend to the details of their work, and the 
report of this agent in Lowell, the superintendent of 
schools, which is herewith presented, is a practical 
compliance with the law. To it the public is referred 
for the usual statistics relating to the attendance of 
pupils and the cost of maintaining the schools, as well 
as for a careful review of the year’s work; the conclu- 
sions which its author has reached and the sugges- 
tions and recommendations which his experience leads 
him to make. Our own report relates simply to the 
doings of the Board, to the opinions we hold, and to 
such recommendations as we wish to make. 
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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In the general policy of your Committee toward the 
schools no change has been made during the past year. 
We now have the kindergarten, the primary, the grammar 
and the high school so related that the way is open 
for every child in the city to pass directly on by the 
road of the public school from his mother’s knee to 
the university. In our elementary evening schools we 
offer the opportunity to acquire the rudiments of an 
education, and in the evening high school the privi- 
lege of broadening that education through a course of 
three years. Our training school for teachers still 
maintains its high standard of excellence. 

In the course of study the Board has made but 
one radical change ; the substitution of vertical for 
slant penmanship in all the grades where writing is 
taught. This change was made after long and careful 
consideration of all phases of the question. Thus far 
the results have fully met our expectations. With the 
exception just noted the Committee as a whole has 
not concerned itself actively in the detail work of the 
schools. For such a task our previous training has 
given us no special fitness and we have felt that it 
was the part of wisdom to leave to the superinten- 
dent and teachers all matters in which they might 
claim to be experts. There are, however, one or two

subjects in which your Committee may properly take 
more than a passing interest : First, — 

THE HOUSING OF THE CHILDREN 

will always remain a matter of the utmost importance. 
And here we desire to return thanks to the City 
Council for the additions which have recently been 
made to the school houses of the city. Four new 
buildings and two annexes have been finished during 
the year, containing in all thirty-seven rooms with 
seats for more than two thousand pupils. We also desire 
to express our hearty approval of the final decision to 
double the size of the Varnum School building, and 
our gratification that the work which was begun last 
October has been rapidly carried forward, and that there 
is a fair prospect of its completion early next summer. 
In this connection we desire to urge strenuously, if 
the best results are to be obtained, the necessity of 
further accommodations for our high school. One 
department of this school has already been transferred 
to a rented building a long distance from Kirk Street. 
The number of pupils is increasing with each new 
school year and this increase will necessitate the rent- 
ing of other buildings in the near future unless relief 
is found in the way mentioned. The high school 
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has come to be properly called “the people’s college.” 
Not more than ten per cent, of its pupils carry their 
education further, and while this is to be regretted, 
we may rejoice that the Lowell high school of today 
is doing work along several lines that is fully as ad- 
vanced as work done in many colleges thirty years 
ago. To be a real “people’s” college, however, it 
must teach something more than the traditional Greek, 
and Latin, and mathematics. It must meet the needs 
of the people by adding such courses of study as 
modern conditions require. The colleges are demand- 
ing of high schools better appliances and more scien- 
tific teaching of the natural sciences, and the people 
are demanding stenography, typewriting, and the studies 
which help to make up a first-class business education. 
Such demands cannot pass unnoticed ; on the contrary, 
it is our belief that a compliance with these require- 
ments would largely increase the interest and attend- 
ance at our high school. But we cannot do all this 
until we have more room. For the last two years the 
superintendent of schools has been pleading for the 
erection of a building on the land already bought for 
sirch a purpose, at the corner of John and Paige 
Streets. The lack of a proper place for the high 
school regiment to drill and the needs of the manual 
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training department render the erection of such a 
building imperative if there were not other reasons 
for its construction. In all these respects we wish to 
indorse his request and to express the opinion that 
the erection of a new building on the lot referred to 
is a matter to which our City Council should give 
its earliest attention. 

The second subject to which we invite your 
atttention is the standard of excellence of our in- 
structors. To be able to declare that the public 
schools of Lowell compare favorably with those of 
other cities is, we believe, not sufficient, and whenever 
and wherever there can be found a means of im- 
provement which can be incorporated into our system, 
it should, upon approval of the Board, be at once 
applied. The city of Indianapolis, Ind., has, by a 
plan of organized co-operation, acquired an enviable 
reputation for the excellence of its public schools. 
They are largely under the control of a superintendent 
and corps of ten or more assistants, and no important 
move is made unless sanctioned by the whole corps. 
For example, the act of visiting schools by the teachers 
in search of information pertaining to their work, is 
so regulated that much good accrues to the seeker 
and a corresponding benefit to the pupil. It is through 
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such channels that a spirit of enquiry is developed 
and the demand for a more general intelligence satis- 
fied. We would recommend to the careful consideration 
of the Board these fine features of the Indianapolis 
system with a view to their adoption. 

FUNCTIONS OF COMMITTEES. 

Through the creation of the department of pur- 
chasing agent by the City Council one year ago the 
duty of obtaining supplies, heretofore performed by 
the Books and Supply Committee, was transferred to 
that office. We question the advisability of this change 
inasmuch as the work was done in an impartial and 
economical manner and with a promptness that always 
gave satisfaction to those in waiting. We would be 
glad to see this function returned to its original place. 
We would suggest that all text books be selected by 
the superintendent jointly with the teachers and bought 
with the authority of the same committee as before. 

STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

The opening of our State Normal School in a new 
ai\d beautiful building, pleasantly and conveniently 
situated at the corner of Broadway and Wilder Streets, 
in October last, is an evidence of the increasing 
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interest of our State and city in the cause of public 
education. It is a source of much gratification that 
here in our city of working people there has arisen a 
structure so magnificent in its proportions, so elegant 
in its architecture and convenient in its arrangements, 
and so worthy of the cause to which it is devoted. 
For the principal of this institution the authorities 
selected Mr. Frank F. Coburn, whose services as 
master of our high school during the past thirteen 

years have been of inestimable value to our city. In 
Mr. Cyrus W. Irish, elected to succeed Mr. Coburn, 

the Board feel that the same good scholarship and 
honest endeavor will continue to be brought to bear 
upon the school work. 

Your Committee also desire to manifest their 
hearty appreciation of the untiring labors and faithful 
ministrations of Miss Martha A. Neal, who, for a full 
half century, has given her life and efforts to the care 
and teaching of the young. In such an one is exempli- 
fied the truth of the saying that it is not the school- 
house but the teacher that makes the school. They 
were indeed fortunate who passed under her training. 
On them her painstaking labors leave an impress 
that will be transmitted to generations yet unborn. 

The School Board for 1897 has been an excep- 
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tionally harmonious body and has performed no in- 
considerable amount of work. About fifty meetings of 
standing committees have been held, in only one of 
which has action failed to be unanimous. Seven of 
the nine members of the Committee have been re- 
elected or will hold over for next year. To the 
retiring members, those who remain desire to express 
the regard due to pleasant and companionable fellow 
workers, and a high appreciation of their services this 
year. Let us close our report with the hope that the 
future growth of our city may witness the erection of 
school-houses for the education of our children adequate 
to the demand. And may there be an earnest co- 
operation of parents, superintendent, and teachers, so 
that our schools may merit a high reputation at home 
and abroad, and the community at large, in some 
degree, be made wiser and better.

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The school census of 1895 was 13,343. In 1896, as returned 
by the enumerators, it was 13,619, and teachers found in the schools 
2771 more children whose names were not, apparently, on the 
census-takers’ lists. Isay •‘apparently” because it was evident that 
mistakes in spelling and other errors were responsible for many of 
the omissions. In 1897 the enumerators’ lists were again compared 
with a school enrolment, but more care had evidently been taken in 
the census, and the number of names needing to be added was far 
less than in 1896. Instead of adding these without question, how- 
ever, they were shown to the enumerators (except the list from 
Ward 7, which came in too near the end of the school year to 
permit of such examination) and they were given further time to 
investigate and make corrections. As was expected the apparent 
omissions were often found to be due to errors in name, residence or 
ward, and the number of names really needing to be added was not 
very great. The final result, however, has been to give us, 
probably, the best census ever taken, and the result, 14,432 can be 
but little less than an exact enumeration of all the children in the 

city between the ages of 5 and 15 at a given date. 

% 

A proposed revision of school-laws, which will be presented to 
the legislature this winter by the state board of education, changes 
the time of taking the school census from May to September, a 
change whose advantages are so obvious, and so great, that its im- 
portance can hardly be over estimated. 

The number of pupils in the schools continues to increase, 
though but slowly, the enrolment, including kindergartens, having 
risen from 13,213 in 1896 to 13,504 in 1897 and the average number 
belonging from 9,995 to 10,150. The very general prevalence of 
the measles through a large part of the year reduced the attendance 
in the kindergartens and primaries somewhat, but the per cent, of 
attendance in the grammar schools shows a gratifying improvement 
from 92% in 1896 to 94% in 1897. 

One of the duties of the Superintendent is to “equalize 
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attendance ” at the several schools, and the duty has never, I think, 
been so perplexing, or performed with so little satisfaction to 
myself, as this year. A room with less than the average attendance 
in one part of the city affords no means of relief to an overcrowded 
one miles away, and most annoying differences of this kind have 
existed all the year. The first room at the Varnum school, for 
instance, began the September term with sixty-five pupils, and the 
lowest room in the Mammoth Hoad school now has an attendance of 
sixty, while the December report shows no less than twenty-two 
rooms elsewhere in the city with less than thirty pupils apiece, and 
two with only eighteen each. In self defense I wish to assert that 
those with less than twenty pupils continue to exist through no fault 
of mine. To cure some ills of this sort the Committee, at its 
meeting Dec. 27, voted to close the Cottage Street school of two 
rooms, and to distribute its pupils among the three adjoining schools 
where there is abundant room for them, a course of action which 
might, I think, be followed with advantage in two or three other 
places, so far at least as the closing of single rooms is concerned. 

I dislike very much to be out of touch with the educational 
opinion which is now finding such frequent expression, on the 
platform at least, that schools should be much smaller. I heard 
President Eliot of Harvard, for instance, say that to the strong men 
who hold Harvard professorships they never think of assigning more 
than twenty-five students, and the giving of more than this number 
of children to a young girl, perhaps only just out of school herself, 
seemed to him a proper subject for the ridicule of which he is such 
a master. In Lowell, recently, the tumultuous applause which 
greeted Principal Beckwkh of the Salem Normal School when he 
asserted that the need of the times, so far as teachers are concerned, 
is for “less pupils and more pay” showed, I suppose, the trend of 
opinion at home. At the risk, however, of being counted an old 
fogy I want to assert that schools of reasonable size are not only 
demanded by a proper regard for economy, but that they actually do- 
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better work than is usually done in very small ones. As master of a 
grammar school for a dozen years I always found that a room which 
became much reduced in numbers did distinctly poorer work. Nor 
is my experience unusual. Miss Emerson of the High Street school, 
whose numbers were formerly large but were last year exceptionally 
small told me at the close of the year in June that she had never 
worked so hard as with her small class, and never with such unsatis- 
factory results, and she is now rejoicing that since September her 
numbers have largely increased. Nor is her testimony unusual; in 
fact I know of but one or two teachers in the city who really prefer 
“baby” classes. Situated as we are in Lowell, with times hard, taxe® 
Ugh and money scarce I think we are bound to make forty-five 
pupils to the teacher the standard, and to consider a variation of 
more than five from that standard a thing to be regretted. And 
happily this number is not only the one demanded by a proper 
economy but it is also, in my opinion, one which permits the very 
best results in teaching. In this connection I can not refrain from 
noting that in both primary and grammar schools the upper grades 
have usually less pupils to the room than the lower ones, and I can 
not help wondering whether this state of affairs would long continue 
if the principals and masters were to teach the lower classes. Any- 
way, I should like to have the experiment tried awhile and see the 
result. 

The expenses of the School department were $277,386.64 and 
$3,311.98 were collected for tuitions and turned into the general 
treasury fund. The balance on hand at the beginning of the year 
was $3,402.53, and the appropriation asked for was $275,000, of 
which $274,000 was granted, either as appropriation or transfer. * 

For 1898 the expenses will unquestionably be larger. The 
number of teachers employed will be enough greater to increase the 
salary bills several thousand dollars, and I know of no place where 
expenses can be reduced, though the amount needed to complete the 
•equipment of the manual training school will, I hope, be less in 1898 
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than in 1897. At least $290,000 will be needed for the proper con- 
duct of the schools in 1898, and $10,000 more could profitably be 
expended for apparatus for the high school, books for supplementary 
reading in all the schools, and other such uses entirely appropriate 
and desirable but which are not, perhaps, absolutely necessary. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Never in the history of the city probably, have so many new 
school houses been finished as in the year 1897. A three-room 
addition to the Plain Street school was opened for use January 4, 
and the new Bartlett house of sixteen rooms, the Carter Street 
house of eight rooms, the Pine Street house of four rooms, the 
Lexington Avenue house of two rooms, and a four-room addition 
to the Lincoln school house were opened in September. The 
number of seats for pupils thus added to previous accommodations 
is 2,016. At Carter Street all the rooms are now occupied, the 
primary school having expanded from three rooms to five, all very 
full, and the other three rooms being occupied by overflows from 
the Butler school. This section is, therefore, well supplied with 
school accommodations for today, but will need more in the near 
future. The increase should be, I think, in the form of further 
additions to the Butler school building, and in anticipation of the 
same the vacant lot at the north of the school house ought to be 
secured at once, action which has already been suggested by the 
School Committee to the City Council. 

The new Bartlett school building is not only the largest but, as 

might be expected of the newest, is easily the finest of our grammar 

school buildings. It is quite plain architecturally, nothing whatever 

having been wasted for show, but within is a model of convenient 

arrangement. The side hill upon which it is built made it easy to 

* 

have the basements exceptionally high and well ventilated. On the 
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two floors above wide corridors run the whole length of the building, 
with two wide entrances from the street for the first, and two 
spacious stairways for the second. The upper floor is occupied by a 
handsome and well lighted hall, capable of seating twelve hundred 
persons, with smaller rooms at each end which might well be fitted 
up for museums or for similar uses. The building is, of course, 
supplied with all the usual modern appliances in the way of ventila- 
tion, adjustable seats for pupils, store rooms for books, office for the 
principal with telephone connections with all the rest of the 
building, parlor for the teachers, etc., etc. The building was 
dedicated Nov. 22 with largely attended exercises, the principal 
address being given by Hon. Geo. F. Lawton, ex-Superintendent of 
Schools. 

In September the kindergarten which has heretofore been 
housed in rented rooms on Mt. Vernon Street was transferred to the 
new Bartlett building, and the grammar rooms of the old school 
have been expanded to occupy twelve rooms, thus leaving but three 
unoccupied. It is probable that these will soon be filled with pupils 
for a primary school, taken from the School Street and Cross Street 
schools, and that every room will thus be occupied. 

In giving the use of the new Bartlett school to the state normal 
school, as has recently been done, the city has thus followed the 
example of other places where normal schools have recently been 
established, and has given its best. 

The Lexington Avenue school is about two miles above Paw- 
tucket bridge, on the road to Nashua. Its attendance in the past 
has been very small, at one time sinking to two pupils with an 
average attendance of 70% ! Attempts have been made more than 
once to close the school and transport the pupils to the Pawtucket 
school, a plan which would, in mv opinion, have been of very great 
advantage to the pupils, but all such proposals have been rejected, 
and in the meantime the little old one-room building was actually 
rotting down, and the Committee was forced to ask for something 
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better in its place. Only one room was asked for, but the City 
Council, holding that a two-story building with two rooms would 
cost but little more than a one-room building and really be much 
better, erected a building of two rooms, only one of which is now 
occupied, or, so far as we can see, is ever likely to be. The attend- 
ance, however, has increased somewhat for the last two or three 
years, and is now about thirty. The school is ungraded. 

At Plain Street five of the six rooms are occupied, but they are 
not crowded, and the sixth room ought to provide for all prospective 
growth in this section for a long time to come. At the Lincoln 
school there are three rooms yet unoccupied, though one is likely to 
be filled in February, 1898. 

The two sections of the city still needing more school room 
accommodations, Pawtucketville and Centralville, will soon be pro 
vided for by buildings now in process of erection, a six-room primary 

school building in Pawtucketville, and an eight-room addition to the 

/ 

Varnum school in Centralville. Both are greatly needed, and their 
early completion will be greatly appreciated. 

1 am very glad that the Committee on Reports has endorsed so 
strongly the recommendations of the last two years for a new 
building to be used for high school purposes at the corner of John 
and Paige Streets. As this committee has said so much and said it 
so well it only remains to say here that my opinion remains the 
same, and that the need of the building aske 1 for grows greater 
every year.' 


TEACHERS AND SCHOOLS. 


Changes in the roll of teachers by elections and transfers will 
be found in the appendix. 

For the first time I have the great pleasure of writing a report 
which records no break in the ranks of teachers by death. In six 
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previous reports I have recorded nine deaths, and our immunity this 
year is a cause of gratitude for all. 

This report is not the place for eulogies of those who leave us 
by resignation, however worthy or much regretted, but a service of 
fifty years is so unusual as to justify a word of comment. Miss 
Neal of the Cabot Street school, who resigned last June, did so after 
a half century of work in the school-room. A public reception was 
given her in the high school hall June 30, which was a most grati- 
fying testimonial to the high esteem in which she has always been 
held. Miss Neal loved her pupils, and they loved her. At her 
reception middle-aged men came half way across the continent to 
testify with choking voice and wet cheeks to their affection for a 
former teacher. Miss Neal had taught books well all her life, but of 
this her ex-pupils spoke little ; she had put her heart into her 
teaching, had sympathized with her pupils, helped them, loved them, 
and of their gratitude for this, and of her influence upon their lives, 
they could not say enough. The lesson for those of us who remain 
is obvious ; may it bear fruit in all our lives. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The high school year has been made memorable by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Coburn, for thirteen years principal of the school, and 
the election of Mr. Irish to succeed him. Mr. Coburn is a man of 
excellent judgment and even temper, a go’od organizer and 
disciplinarian, and the school had always been so safe in his hands 
that his departure was a matter of general regret, though all joined 
in congratulating him upon his appointment to a higher position. 
Mr. Irish has already proved himself a worthy successor of any who 
have gone before him. Attempting no radical changes he has yet 
picked up many loose ends, and the school has every prospect of 
success and growth under his administration. 
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The courses of study have been slightly changed in a way to 
improve them in my opinion. The regular work in English has been 
strengthened, and half time work in English has been added to the 
studies of every term where it was not already a full time study. 
An extended college course of five years has been restored, without 
displacing at all the one of four years, an excellent feature in my 
opinion. The four years’ course is necessarily a very severe one, and 
while it will still, no doubt, be chosen by ambitious students, 
judicious parents will, I am sure, consult the best good of their 
children by very generally selecting the longer course. 

The class which graduated in June was by far the largest in the 
history of the school. The exercises were held in Huntington, hall, 
the last that can be held there unless the hall shall be rebuilt, it 
having been destroyed by fire Dec. 9. In accordance with custom 
the programme of the graduating exercises, the names of the 
graduates and of the Carney Medal scholars are herewith given :

PRIMARY AND GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

Two changes in the course of study have been made, the intro- 
duction of physics in the ninth year, and a change from slant to 
vertical writing in all the grades of the primary and grammar 
schools. The work in physics was left optional with each grammar 
master, and seven out of ten have chosen to teach it. Gifford’s 
Elementary Physics has been adopted as a manual, and the 
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apparatus recommended by its author has been furnished. It is too 
soon to speak positively as to results, but pupils are certainly much 
interested in the subject, and masters are speaking of the work in 
very hopeful terms. 

The adoption of vertical writing was only made by the com- 
mittee after an exceptionally thorough and painstaking examination, 
and the results thus far, as stated in their report, justify their 
conclusion. 

The course in nature study has been slightly changed to make 
it conform to the plan outlined by a committee of the Educational 
Workers’ Conference, the little manual issued by this committee 
being as brief and simple, and yet as complete as anything I have 
seen on the subject. 

In the eighth grade I suggested a year ago that a little bird 
study be introduced. As this was a suggestion merely, and such 
study would have no tests by examination or value in ranking, as no 
text book was furnished, and especially as teachers were not sup- 
posed to be ornithologists, I expected no very striking results. I 
have, however, been greatl} 1 ' pleased to find some of the best work 
done in this line I have ever seen. In one school every pupil did 
something in the way of personal observation ; the majority looked 
up carefully a dozen birds or so, while four boys in the room had 
seen and studied before the season closed from sixty to seventy 
kinds. The teachers were as enthusiastic as the pupils, — as is 
generally the case where good work is done, and their four-o’clock- 
in-the-morning walks yielded them a total of over sixty birds seen 
between March and July. Several other schools did nearly as much, 
and only one, so far as I know, did nothing. The results have been 
excellent. Collections of eggs, the only thing I feared, have been 
made in only one case so far as 1 can learn ; on the contrary a love 
for bird life has been greatly quickened by its study, and health, 
happiness and useful knowledge have all been enhanced by what has 
been done. 
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In answer to questions asked by an agent of the state board of 
education the teachers of the primary and grammar schools reported 
last week that 572 double promotions, or promotions out of the 
regular course, had been made during the year. I am very glad 
there were so many, but confess my disappointment that there were 
no more. Indeed, I think that the question must have been mis- 
understood, and that there must have been many which were not 
reported. No less than ten schools reported no promotions out of 
course, a most astounding state of affairs. Surely there can be no 
school in Lowell in which there are not some pupils able to go faster 
than the average, and if such are not given a chance to go on then 
the charge of President Eliot that the pupils of our schools advance 
like criminals in the chain gang with a “lock step” has some basis, a 
charge which I have always indignantly denied. Some teachers* 
however, made a splendid showing, and my belief that the question 
was misunderstood by others is further justified by the fact that the 
grammar schools reported 195 pupils in the classes to graduate next 
June as likely to finish the course in one or more years less than the- 
allotted time, of whom 133 were completing the nine years’ course 
in eight years, 51 in seven years, 10 in six years and one in five years. 

The average age of pupils in the several grades of the primary* 
grammar and high schools, as taken at the beginning of the school 
year in September, is as follows : —

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The greatest difference in age between any two grades is 1 yr. 
7 m. between the first and second. This is doubtless due largely 
to irregularity of attendance among small children, many staying 
away from school in the winter. The next, 1 yr. 5 m., is between the 
upper primary and the lowest grammar. This, I think, is due to 
holding back some children from promotion to a grammar school 
who would have advanced a grade if there had been a fourth year 
in the primary school, and also to the lack of February promotions 
in some sections. The fact that the time becomes less than a year 
in the upper grammar grades is due to some extent, I hope, to 
double promotions, but more, I fear, to the fact that the older 
scholars leave school in large numbers in these years. The average 
age of the pupils promoted from the grammar schools - to the high 
school last June, at time of graduation, was 14 y. 9 m., an average 
younger than that of the state as a whole by several months. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The course for pupil-teachers in the training school has been 
lengthened to two years, thus increasing the number of classes and 
of students in the school by about one-fourth. Fewer regular 
teachers are therefore needed, and the work for the year has been 
mainly done, and well done, by the under graduates. The instruc- 
tion of the regular supervisors has been supplemented in some lines, 
especially in drawing, by special teachers, and the course has been 
made broader and more thorough at every point. Some excellent 
work has been done in experimental child study and in the discovery 
of physical defects among the children, the results of which, as 
published in several educational journals, have reflected much credit 
upon the school. Interest has been increased by a course of lectures 
or talks, mostly by local talent, which has proved a very attractive 
feature, and altogether the year has been a pleasant and profitable 


one. 
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The coming of a state normal school to Lowell gives the School 
Committee an opportunity, of which advantage will doubtless be 
taken at once, to strengthen the training school by raising the 
standard of admission. Heretofore applicants have been admitted 
by examination, or without examination if graduates of a Massa- 
chusetts normal school. Only a few Lowell girls have been able and 
willing to go away from home to attend a normal school, and most 
applicants, therefore, have availed themselves of the opportunity 
afforded by an examination. With a normal school in the city, how- 
ever, difficulty in the way of attendance vanishes, and the Committee 
will be justified in demanding a normal school or college diploma of 
all applicants for the training school. Such action will doubtless be 
taken early in 1898, and in anticipation of it the admission of a class 
by examination was omitted in September, 1897. 

An exhibition of work was given in connection with the gradu- 
ating exercises of the school in June, which was by far the finest of 
the kind ever seen in Lowell, while the taking addresses of Dr. 
Houck of Pennsylvania, Dr. Winship of Boston, and Dr. Edmund, 
principal of the school, made the occasion a memorable one. Of the 
qualifications of the graduating class Dr. Edmund spoke in high 
terms, and the work done by all its members since that time lias fully 
justified her opinion.

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KINDERGARTENS. 

The city now has twelve kindergartens, no change in their 
number having been made during the year. Twenty-five teachers 
are employed, a principal and two assistants at Bridge Street, and a 
principal and one assistant at each of the other schools. All are in 
excellent condition, and all are doing good work. 

In no department of our schools has more public spirit and a 
greater desire for improvement been shown than among our kinder- 
gartners. All of them belong to a live organization with regular and 
spirited meetings. Several leading kindergartners of the country 
have at different times been their guests and advisers, and for solid 
work they all took a course of ten lessons in psychology last spring 
under Prof. Warren of Boston University. Since September all 
have taken advantage of the opening of the state normal school in 
Lowell to take two special courses there afternoons. The student 
spirit thus shown produces its natural result in their work, and there 
are, Ibelieve, no better kindergartens in the state than those of Lowell. 

The kindergarten normal training department was transferred 
to the state normal school at the close of the summer term. I con- 
fess that I was very sorry to give it up. It had been a unique 
feature of our school system, duplicated under similar conditions 
no where else in New England so far as I know, and giving to 
Lowell an unquestioned leadership in this line of work. First opened 
in January, 1893, it had graduated four classes, forty-two kinder- 
gartners, whose work whether in Lowell or elsewhere has in every 
case demonstrated the excellence of their training, and the depart- 
ment was never more popular than when it was closed. The state 
normal school to be opened in September would, however, assumably, 
have a kindergarten department, and the unwisdom, not to say the 
impropriety, of continuing an opposition school was obvious. The 
normal school, therefore, kindly arranged to receive our small senior 
class of kindergarten students, and our work in this line came* to 
an end. 
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Our arrangements with the normal school, however, are in some 
respects of great advantage to us, as we hope they will also be to the 
state. The head of the kindergarten department in the state school 
remains the supervisor of the Lowell kindergartens, insuring a co- 
operation which cannot fail to be mutually advantageous. The 
state can and will furnish to students advantages in the way of equip- 
ment and special teachers which the cit\' could not easily equal, thus 
insuring a supply of teachers for the future even better trained Ilian 
those of the past, while the city offers to the students of the state 
school opportunities in the way of practice which can be equaled no 
where else in the state. Our twelve kindergartens are all open to 
them, not only as places to observe but as places in which to work, 
so that the future graduate. of the kindergarten department of the 
state normal school at Lowell will not only have mastered the theory 
of the kindergarten but will really be a teacher of a year’s successful 
experience, a consideration of unsurpassed importance. No one who 
knows anything of the excellent work being done in private kinder- 
garten training schools in Boston and elsewhere in New England 
would wish to say anything of them except in praise, yet the differ- 
ence between the private kindergartens, for which these schools 
mainly fit their graduates, and the public school kindergartens is very 
great, and for teaching in the latter the advantage of getting one’s 
training in connection with them is so obvious that I look to see the 
Lowell normal school the headquarters for the state, if not for New 
England, for public school kindergarten work, a result, as I said 
before, of equal advantage to the city and to the school.

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been left unchanged one is used for drawing and one for academic 
recitations. Forging should be added next year, and for this purpose 
a cheap, temporary building, or shed, should be erected in the yard. 

The number of new students to elect the manual training course 
this year was disappointingly small, a fact largely due, no doubt, to 
the use of a building so far away from the rest of the high school. 
The junior class numbers 24, but only fourteen of these are in the 
first year in academic work, the other ten, of whom six are girls, 
being from second and third year pupils. The advanced class num- 
bers seventeen. All the classes are in excellent condition, and are 
doing, as might be expected with the better equipment, far better 
work than ever before. 

The afternoons not being occupied with high school students^ 
large petitions were received from pupils of ninth grammar grades 
asking for instruction in the hours not otherwise used, and in 
response Mr. Carothers and Mr. Harris have both generously given 
their services for such classes one afternoon in the week. The 
classes thus provided for each number 24, and would be increased 
four or five fold at once if it were possible to accommodate all who 
wish to attend. Thus far, indeed, manual training has been much 
more popular with scholars of the grammar schools than of the high 
school, and I wish that it were possible to do some work of this 
kind, more than we are now doing, in every grade of the public 
schools. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION.. 

I am very glad indeed to learn that the Board of Health, in 
their report this year, wiil strongly recommend medical inspection 
of the schools. The plan is, aa I understand, to couple this duty 
wkh that performed by the ward physicians, who already receive 
4>300 annually. This is the same sum paid to the inspectors in New 
York, and is $100 more than is paid in Boston. Interest in the sub- 
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ject elsewhere is steadily increasing. New York and Chicago have 
been added to the list of cities doing systematic work of this kind, 
and the results in both have been such as to fully justify, and more 
than justify, their action. The proposal of our own Board of 
Health, is, therefore, in the line of the best thought and action on 
the subject, and it is greatly to be hoped that their recommendation 
will be adopted. Last year I asked the School Committee tD 
employ some one to do this work, and I still think the plan I out- 
lined in the report for 1896 is about as near ideal for Lowell as any 
I have. seen, but the important thing is not who shall do the work, 
but that the work be done, and. I therefore welcome action by the 
Board of Health. 

Tests for physical defects, especially those of vision, have been 
made by several enterprising teachers, and by two physicians. Miss 
Katherine Law. a student of the training school, tested the vision 
of 800 children, and found 45% to be defective. An excellent 
account of her work may be found in Educational Foundations for 
October, 1897. Dr. Bell tested the eyesight of 524 pupils of the 
Highland school, and found 165 defective. No treatment was 
recommended for those who had five-sixths of normal vision, of 
whom there were eight, nor for those having two-thirds vision who 
were not troubled by headache or other ills obviously due to the con- 
dition of their eyes, of whom there were twenty, reducing the number 
of those for whom treatment was recommended to 137, or 26% of 
the whole number examined. Eighteen were aware of their condition, 
and had already received treatment, leaving 119, or more than 22% 
whose need of treatment, whether previously known or not, was still 
immediate and pressing. Dr. Stephenson tested the sight of 2081 
children of grammar and upper primary grades, and found 44% 
defective, of whom about 27 % needed treatment, a result agreeing 
closely with those of Miss Law and Dr. Bell. 

To the foregoing figures no words can add emphasis. They 
mean that there are today two thousand children in the public 
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schools whose eyes are in need of treatment, and certainly the dis- 
covery of these cases, and the giving to parents such information as 
shall put them in the way of cure, or of relief through the use of 
glasses, is a work of the first importance. 

In case of defect a notice is sent to the parent by the teacher, 
stating simply that a test has shown that the child’s ability to see is 
so much below the average as to make it desirable that an occulist 
shall be consulted. For the further guidance of parents too poor 
to pay doctor’s bills a list of the five free clinics for eyes which are 
connected with the various hospitals of the city is added. Free 
treatment is, therefore, within the reach of all who need it, and 
glasses for those who require them should, I think, be provided by 
the city, though this has not yet been done. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The evening schools of the city consist, as last year, of one high 
and twelve elementary. They differ in quality, as do all schools, but 
the most of them are in excellent condition, and many students in 
them are doing just as earnest work, and making, relatively, just as 
much progress as is made by the students of any school in the 
country. Citizens who have any doubt as to their value are 
respectfully invited to visit them and see for themselves. 

The attendance is less this year than last, and has been steadily 
decreasing for several years, a fact which is, I believe, to the credit 
of the schools rather than the reverse. The' influx of foreigners 
unable to read and write in English has been much less of late than 
in years of greater manufacturing prosperity, and those of this class 
who have been in the city two or three years have nearly all learned 
enough so that attendance on an evening school is no longer com- 
pulsory. In the Bartlett school district, which once had a school 
of four hundred pupils, the principal is of the opinion that there 
will not bC at the end of this season forty who cannot read and write 
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in English. Of the many Greeks who have composed the Mann 
school the adults have either learned to read or have given it up as 
a bad job, and the few newly arrived minors are all who remain for 
whom attendance is compulsory. The work of the schools with 
illiterates, therefore, has largely been done, and well done, and 
attendance naturally falls off. The high school and the classes in 
the elementary schools which are fitting for the high school are, how- 
ever, better attended than ever before. 

The present need is, I think, for an intermediate school. The 
principal of the high school estimates that three hundred applicants 
were refused admission last October for lack of qualifications. They 
were advised to go to an elementary school one term to prepare 
themselves for the high next year, but only a very few of them did 
so. To go to a school composed, in part at least, of illiterates doubt- 
less seemed to them a humiliation. In parenthesis, I should like to 
say that this was a mistake on their part, that every elementary 
school really has classes exactly adapted to their needs, separate 
from the other classes, places where self-respecting young men and 
young women can go with comfort and credit, yet their lack of 
information as to these classes, and their unwillingness to go to an 
elementary school to find them, was not, perhaps, unnatural. To 
an intermediate school, however, I have no doubt that such appli- 
cants would flock in large numbers. In it should be placed the 
classes in penmanship, elementary arithmetic and elementary gram- 
mar, now in the high school. The standard of the high school 
would thus be raised, as it ought to be, and an intermediate school 
would have at once, I believe, an attendance of four or five hundred, 
the majority of whom are not provided for, or at least do not now 
go, elsewhere. The lack of a building in which to place such a 
school is the only reason . why I do not beg for one next year,— - 
another of the many reasons why we should have at once a new high 
school building on John Street.

EVENING DRAWING SCHOOL. 

The evening drawing school was first opened in 1872, and its 
twenty-filth anniversary was recognized this year by a well written 
historical sketch, which was printed in all the newspapers of the city 
and read, I hope, by every citizen. Certainly the record was one in 
which the school and the city can take a just pride. It now has an_ 
eight-room building set apart for its exclusive use, and its equipment 
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is thorough and complete. It lias departments in modeling and 
designing as well as in free hand, architectural and machine drawing, 
and interest in it is constantly increasing. In the past it has fur- 
nished the instruction and the impetus to further study which has 
enabled its pupils to fill with credit important positions as teachers, 
draughtsmen, architects and designers, and in the present it is 
working more successfully than ever, as we believe, to the same end.

TEXTILE SCHOOL. 


The Textile School in our city is not, of course, a part of the 
public school system, and there would be no propriety in speaking 
of it in this report were it not for the fact that our schools will 
naturally be expected to fit pupils for it. The school is still new, 
but it already has the finest equipment of any similar institution in 
the world, and almost ns many pupils as it can accommodate. Its 
object is one with which every citizen is in sympathy ; the pupils 
from our public schools will, we hope, form a large proportion of its 
students, and it is manifestly our duty to prepare them for it just 
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as we now prepare for Harvard, Technology, or xhe Normal School. 
For this as for any other school the ground work of a common school 
education is undoubtedly the first essential, and if high school and 
college can be added so much the better. A few things, however, 
are evidently specially needed, as, for instance, some knowledge of 
algebra and geometry to make the formulae of mechanics compre- 
hensible, some chemistry as a foundation for work in dyeing, some 
knowledge of drawing for the duties of every day in every depart- 
ment, and especially the training of eye and hand to be obtained in 
our manual training school. So important is this last feature that 
the director tells me that he is seriously considering whether it will 
not be possible to shorten the course for those students who have 
previously had manual training. At present, therefore, in the 
absence of a course planned especially for the Textile School, it may 
fairly be said that the best road to it lies through our manual training 
course, a fact which is commended to the attention of all students 
and parents who are thinking of a course in the Textile School for 
themselves or their sons. 

STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

The State Normal School for which Lowell’s representatives 
worked so hard three years ago, and from which we have all 
expected so much, is at last an established fact. The building is not 
finished, it is true, but a part of it was sufficiently advanced to be 
occupied last October, and no less than 109 juniors answered to the 
school’s first roll call, while the total attendance is increased by the 
presence of thirty to thirty-five post graduates or students in special 
courses. Only one school in the state, Bridgewater, has a larger 
junior class, and the three other new schools have together received 
this year but 126. Certainly the claim of the city’s representatives 
before the legislature three years ago that Lowell was a good place 
to provide, attract, and accommodate students has been justifiedT - 

Our hope, too, that the new school would come at once into 
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close touch with the system of public schools of the city ; that its 
teachers would all be citizens of Lowell as well as instructors in a 
state institution ; that they would take an active interest in our 
schools as well as in their own ; and that by their wisdom and advice 
superintendent, committee and teachers might all be helped, has 
found its first fruition in the appointment of two of our own teachers 
to positions in the state school, and in the readiness of all the others 
to enter at once into the social and school life of the city. From 
the normal school we expect nothing less than a great uplift of 
educational knowledge and zeal throughout the whole city, and 
happily the ability and character of the teachers thus far appointed 
justifies our expectations. 

At a meeting of the School Committee held June 28, the Com- 
mittee on Teachers was given full power to arrange with the State 
Board of Education for the practice school to be provided by the 
city. This committee had a conference with a representative of the 
State Sept. 14, and the following agreement was made, thus fulfilling 
in a manner satisfactory to both contracting parties all the claims of 
either upon the other : 

Agreement for the Conduct of Schools of Observation and 

Practice in Connection with the State Normal School, 

Lowell, Mass. 

In accordance with section 5, chapter 457, Acts of 1894, whereby 
the City of Lowell, Mass., agreed in writing “to hereafter furnish 
suitable and sufficient school buildings and model and practice 
schools in connection with the training departments of the State 
Normal School to be established at Lowell,” this agreement 
is made and entered into this fourteenth day of September, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and ninety -seven, 
by and between the City of- Lowell, in the County of Middle- 
sex, and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, acting through the 
president of the School Committee of said Lowell, thereto duly 
authorized, parties of the first part, and the State Board of 
„ Education, acting for and in behalf of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, as the party of the second part, to establish and maintain 
Schools of Observation and Practice upon the following terms : 

Section I. The City of Lowell agrees : 

1. To the use of the Bartlett School by the Normal School aa 
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a School of Observation and Practice, and the use of such other 
schools as may be needed for additional practice schools. 

2. To furnish, heat, clean and repair the buildings, and care for 
the grounds. 

r - 3 . To provide principals and assistant teachers not exceeding 
in”number the number of rooms, and to maintain the schools upon 
the same basis as other similar schools. 

4. All and each of the above provisions shall be satisfactory to 
the Board of Education of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Section II. The Commonwealth of Massachussets agrees : 

1. To use the Bartlett School as a School of Observation and 
Practice, and such other schools as may be used for practice schools, 
in such a manner as to equal at the least the general educational 
requirements of the School Committee of the City of Lowell. 

2. To pay to the principals and assistant teachers of the said 
schools, in addition to the amount paid by the City of Lowell, such 
salaries as shall be necessary to provide teachers qualified for the 
peculiar work of the said schools. 

3. To expend for text-books, supplies, and apparatus, in addi- 
tion to the money expended bv the City of Lowell for the said 
purpose, such sums of money as shall be necessary for the proper 
conduct of the said schools as schools of observation and practice, 
such material to be marked “Property of the State Normal School, 
Lowell, Mass.” 

4. All and each of the above named provisions shall be with 
the approval of the School Committee of the City of Lowell. 

Section III. It is further mutually agreed by the City of 
Lowell and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts : 

1. That all teachers of the School of Observation and Practice 
shall be nominated by the principal of the Normal School, their 
election, as for all teachers, being bj^ the School Committee. 

2. The janitors of the Bartlett School shall be nominated by 
the principal of the Normal School, and elected by the School 
Committee. 

3. That all courses of study, text-books, and changes therein 
shall be approved by the principal of the Normal School and the 
School Committee of the said city before going into effect. 

4. That all matters of promotion, discipline, attendance, and 

truancy shall be under the care of the School Committee of the said 
city. . 

5. It is finally mutually agreed by the City of Lowell, Mass., 
and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, that this agreement shall 
be subject to such modifications as shall be agreed upon hereafter by 
the said City and Commonwealth. 
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CO-OPERATION OF TEACHERS. 

The School Committee have chosen, in the report which pre- 
cedes my own, to express the opinion that the best good of the 
schools requires a closer and more effective co-operation between the 
teachers and the superintendent. In self defense I wish to assert 
that I have not only welcomed but have earnestly sought for such 
co-operation from the first. For the teachers, too, it is only just to 
say that as a whole they have been loyal and kind to me to an excep- 
tional degree. I have, indeed, been treated with a generosity so- 
great as to deserve and win my hearty gratitude, and I hope I may 
never say a word which, even by inference, may seem to suggest a 
different feeling. 

The Committee’s reference to the school system of Indianapolis, 
however, leads me to suppose (for I have not discussed the subject 
with any member) that the matter in mind was not one of regard or 
support, but rather of General policy and plan of working. In 
Indianapolis the head teachers, — grammar masters we call them here, 
supervisors they are called there, form with the superintendent a 
board of directors for the consideration of everything which pertains 
to the welfare of the schools. The plan assumes that all teachers of 
the city, but especially those whose duties are in part supervisory, 
will be glad to throw into a common fund any facts, ideas or opinions 
they may have which will benefit the schools, and that the superin- 
tendent will be equally glad to get such information and to be guided 
by it. Ten men are obviously wiser than one ; their opinions 
would have proportionally greater weight, and the zeal of teachers 
in carrying out plans which they had themselves suggested would 
naturally be greater than would otherwise be the case. With this 
general plan, therefore, I heartily agree ; indeed I believe it to be 
the one thing most needed for the improvement of our schools, and 
any plan of the Committee to exalt the grammar masters by giving 
to them more power, influence and responsibility will meet with my 
most hearty approval. 
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The following letter, a sample of many, will show what has been 
the policy of the past : 

Office of the Superintendent of Schools, 

April 26 , 1897 . 

To Teachers of Loioell Public Schools : — 

By the Rules of the School Committee changes in the course of 
study or in text-books cannot be made during a school year, and 
such changes, to apply next year, must be made soon if made at all. 
I therefore respectfully ask you all, but especially masters and 
principals, to report to me soon any changes which would, in your 
opinion, tend to benefit and improve your schools. These matters 
affect you and the pupils in whose interests you are employed far 
more vitally than anyone else, and if you can suggest anything 
which will be for your and their advantage it seems to me that 
it is both your privilege and your duty to do so. Suggestions 
on which you, or any part of you, can unite will, of course, have 
more weight with the Committee than those from individuals, but if 
united action is impossible I, at least, promise sympathetic consider- 
ation of all suggestions whether made by many or by one.

Physics, optional, in the ninth year, may occupy 90 minutes per week, 
to be taken equally from physical culture, arithmetic and grammar. 

The above table is intended as an approximate estimate of the relative 
importance of the different studies, and teachers are at liberty to vary -the 
time for each study within such reasonable limits as circumstances may 
require. 
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FIRST YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — Teach by the sentence and word method, beginning 
with script letters on the blackboard, and later using the Monroe or 
Appleton Chart and the first lessons in the First Reader. Employ 
phonic analysis to secure distinct articulation and assist in the 
recognition of new words. Consult on the subject of phonics Mrs. 
Pollard’s “Manual of Synthetic Reading,” Ward’s “Manual of 
Instruction for the Rational Method in Reading,” and the Con- 
necticut school document entitled “Phonetics in Teaching Reading.” 
Secure naturalness of expression by making sure that no sentence 
is spoken until the thought is fully comprehended. Consult Miss 
Spear’s “Preparing to Read,” Dr. Garmo’s “Language Lessons, 
Part I,” and Miss Badlam’s “Suggestive Lessons in Language and 
Reading.” 

Writing. — Words and letters from blackboard copy. 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lessons copied from the 
blackboard. After the letters of the alphabet are known, spelling 
from dictation may be begun, at the option of the teacher. 

Language. — Object : (1) To secure the confidence of the 

children and make them feel at home in school ; (2) to increase 
their vocabulary ; and (3) to accustom them to express their 
thoughts in simple and correct forms of speech. 

Lead the children to talk freely about things with which they 
are familiar, and to reproduce short stories told them by the 
teacher. Require complete statements, correct forms of speech, 
and distinct articulation, using great care, however, that correc- 
- tions are not made in a way to repel confidence or lessen interest. 
The importance of making children enjoy the first weeks of school 
life cannot be overestimated. Memory gems, brief maxims, and 
short selections of poetry, learned and recited in this and all 
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succeeding grades. History and literature in the form of short 
stories told by the teacher and reproduced orally by the children 
should have some place from the first, care being taken to have such 
stories very simple as well as short. Consult Miss McMurray’s 
“Classic Stories for Little Ones,” Lang’s “Fairy Tales,” and Miss 
Wiggin’s “The Story Hour.” 

Arithmetic. — Numbers from one to five, inclusive. Add, 

multiply, subtract, and divide, developing all processes by the aid 
of objects. Consult Wentworth and Reed’s “First Steps in Num- 
ber,” Baldwin’s “Industrial Arithmetic,” and Speer’s “Primary 
Arithmetic” in this and succeeding grades. 

Geography. — Conversation lessons, preparatory to regular 
work in geography. Teach position, as above, below, on, under, 
frout, back, etc., and right and left as relative terms. Lead children 
to observe the temperature as warm, hot, or cold, and the weather as 
sunny, cloudy, or rainy. Consult Frye’s “Primary Geography,” and 
Maltby’s “Map Modelling in Geography and History” in this and 
all succeeding grades of the primary schools. 

Nature Study. — Lessons to recognize and name a few com- 
mon plants, animals and minerals, and to note single qualities of 
each. Teach only from observation and experiment. The “Outline 
Course” prepared by the N. E. Conference of Educational Workers 
will be supplied to each school, and may be used as a manual. Con- 
sult also Miss Newell’s “Lessons in Botany.” Cooke’s “Nature 
Myths” and Lovejoy’s “Nature in Verse” are recommended for 
reading in this and succeeding grades. 

Physiology. — Oral lessons, teaching the names and uses of 
the external parts of the body, and the simplest rules of health. 
Consult Prince’s “Courses and Methods,” pages 173 and 195. 
The order of topics prepared by Dr. Dunton of the Boston Normal - 
School, and printed on page 196 of the above mentioned book, 
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may profitably be followed in this and all succeeding grades. 
Teach the effect of the use of alcoholic stimulants and narcotics as 
required by the laws of the State. 

Manners and Morals. — As required by the Public Statutes 
of the Commonwealth and printed on page 30 of the Rules of the 
School Committee, in this and all succeeding grades. Mrs. 
Dewey’s “How to Teach Manners,” or Miss Wiggin’s “Lessons on 
Manners,” may serve as a manual. 

Music and Drawing. — Throughout the course as directed by 
the special teacher of each of those branches. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Franklin First Reader and supplementary readers. 
Continue phonics, and teach the long and short sounds of the 
vowels. See that every phrase is spoken as a whole. In this, as in 
all grades, the aim is to secure a full comprehension of the thought, 
natural expression, distinct articulation, correct pronunciation, and 
ready utterance. 

If the last part of the First Reader proves too difficult for the 
first year, leave a part to be finished the second year. 

Writing. — Words and sentences from the blackboard, chart 
and slips prepared for the purpose. If all the letters of the alphabet 
have not been learned by the pupil by the end of the year, uncon- 
sciously, give a little special instruction to accomplish this object. 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lesson copied from the 
blackboard, and afterwards spelled, orally or in writing, from dicta- 
tion. Teach children to spell their own names, and the names of 
places or objects in which they are interested. 

Language —Objects: to increase the pupils’ stock of ideas 
and words, and to facilitate the expression of thought in correct 
forms of speech. 
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Conversational lessons as in the first half, carefully correcting 
all errors of expression. In this respect every lesson in this and all 
succeeding grades should be a language lesson. History and litera- 
ture continued. Begin writing short sentences, and teach the capi- 
tal at the beginning of the sentence, the capital I, and the period 
and interrogation mark. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to ten, inclusive. 
Use objects, but discard them gradually as facts are learned, and 
give much drill in applied and abstract work. Arabic and Roman 
notation to ten (and further, so as to enable pupil to tell page, les- 
son and paragraph in the reading book, at the option of the teacher. 
Teach and use the signs -{-, — , X> -5-, =, and have their use begun 
by pupils. Teach, objectively, the fractions coins from one 

cent to ten cents; pint, quart, inch. 

Geography. — Teach cardinal points with practical application 
to objects in the school room, the school yard, and streets near 
the school bouse, and give easy oral lessons at appropriate 
times on natural objects and phenomena, as sun, clouds, rain, 
snow, etc. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in the first half. Teach only the 
most general and obvious features, and assist pupils to find out all 
facts for themselves as far as possible. Whenever practicable, pro- 
vide specimens for all the pupils. Encourage the children to make 
collections. 

Physiology. — As in the first half. In connection with the 
names and uses, teach the proper care of the hair, teeth, nails, etc. 
Do not try to teach too much; only general facts which are mainly 
within the range of the pupils’ observation are wanted. Show im- 
portance of cleanliness, exercise, proper clothing, good food, pure 
air, etc., in this and succeeding grades. 
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SECOND YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of the Franklin Second Reader, and 
supplementary readers. The fault to be most carefully avoided in 
this and all succeeding grades of the primary course is haggling 
over words. To prevent this all new and difficult words should be 
pronounced and their meaning explained before oral reading is 
begun. Then, by questioning, make sure that the pupil fully under- 
stands every sentence before he reads it. Make haste slowly, and 
give pupils much easy reading, rather than a little which is difficult. 

Writing. — Words and sentences as in the first year, and from 
dictation. Use capitals, the period and the question mark. 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lesson written on black- 
board by teacher, copied by pupils, and afterwards written from 
dictation or spelled orally, or both. Teach also the spelling of some 
proper nouns, as days of the week, etc. 

Language. — Object : To stimulate thought, to cultivate the 
powers of observation and imagination, and to develop facility in 
the use of good English. 

Oral and written exercises. Use for material such objects and 
topics as will furnish the best opportunity for the expression of 
thought, and make sure that the pupil always has the thought 
clearly in mind before he is required, or even allowed, to say or 
write anything. Train observation by noting qualities and uses of 
objects, and the imagination by stories suggested by pictures. In 
connection with sentences written from dictation, teach capitals and 
a few common abbreviations. 

Literature for this year may properly include such stories from 
Anderson as “The Flax,” “The Snow Man,” “The Ugly Duckling,” 
and extracts from Longfellow’s “Hiawatha.” For history the story 
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of Columbus, the Pilgrims, Washington, etc., would be appro- 
priate. Suit history to holidays as “The First Thanksgiving,” to 
November, etc. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, in separations and 
combinations, to twenty. Objects may be used if necessary, but 
ought not to be greatly needed. Continue drill in applied and 
abstract work. Simple operations in small fractions and in de- 
nominate numbers also continued. Teach pupils to read the signs 
-b -> etc., and to use them as well as know their meaning. Form 
and read tables to the limit of known numbers in this and all suc- 
ceeding grades. 

Geography. — Continue drill in cardinal directions, applying the 
terms north, south, etc., to all objects near enough to the school- 
house to be within range of the child’s observation or knowledge. 
Apply same to direction of wind. Continue study of objects within 
vision, as cloud, dew, ice, fog, etc. 

Nature Study. — Work of the first year continued and ex- 
tended, Of plants name parts, as stem, leaf, bud, etc. Name parts 
and note habits of animals, birds, insects, etc. Remember that no 
lesson is worth giving which does not thoroughly interest the pupil 
at the time, and tend to increase his regard for the natural objects 
which are all about him. Have pupils draw and describe, orally 
and in writing. In this year read Wood’s “First Natural History 
Reader,” and Wright’s “Seaside and Wayside, No. 1.” 

Physiology. — The senses: the eye and sight; the ear and 
hearing. Teach only the most general features, any thorough study 
of the anatomy of the eye or ear being wholly out of place. Teach 
by observation and experiment as far as possible. Temperance 
teaching as before. 
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SECOND HALF. 

Heading. — Franklin Second Header completed. Phonic drill 
continued. If pupils cannot easily complete the Second Reader^ 
omit the last part, and substitute easy reading from supplementary 
readers. 

Writing. — On paper, from blackboard copy, from dictation, 
and from print as found in the reading book. 

Spelling. — As in the first half. Have words used in sentences. 
Teach the spelling of terms used in other studies, and of objects 
like articles of food or clothing with which children are familiar. 

Language. — Object : as in the first half. Oral and written 
exercises. Continue the reproduction and picture stories, and sim- 
ple descriptions of objects, scenes and actions. Have the pupils 
construct sentences, using words taken from the reading lessons, 
or suggested by the teacher. Continue to give attention to capi- 
tals and the most common marks of punctuation, and teach the 
simplest form of letter-writing. History and literature as in the 
first half. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to fifty, with drill as 
in the first half. Give much practice in oral examples, with abstract 
numbers involving several operations, for rapid work. Roman 
notation to fifty. Coins and dollar sign ; pint, quart, gallon ; pint, 
quart, peck, bushel ; inch, foot, yard ; hour, day, week, month, year ; 
dozen. Fractions, J, J. 

Geography. — Continue work of first half, and begin the work 
of recognizing and naming bodies of land and water which are 
within the range of the pupils’ observation, as hill, valley, river, 
brook, etc. Field lessons are strongly recommended. With 
growing plants in the school-room, teach effects of too great heat or 
cold, lack of moisture, etc. 


COURSES OF STUDY. 00 

Nature Study. — As in the first half. Continue collections. 
Experiment with seeds planted in pots in the school room. Have 
children gather cocoons, and watch for the change into moths and 
butterflies. Make regard for animal life an integral part of all les- 
sons on animals. Observe, draw, describe. 

Physiology. — The senses continued ; the nose and smell ; the 
tongue and taste ; touch. Show the use and value of all the senses, 
and the ill effects of abuse, including under the latter topic the effects 
of alcohol and tobacco. Be careful not to lessen influence by over- 
statements. 

THIRD YEAR, 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of the Franklin Advanced Second 
Reader, and supplementary readers. The habit of reproducing that 
which has been read, usually orally, but sometimes in writing, which 
should have already been begun, becomes in this and succeeding 
grades a matter of the greatest importance, and every reading lesson 
should have in connection' with it some work of this kind. 

Writing. — On paper with pen or pencil, and in the writing 
book with pen. Give special attention to correct pen holding. In 
all written work in language, nature study, etc., insist on order, 
neatness, and the very best penmanship of which the pupil is 
capable. 

Spelling. — Words and sentences copied from the reading 
book, and afterwards written from dictation. New words in the 
reading lessons spelled orally, and afterwards written in sentences. 
Be sure that no pupil is called upon to spell a word the meaning of 
which is not known. Insist upon correct spelling in all written work. 
Give much drill on familiar words which are often misspelled, but 
do not consider it necessary to teach the spelling of all the difficult 
and uncomrfion words which are found in the reading book. 
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Language — Oral and written exercises. Review, continue, 
and extend all work of previous grades. Teach different forms of 
sentences, the use of is, are ; was, were ; did, done ; saw, seen, etc. ; 
the correct use in sentences of some synonyms, as big, large ; like, 
love, etc. ; and a few homonyms, as fore, four ; write, right ; no, 
know, etc. ; the use of capitals with proper names, some abbrevia- 
tions and such punctuation as is needed in the written work done by 
the pupils. 

The work in history and literature may be extended somewhat, 
both in use and in subjects. A little written reproduction may be 
added to the oral, and stories for literary culture may include myths, 
fables and folk lore such as are given by Hawthorne in his “Wonder 
Book,” or Scudder in his collection of folk lore tales. In myths, 
choose those of natural objects as “Ulysses and the Bag of Winds,” 
etc. History may include more stories of noted men and events. 
The history of Lowell is worthy of much attention, especially the 
story of its founding. Note use of Indian names as Wamesit, 
Merrimack, Pawtucket, etc. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, Arabic and Roman 
notation, to one hundred. Drill as before on rapid, applied, and 
abstract work, and give considerable attention to adding numbers 
in columns, and to the multiplication table, the latter being, of 
course, developed before it is memorized. Review and extend all 
previous work, especially that in fractions and denominate numbers. 
To fractions previously studied add twelfths' 

Geography. — Teach as many land and water surfaces as can 
be brought within the range of observation (names, not definitions), 
and. by the aid of pictures, begin to develop some knowledge of 
objects beyond vision. Field lessons and sand modeling, if possible. 
Consult Frye’s “Primary Geography,” “Brooks and Brook Basins,” 
and “Child in Nature.” 
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Nature Study. — Observation lessons on familiar plants, ani- 
mals, and minerals continued, to include some knowledge of parts, 
habits, uses, qualities, etc., with comparisons noting resemblances 
and differences. In the study of minerals consult Crosby’s “Com- 
mon Minerals and Rocks” and Richards’ “First Lessons in Minerals.” 
Read in this year, “Wood’s Second Natural History Reader” and 
“Seaside and Wayside, No. 2.” Consult Ricks’ “Natural History 
Lessons.” 

Physiology. — The bones, teeth, skin and muscles. Teach few 
names, and only the most general features, giving special attention 
to the laws of health. Temperance teaching continued Through- 
out this year some exercises may well be written, and the interest 
may be increased by drawing some of the parts described. 

SECOND HALE. 

Reading. — Franklin Advanced Second Reader completed, and 
supplementary readers. Continue phonics and enunciation exercises, 
and teach syllables, accent, and the use of diacritical marks. 

“The best way to teach children to read, after they are once 
started, is to put into their hands a good story book.” — Swett. 

Writing. — Copy book No. 2, with pen, and paper with pen or 
pencil, as before. 

Spelling. — A s in the first half. 

Language. — Results to be accomplished : At the end of this 
year pupils should be able to reproduce the thoughts of others, 
whether read silently by themselves or told them by the teacher, 
and to express their own thoughts on any subject clearly within 
the limits of their own knowledge, with considerable facility and 
in correct and appropriate forms of speech. They should have • 
some knowledge of the simplest form of letter-writing, and should 
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know tlie usual marks of punctuation, the common abbreviations, 
ancl the proper use of capital letters. 

The work to be done is best indicated by the above statement. 
Consult Tarbell’s “Lessons in Language.” of which Part I will be 
the work for pupils in the first half of the fourth year. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to one hundred and forty-four. Arabic 
and Roman notation to one thousand. Review and extend the 
work of all previous grades. To be ready for promotion to a gram- 
mar school, children should be able to add columns of figures to 
a total of 100 rapidly and accurately ; to know the multiplication 
table to twelve times twelve ; to use all the common tables of 
denominate numbers in simple reductions ; to find fractional parts 
of all numbers less than 144 which are multiples of fractions to 
and including twelfths ; and to add, subtract, multiply, and divide 
small fractions, like and ^ . 

Geography. — Continue work of first half and review and ex- 
tend work of all previous grades. Teach by observation as far as 
possible, and then, by the use of pictures, as many bodies of land 
and water as is possible. Observe, draw, model, and describe. 

Nature Study.— Lessons as in the first half. 

Physiology. — Circulation, respiration and digestion. As be- 
fore, avoid teaching too much, and make the instruction as practical 
as possible, by relating each fact learned to some simple and easily 
followed law of health. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

FOURTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Franklin Third Reader and supplementary reading 
of the same grade. 

Spelling. — Words in common use, orally and in writing. By 
definition, or use in sentences, make sure that pupils understand the 
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meaning of all words given for a lesson. Make every writtten 
exercise a lesson in spelling. Select words for practice from all 
text books used, and for supplementary drill use Worcester’s New 
Pronouncing Speller: First half to page 29; Second half to page 47. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to 1000. Daily oral drill in numbers 
to 100, as in the primary schools. Written work, with numbers 
expressed by not more than three figures, in addition, subtraction, 
multiplication and division, no multiplier or divisor to be larger than 
9. Use terms, sum, product, multiplier, etc., but do not require 
definitions. Give problems in dollars and cents, using the dollar sign 
and decimal point. Continue the drill of the primary school in easy 
reductions of denominate numbers. Teach thoroughly the reduc- 
tion, addition, subtraction, multiplication and division of the 
fractions, -J, j 1 ^, illustrating all processes by objects, but 

using the written expressions from the first. Second half: continue 
and extend all work of the first half. Notation and numeration to 
1,000,000. Multiplication with multipliers large enough to be ex- 
pressed by two or three figures, and long division, no divisor larger 
than 25. Decimals to thousandths in addition and subtraction, and 
in multiplicands and dividends in multiplication and division. 

Language. — Work of the third year continued. Teach the 
sentence, kinds and parts, and give such written exercises as will 
review and extend knowledge of the proper use of capitals, 
punctuation marks, and abbreviations. Continue letter writing, 
both original and from dictation ; Second half, coni in ue work of 
first half, and for new work teach nouns, their kinds, plurals and 
posse'sives. 

Geography. — The earth as a whole, with land and water 
forms; the air, winds, dew, rain, snow, etc. Teach by observation 
as far as possible, relating that which is beyond vision to that 
which has been observed as far as can be done, and using pictures* 
to still further assist the imagination. Second half, the use of globes 
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and maps and a brief general study of the hemispheres and their 
grand divisions, North America, the United States as a whole, and 
the New England and Middle States more in detail. 

History. — Child’s Book of History as a reader. 

Nature Study. — Continued study of plant life, emphasizing 
the changes from flower to fruit and seed ; continued study of ani- 
mals for recognition, habits, and adaptation of parts ; Second half, 
more detailed study of the plant and its parts, with conditions of 
germination and growth, such as need of air, light, warmth, mois- 
ture and proper soil ; pebbles, sand and clay with reference to life 
history of rocks. 

Writing, Drawing and Music as directed by the supervisors of 
those branches in this and succeeding grades. Sewing under direc- 
tion of the special teacher in this and the next two grades. 

FIFTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Franklin Fourth Reader, and supplementary books. 

Spelling. — As in the fourth year, with words for supplemen- 
tary drill : First half to page 69 in the authorized text book ; Sec- 
ond half to nage 93. 

Arithmetic. — Continue all the work of the previous year. 
Whatever else is omitted see that oral drill and rapid written work 
with small numbers are given prominent 'places on the programme* 
In written work give many examples and problems with small num- 
bers, rather than a few with large numbers. Long division with 
divisors of not more than three figures. In addition to constant 
practice with fractions already learned, teach -J-, y^, and continue 
practice in the use of decimals and denominate numbers. In the 
use of the authorized text book omit all the examples involving long 
and tedious operations with large numbers ; Second half, continue 
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work of the first half. Teach the reduction, addition, subtraction, 
multiplication and division of fractions to and including twenty- 
fourths. Teach least common multiple when needed as a means 
of finding the least common denominator of fractions, and factoring 
and cancellation when needed for practical use. Extend work of 
previous years in denominate numbers to include all simple re- 
ductions. 1 

Language. — Dictation, reproduction, description, narration 
work and letter writing continued. For new work teach the use 
of adjectives, with their comparisons, and pronouns. Second half, 
continue work of first half with careful attention to the use of 
punctuation marks, capitals, etc., and complete the study of the use 
of the parts of speech not already learned as outlined in Tarhell’s 
Lessons from page 156 to the end of the book. 

Geography. — Complete the study of the groups of states 
which compose the United States, and of South America. Second 
half, teach of Europe, Asia, Africa and Oceania, making the work 
simple, general and elementary, as would be suggested by the 
authorized text books. 

History. — Scudder’s Short History as a reading book. 

Nature Study. — Study of trees, for recognition by differences 
in size, form, leaves, bark, etc. ; study of one insect, as grass-hopper, 
butterfly or moth, as type ; gather cocoons and note metamorphosis. 
Second half, study of plants and their growth continued, empha- 
sizing roots and stems ; of rock-forming minerals, as quartz, mica, 
feldspar, hornblende, etc. Note use as building stones. 

Physiology'. — Book No. 1 of the Union Series as a reader, 
with such comment and instruction in this and succeding grades as 
shall comply with the following law of this State : “Physiology and 
hygiene, which shall include special instruction as to the effects of 
alcoholic drinks, stimulants and narcotics on the human system shall 
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be taught as a regular branch of study to all pupils in schools sup- 
ported by public money.” 

SIXTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Franklin Intermediate and supplementary books. 

Spelling. — As before, correlate spelling with every subject 
taught. Make every written exercise a lesson in spelling, and for 
supplementary drill use the authorized text book ; First half, to 
page 111 ; Second half, to page 125. 

Arithmetic. — Continue oral drill and rapid written work with 
small numbers. Review and extend Avorkin fractions but do not at- 
tempt to master the too difficult problems of the text book. Teach 
decimals more fully than beforehand give many problems involving the 
use of United States money and the reduction of denominate numbers. 
Second half, continue all work of first half. Practice in compound 
numbers should include all common reductions, but should omit 
the addition, subtraction (with the exception of the subtraction of 
dates), multiplication and division of compound numbers as such, 
longitude and time, metric equivalents, etc. 

Language and Grammar. — First half, (a) Language: — A 
careful revieAV of the work of previous years, as suggested by the 
first 14 pages of the authorized text book. Suggest and, as far as 
possible, provide abundance of good selections of both poetry and 
prose for pupils’ reading in this and all higher grades. Draw 
liberally on the Public Library. See that at least one brief selection 
or memory gem is memorized each month. 

(5) Grammar. — (1) The analytic study of the sentence, 
subject and predicate, essential and complete ; (2) the classification 
of words according to their use in sentences , to include nouns and 
pronouns. (Southworth and Goddard, pp. 77—98.) 

Second half, (a) Language : — Review and extend the knowledge 
and practice of letter writing, including the heading, address, saluta- 
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tion, body, complimentary ending, signature and superscription, as 
suggested in the text book, pages 14 to 30. 

( b ) Grammar. — The classification of words continued to 
include all the parts of speech not already studied (pp. 98-126.) 

Geography. — Mathematical, physical and political. Geography 
of the earth as a whole, with a general study of the hemispheres, as 
outlined in the first 26 pages of Butler’s Complete Geography. 
Second half, North America, the United States as a whole, and the 
New England and Middle States in detail. 

History— Scudder’s Short History as a reading book. 

Nature Study. — Study of trees continued. In spring 
emphasize clusters of flowers, maple, elm, horse chestnut, etc., and 
in fall tree fruits and the dispersion of seeds. Study of birds, 
grouping according to habits ; e. g. aerial — perchers ; terrestrial — 
scratcbers ; aquatic — swimmers, and the adaptation of parts to 
these habits. 

Physiology. — Book No. 2 of the Union Series as a reading 
book, with comment and instruction as before. 

SEVENTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Franklin Intermediate and supplementary readers. 

Spelling. — Work of the sixth year continued. For supple- 
mentary drill use the text book: First half to page 135; Second 
half to page 145. 

ApvItiimetic. — Review constantly the work of all preceding 
years, but especially the work, in fractions and denominate numbers. 
For advance work take up percentage, with applications to profit 
and loss, insurance, brokerage, taxes, etc. Second half, to work of 
first half add interest, simple and compound, with applications to 
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promissory notes and discounts at banks. Note that “Days of 
Grace” are no longer required on commercial paper other than 
sight drafts. 

Language and Grammar. — First half, (a) Language : — To 
the letter writing, dictation and reproduction exercises of the pre- 
vious year add narrative writing, with careful attention to capitals, 
punctuation and paragraphing as before. No day should be 
allowed to pass without some form of composition exercises as in- 
dicated above. 

(b) Grammar. — Sentence building ; the base of a sentence, 
with modifiers ; sentence analysis (pp. 126-156.) 

Second half, ( a ) Language. — The work of the first half con- 
tinued and extended. It is of far more importance to any pupil 
that he should be able to write a properly ai’ranged and well- 
worded letter or express himself tersely and clearly in orderly nar- 
ration than that he should know much of technical grammar, and 
excellence in the latter should never be sought at the expense of 
the former. 

( b ) Grammar. — Structure of sentences continued, reviewing 
and extending work of past years. Begin the classification of the 
parts of speech according to kind , form and use ; nouns (pp. 
156-183.) 

Geography. — Atlantic, Gulf and Central States ; Second half, 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific States and Territories, British 
America, Mexico, the Central American Republic and other States, 
and West Indies. 

* 

History. — Discovery, exploration and conquest of America 
to date of first permanent English settlement ; Second half, the 
settlement of North America to the beginning of the French and 
Indian war. 

Nature Study. — Grains and grasses in the fall ; rose family in 
spring. For animal study specialize on some typical family, as e. g. 
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for marine animals, the oyster or clam, the lobster or crab. Com- 
pare with vertebrates (fish). For work in minerals, the study of 
some common metals and their ores, as iron, copper, etc. 

Physiology. — First half, food and digestion; Second half, the 
blood, blood vessels and circulation. General facts relating to laws 
of health are to be emphasized rather than minor details of struc- 
ture. Teach origin and effects of the use of alcohol as required by 
State law. 


EIGHTH YEAR. 

Reading. — New Fifth Reader and supplementary books. 

Spelling. — Relate spelling to all other subjects taught as in 
previous years and use the authorized text book for additional drill. 
First half to page 155: Second half to page 163. 

Arithmetic. — Review the work of all previous years, with 
further applications of the principles of percentage and interest to 
stocks and bonds, exchange, etc., and add partnership, ratio and pro- 
portion. Of subjects treated in the authorized text book omit 
equation of payments, problems in exchange involving interest bear- 
ing drafts, and the more complicated problems in partnership. 
Second half, involution, evolution, to include second and third 
roots, and mensuration of plane surfaces to and including circles. 
(This work is an advance on that of previous years, and need not be 
entered upon before September, 1898, if classes are not sufficiently 
advanced to go so fast.) 

Language and Grammar — First half, (a) Language — Let- 
ter writing, reproduction exercises and narrative writing continued, 
with careful attention to capitals, punctuation and paragraphing as 
before. Relate language to all subjects studied by giving the 
preference in the choice of topics to those which are suggested by the 
study of history, geography, etc. 
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(b) Grammar. — (1) Analysis and synthesis of sentences con- 
tinued ; (2.) Classification of words as to kinds, forms and uses 
continued, to include pronouns and adjectives, (pp. 183-219.) 

Second half, (a) Language : — To exercises previously suggested 
add descriptive writing with subjects chosen as in the first half. 
Choice extracts of prose and poetry should be studied for the senti- 
ment conveyed as well as for beauty of style and elegance of diction. 
Do not forget the direction given at the beginning of the course 
that at least one selection each month should be carefully memorized 
by every pupil. 

( b ) Grammar: — To a constant review of the work of all past 
years add the study of verbs as to kinds, forms, uses, etc. (pp. 
219-263. 

Geography. — South America and Europe. Second half, 
Asia, Africa, Oceania, with a general study of the principal com- 
mercial routes of the world, and of the chief exports of leading 
commercial ports. 

History. — The conquest of Canada, and the development of 
the English colonies in America into the United States to the time of 
the Treaty of Paris in 1783. Second half, the establishment, growth 
and history of the Union under the Constitution to the administra- 
tion of Andrew Jackson, 1829. 

Physiology- — The study of the human body as outlined in the 
authorized text book, Union Series, Book 3, to include the respira- 
tory system, the bones, joints and muscles. Second half, study of 
the subject as outlined in the text book completed. 

Nature Study. — Birds, from observation, for recognition, 
knowledge of the time of arrival and departure of those which are 
migatory, habits, food, nesting, etc. Pupils ought at the end of the 
year to know from personal observation a dozen kinds. (One 
observer has seen and studied 120 kinds in Lowell and vicinity, of 
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which lists will be furnished on application.) In mineral study, the 
coal series. A study of combustion as illustrated in the candle flame 
and to be associated with the study of the coal series, optional 
though recommended. 


NINTH YEAR. 

Heading. — New Fifth Reader, Masterpieces of American 
Literature, and other supplementary books. Read and study as 
literature Irving’s Rip Van iWinkle and Longfellow’s Evangeline 
in the first half year, and Whittier’s Snow Bound, Hawthorne’s 
Great Stone Face and Lowell’s Vision of Sir Launfal in the second. 

Spelling. — As in previous years, with supplementary drill on 
words found in the last part of Worcester’s Speller in the first half, 
and on the whole book in the last half. 

Arithmetic. — Ratio, proportion, involution, evolution, to in- 
clude second and third roots, mensuration of plane figures and com- 
parison of similar surfaces. Second half, general review of the 
whole subject. 

Algebra. — The expression of quantities by algebraic symbols ; 
the equation, including transposition of terms, solution, verification, 
etc. ; many problems to be solved by the use of simple equations, 
and the addition, subtraction, multiplication and division of integral 
algebraic expressions, with theory of negative quantities, the use of 
parenthesis, factoring, etc. 

Language and Grammar. — First half, (a) Language : — Con- 
tinue every form of exercise hitherto suggested, with special atten- 
tion to paragraphing and to discrimination in the choice of words, 
synonyms, variety of expression, etc. In letter writing add to 
familiar and business letters formal notes of invitation and answers 
to the same. 
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(8) Grammar : — No division of work into first half and see 
end half is attempted. In the whole year rev.ew and exten 
work of previous years. 

Geography.— Give special attention to local geography and 
that of the State, and review briefly the mathemat.cal, phys.cal and 
pohtic!. geography of the earth as a whole, and of the United States 
and other political divisions of North America. Omit geographtcal 
study in the last half of the year. 

HisTORY.-First half, complete the history of the United States 
to date. Second half, review the whole subject. 

Book-Keeping. — Devote to book-keeping half the time allotted 
to penmanship, under the direction of the special teacher. 

Nature SxUDY.-Trees from observation. Pupils ought to 
be able at the end of the year to locate and describe fifty var.eties 
which they have seen in the city. C.ollect.ons of woods are recom- 

mended.

An outline of the courses of study is shown to each pupil who 
seeks admission to the high school in September, together with the 
following notes and explanations. These are reprinted here that 
parents and prospective pupils may have time to study them in 
advance : — 

“The followin'’ 1 outline of courses of studies, is to assist those pupils 
who may be in doubt in regard to a proper choice of subjects. Pupils are 
earnestly advised to consult their parents before making then* decision, as no 
change can be made during t he term. They will have the advice of teachers 

also, to guide them. 


COURSES OF STUDY. 
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The school year is divided into two half-years. Pupils are required to 
take three studies each half-year unless excused on account of illness. 
In all courses the pupil must take English, either as a full course or half- 
course, through the entire school attendance. In addition to this work 
pupils are required to take general exercises, as Elocution, Calisthenics, 
Military Drill, and Music. Each pupil must complete six first year, six 
second year and six third year studies, making a total of eighteen for a 
three-years* diploma. For a four-years 5 diploma, he must complete six 
fourth year studies additional, making a total of twenty-four. 

Pupils who have completed sixteen, ten, or four studies will be classed 
respectively as fourth year, third year or second year students. Those who 
have completed a less number for each year Avill be classed respectively as 
third year, second year or first, year students. 

The English Course covers a period of three years; a fourth year may 
be added. It is intended for those pupils who desire a special preparation 
for business. First year : Algebra, History, English, Physical Geography, 
and Bookkeeping. Second year: French, English, (Geometry and Physics. 
Third year : French, English, Chemistry, Arithmetic or Astronomy, Physi- 
ology or Constitutional History. In this course Manual Training is elective. 
Fourth year : French, German, English, Latin, Geology, Astronomy, Solid 
Geometry. 

The Manual Training Course includes the academic studies required 
in fitting for such schools as the Lawrence Scientific School and the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 

The Classical Course covers a period of four years, and includes the 
general studies of a High School. It furnishes preparation for admission to 
the Normal School; and with the Mathematics of the College Course, 
furnishes preparation for the Institute of Technology, the Lawrence 
Scientific School, and other institutions of similar character. First year : 
Latin, English, Algebra and Physical Geography. Second year: Latin, 
English, Geometry and Physics. Third year : Latin, French, Chemistry or 
Arithmetic, English, Physiology or Constitutional History. Fourth year: 
Latin, French or German, English, Botany, Geology or Astronomy. 

The College Course furnishes preparation for admission to any 
American College, and may be completed in four or five years, at the option 
of parents or guardians. First year: Latin, Algebra, Greek or Koman 
History, English. Second year : Latin, Greek, English, Geometry. Third 
year : Latin, Greek, Physics and Mathematics. Fourth year : Latin, Greek, 
French, English.” 


NORMAL SCHOOL COURSE. 

The following are the requirements for admission to a normal 
school as printed in a circular issued by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. By the omission of astronomy and geology the classical course 
becomes the one which meets the conditions imposed : 

“Candidates for admission to any one of the normal schools must 
have attained the age of seventeen years complete, if young men, 
and sixteen years, if young women ; and must be free from any

disease or -infirmity which would unfit them for the office of teacher. 
They must present certificates of good moral standing, give evidence 
of good intellectual capacity {records of their scholarship standing 
in the high schools are desired) and be graduates of high schools 
whose courses of study have been approved by the Board of Edu- 
cation ; or they must have received, to the satisfaction of the 
principal and the Board of Visitors of the school, the equivalent of 
a good high school education. The examinations for admission shall 
cover such elementary and high school subjects as may be determined 
by the Board. 

For 1896 and thereafter, until further notice, the examinations 
will embrace papers on the following groups, a single paper with a 
maximum time allowance of two hours to cover each of groups 1, 
2 and 4, and a single paper with a maximum time allowance of one 
hour to cover each of groups 8 and 5 {five papers with a maximum 
time allowance of eight hours) : — 

1. Languages. — {a) English, with its grammar and literature, 
and {b) one of the three languages, — Latin, French and German. 
The candidate is earnestly advised to study Latin and either French 
or German. 

2. Mathematics. — (a) Arithmetic, {b) the elements of algebra, 
and (c) the elements of plane geometry. 

8. History and Geography . — The history and civil govern- 
ment of Massachusetts and the United States, with related geo- 
graphy and so much of English history as is directly contributory to 
a knowledge of United States history. 

4. Sciences. — {a) Physical geography, {b) physiology and 
hygiene, (c) physics, {d) botany, and (e) chemistry. 

5. Drawing and Music. — {a) Elementary, mechanical and 
free-hand drawing, with any one of the topics, — form, color and 
arrangement, and {b) musical notation.”

These trial balances were sufficiently close to assure me of the 
correctness of the receipts. 

I verified the Treasurer’s statement relating to Special Trust 
Funds for care of lots in Public Burying Grounds. 

At the request of the Commissioners of Sinking Funds I made 
a careful examination of the books and securities of the several 
funds, and found them correct, and I have so certified to Mr. Aus- 
tin K. Chadwick, the Chairman of the Commission. At their 
request I gave to each Commissioner, and to the Mayor, a detailed 
list of the securities belonging to each fund, and I submit a copy 
herewith.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the 

City of Lowell. 

The twenty-fifth annual report of the Water Board is 
herewith presented, being for the year ending December 
31st, 1897. 

There was but one change in the membership of the 
Board, Mr. Michael J. Dowd succeeding Mr. Putnam, 
whose term expired in March. The Superintendent and 
Clerk were re-elected. 

On January 1st, 1897, the lease expired of a lot of land 
used as a pipe yard, belonging to the Proprietors of the 
Locks and Canals, situated between the Railroad and the 
Canal off School Street, for which the City pays $290.00 
per year rental. The Board decided it inexpedient to renew 
the lease for a term of years but occupjr the premises as 
“tenants at will”, as it is proposed to establish a pipe yard* - 
at Pumping Station No. 2 on land owned by the City, and 
have a spur track from the railroad which will permit of 
delivering coal and pipe on Water Works premises. We are 
now waiting for the railroad people to move in the matter. 
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The amended City Charter abolished the Reserved 
Fund from which the water for street fountains was paid, and 
no provision was made for charging this service to any other 
appropriation. The Committee on Appropriations was asked 
to provide the sum to pay for this service, and the Clerk of 
the Board appeared before the Committee to urge the claim 
but no attention was paid to the request. Section 21, Chap- 
ter 45, provides that “For water used by the City an account 
shall be made and the amount thereof shall be charged to 
the proper appropriation and credited to the Water Works”, 
therefore it is proper and right that an appropriation from 
the general fund should be made to the Water Department 
for this purpose. 

Owing to the rapid increase of building in the vicinity of 
the conduit near Moody Street in Pawtucketville, it became 
necessary for the Water Board in order to preserve the 
purity of the water supply to purchase the land on the line of 
the conduit, from the man hole where occurred the break in 
the tunnel near Gardner Avenue to Riverside Street, as fol- 
fows :

feet which will cost about $5,000.00 but the deeds have not 
yet passed into the hands of the City. This action gives the 
City control of the land over the conduit tunnel, which, with 
the building of the sewer now in course of construction for 
this territory, will protect the water supply from danger in 
that locality. 

But now danger threatens from another source namely, 
the territory between Starbird Street and Mammoth Road 
through which the brick conduit passes, over which a street 
is laid out but not accepted. The City now owns a portion 
of the land. Houses are now being built on Waterford 
Street within a short distance of the conduit and water sup- 
ply is asked for. It is imperative that this new street should 
be accepted and a sewer provided for this section. 

In anticipation of the completion of the contract for the 
Boulevard Well Plant by Smith Brothers the Water Board 
on March 19th voted to ask the City Council to authorize a 
loan of $50,000.00 for the Driven Wells and a resolution was 
introduced to that effect with the statement that “Any surplus 
remaining of this loan to be used to improve and increase the 
efficiency of the Well Plants and put them on a more perma- 
nent and economical basis under the advice and co-operation 
of the City Engineer”. After the City Engineer certified 
that Smith Brothers had performed the terms of the contract 
satisfactorily and had a plant capable of producing four and 
one-half million gallons of water each and every day, Smith 
Brothers consented to accept pay on a basis of four million 
gallons if settlement was made by June 1st, 1897, making 
the sum necessary for settlement $41,032.14. But owing to ■ 
unfavorable action by the Committee on Financial Expendi- 
tures the loan wa§ held up and finally killed in the Common 
Council August 4th. Councilman Taylor later introduced 
an order for a joint committee to meet with Smith Brothers 
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and arrange a settlement, which was finally concluded on 
the basis of four and one-half million gallons as follows : 

Full payment for 2 £ million gallons at $13,461.70 . . $33,654.25 

Fourth payment of 25% on price two million gallons 6,730.85 
Pumping Plant at 75% of cost .... 7,377.89

Thereupon a loan of $41,000.00 was authorized which 
with the balance of $4,000.00 on Driven Wells Account was 
sufficient to settle the claim. The City took possession of 
the plant Saturday night, November 6th, and soon afterward 
shut it down for the purpose of making repairs, it having 
been run continuously for a year and a half was in need of 
a thorough overhauling. 

In the early summer at the beginning of hot weather 
complaints began to come in of the bad smell and taste of 
the water supplied from the reservoirs and more particularly 
that from the High Service. This evil was remedied by 
pumping directly into the mains, but this is a particularly 
delicate thing to do successfully as the consumption is bound 
to fluctuate more or less, depending largely on the weather. 
But this showing confirms the experience of other places 
using ground water, that where exposed to the light and air 
the water becomes tainted by the growth of algae, which al- 
though not unwholesome may become decidedly obnoxious. 
Another confirmation is the fact that the section of the city 
served from the wells on the south side of the city have no 
complaint from this cause, the water going directly into the 
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pipes from the wells without being exposed to the light and 
air. Owing to these conditions it is necessary that the water 
in the reservoirs must be protected either by a covered res- 
ervoir or a covered stand pipe. After investigation by the 
Board it was voted that the City Engineer should prepare 
plans for a steel stand pipe 40 ft. in diameter and 60 ft. high 
to be covered for the High Service system, to be placed at 
the northeast corner of the present High Service reservoir 
and be auxiliary thereto and would be of two-fold benefit in- 
asmuch as it would give increased pressure for that system 
and also prevent the growth of algae. 

The City Engineer’s estimate of such a stand pipe is 
$13,300.00 and it was calculated to pay for this out of the 
earnings of the department if the $50,000.00 loan for wells 
was passed. But the loan having failed there were no funds 
available for this purpose ; thereupon the Board sent a com- 
munication to the City Council asking for a loan of $26,- 
000.00 for the following named purposes : 

$15,000.00 for Stand Pipe. 

$6,000.00 for pipe through Gallery. 

$5,000.00 for land over Conduit. 

$26,000.00 

The purpose of a pipe through the Filter Gallery is to 
keep the water in the filter gallery from mixing with the 
water from the wells, it being of a very inferior quality. 

These being all permanent improvements of the system, 
it is proper that the expense of paying for them should be 
distributed over a term of years. But no action was taken 
by the City Council on the request except to refer it to .the 
Committee'of Financial Expenditures, who had one meeting 
with the Water Board qn the subject. 

On invitation of the Board of Health, a meeting was ar- 
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ranged with them to meet the Agents of the various corpor- 
ations in relation to the matter of introducing city water into 
the mills and this Board offered to co-operate with any action 
that might be taken to improve the facilities for delivering 
city water to the operatives in the mills. 

The interest in the meter question has continued and 
over 600 meters have been set at the request of water takers 
and the daily consumption of water was almost the same 
amount as in 1894 and is nearly half a million gallons per 
day less than in 1896 ; at the same rate of increase as occurs 
ed between 1894 an d 1895 the city would have had to pump 
over one million gallons per day more than was done in 
1897. But the effect of meters is also evident in the income 
of the department, for the charges for water decreased 
$7,983.46 from the previous year. For the first time in the 
history of the Water Works the charge for metered water 
exceeded the charges for water by rates by $9,577.16.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Lowell, Mass., Jan. i, 1898 . 
To the Lowell Water Board: 


Gentlemen : I have the honor of presenting you here- 
with the Annual report of the Superintendent of Water 
Works for the year ending December 31 st, 1897 , and in 
doing so it is gratifying to be able to state that no part of 
the city’s water supply during the year was taken from the 
Merrimack River. Furthermore that at the present rate of 
consumption our system of wells can be depended upon to 
supply a sufficient quantity of water for several years to 
come. In this connection it can also be truly said that despite 
predictions to the contrary, there is no evidence of any dim- 
inution in the yield of wells. In fact, at no time during the 
year past did it become necessary to force them to anything 
approaching their maximum capacity. 

The following figures give the total number of gallons 
of water consumed during the year and the various sources 
of supply ;

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These figures show a decrease of 131,350,444 gallons 
as compared with the total consumption of 1896. 

That part of the City’s supply derived from the Filter 
Gallery is objectionable and could be dispensed with, but 
under existing conditions its use is unavoidable until the 24- 
inch pipe ordered by your Honorable Board and now on the 
ground, is laid from the present terminus of Boulevard pipe 
to the Inlet Chamber. Thus, instead of discharging the 
well water into the Filter Gallery, conducting it to a point 
beyond the gallery making it practicable to shut the water 
off from that source entirely. 

Notwithstanding the mixture of this undesirable water, 
it did not materially affect the character of the supply as a 
whole, nor does it alter the fact, that the quality of the water 
supplied the past year, is a vast improvement over the Merri- 
mack River water, the truth of which is not only attested by 
the favorable opinion of the public generally, but is also 
borne out by the returns at the Board of Health Office, show- 
ing the lowest typhoid fever death rate for years. Early 
last summer complaint was made by people supplied from 
the High Service reservoir on account of a strong odor and 
taste to , the water. This was simply a repetition of the 
trouble experienced the year before occasioned by the 
growth of algae in the open reservoirs. The recommenda- 
tion of Your Honorable Board for a covered stand pipe, will, 
when adopted, prevent a recurrence of this trouble as far as 
the High Service is concerned and after that is accomplished, 
' some such plan should be followed for the Low Service. It 
is well understood that the only permanent remedy is the ex- 
clusion of light from the water in storage. When the trouble 
arose last summer, it was treated in the same manner as the 
previous year by delivering the water into the distribution 
pipes before entering the reservoirs. This arrangement, 
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though effective, from the conditions governing the case, 
cannot be considered more than temporary. It does not 
prevent the growth of algae in the reservoir, it simply sup- 
plies the water direct from the pumps for consumption. It 
is also very expensive, requiring as it does, continuous run- 
ning of the pumps during the algae season from April to 
October, thereby increasing the cost of pumping. Already 
the maintenance expense of the department is too high ; due 
in a large measure to the extra cost of pumping well water 
at four separate Pumping Stations amounting to $16.48 per 
million gallons the past year, against $6.21 per million gal- 
lons, the cost of pumping Merrimack River water with one 
station in 1892. 

Nevertheless, the people have a right to expect the best 
possible water and nothing has been left undone or expense 
spared by the Department to deliver the water in its original 
purity to the consumer. Hence the continuous running of 
the pumps when the interests of the .water takers demanded 
it ; in the summer on account of algae and in winter to 
avoid roiling the water in the street mains which follows the 
stopping and starting of No. 2 and 3 Pumping Stations. 
As some steps have been taken looking to relief from algae, 
probably this time would be the opportune one for bestowing 
some thought on the best plan of obviating the trouble with 
roily water in handling the last two mentioned stations. At 
present the water is pumped directly into the distributing 
system. Last year the laying of a large main pipe connec- 
ting with the reservoir was suggested as an improvement but 
no further action was taken. It might be worth while this 
year to consider the advisability of a covered stand pipe ‘or 
large tank located at some high point on the Highlands and 
connected directly with the pumps of No. 2 and No. 3 
Stations. If large enough, it would allow for the shutting 
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down of the pumps a part of each day. It might be feasible 
to have it supply a certain district independent of the reser- 
voir. In that case by increasing its height, higher pressure 
for fire protection could be obtained where it is now much 
needed. 

Particular attention has been given during the year to- 
wards preserving the Filter Gallery, Conduit, Pump Wells, 
Force Mains, Reservoirs and Street Mains of the Water 
Works clean and free from contamination. Appreciating 
the importance of thus guarding the water from possible pol- 
lution, the Water Board of 1896, fearing that the rapid growth 
in population of that part of Pawtucketville near the extension 
of Moody-Street might endanger the safety of the Conduit and 
the purity of the water flowing through it, by percolation 
from dry wells on Gardner Ave., Gershom Ave. and Moody 
Street and also by impregnated surface water, strongly 
urged upon the City Council in their annual report the need 
of a system of sewerage for that locality. The City Council 
having acted favorably in the matter, the work was done 
during the past year. That it affords valuable protection to 
that part of the Conduit goes without saying. However, 
there is still another long stretch of this same Conduit run- 
ning from the River Inlet House on Starbird Street to Mam- 
moth Road opposite Third Avenue unprotected. The land 
in this vicinity is now being built upon and in a short time 
this portion of the Conduit will be subject to contamination 
unless proper drainage is provided at an early date. 

Purchasing the land along the line of the Conduit from 
Gershom Avenue to Riverside Street by Your Honorable 
Board was a far-sighted move and cannot fail to prove of 
value to the City'. Had it not been for your timely action 
the two tenement houses then in process of erection directly 
over the Conduit would now be completed and occupied, 
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followed, no doubt, by the construction of other buildings, 
which aside from the obstruction they would offer to the 
proper maintenance of the Conduit, the fact of a number of 
people dwelling within such close proximity would of itself 
be a certain source of pollution and ultimately ruin it for 
Water Works purposes. 

The land over where the break occurred in the tunnel at 
shaft No. i has since its purchase been filled and graded to 
the level of Moody street. Twenty-five hundred loads of 
sand were used for this purpose, all of which were given 
the Department through the generosity of Miss Elizabeth B. 
Bodwell. At some future time when the filling is thoroughly 
settled this lot of land should be fenced and sodded. 

A manhole was left in the Sarah Avenue sewer for the 
purpose of connecting with the old drain over the Conduit 
between Sarah Avenue and Moody Street. This drain, 
which now pitches the wrong way should be rebuilt to a 
proper grade and entered into the sewer as soon as possible. 

PUMPING STATIONS. 

The acquirement from B. F. Smith & Brother of the 
Boulevard Well Plant on the 6th of last November gives the 
Department .four Pumping Stations with pumping machinery 
of thirty-eight millions capacity. All of the station build- 
ings are. in good condition with the exception of No. 3, and 
that considering its flimsy and unsubstantial constitution is in 
very fair condition. 

The Pumps outside of those at Station No. 1 are of an 
inferior grade and very expensive to operate but will answer 
the purpose under present conditions. The boilers have -all 
been examined recently by the insurance inspector and pro- 
nounced by him to be in first class order. Changes and re- 
pairs have been made at the different stations as follows : 
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STATION No. I. 

New springs were set on the accumulator of the High 
Duty Worthington pump and new leather packings were 
riveted on the foot valves of the same pump. Two new 
glands were placed on the High Service pumps, both of the 
old ones being broken. New mouth pieces were set on No. 
i boiler and the fire box repaired. When No. i and No. 2 
boilers were set up, a wrought iron heater was built in the 
flue between the two boilers ; this has caused more or less an- 
noyance from time to time, so finally it was decided to re- 
move it during the past year, and the water feed pipes con- 
nected to it were replaced by brass pipe running along the 
front of the boilers with risers leading to the top and thence 
to the inlet, making the piping uniform on all the boilers. 
Nearly all the pumping at this Station was done by the High 
Duty Worthington.

STATION No. 2. 

The repairs at this Station consisted of an entire new 
set of valves and springs for the suction end of both pumps 
and a new set of grates for the boilers. 

Cost of pumping per million gallons, at this Station - 
$16.14. 
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STATION No. 3. 

During a large portion of the year this Station could be 
stopped and closed but for the fact that the old walls and 
floor constructed by the Hydraulic Construction Company 
leaked to such an extent that it was necessary to keep a man 
on duty all the time to pump the water from the pit, other- 
wise the water would rise so as to submerge the pumps. In 
order to make a saving in this direction pursuant to a vote 
of Your Honorable Board, the Department undertook to 
remedy the defect. With that end in view the old engine 
pit, 18 x 22 feet inside measurement, being considered too 
small, was enlarged to the dimensions of 31 x 34 feet, af- 
fording ample room for future development. The founda- 
tions or footings for the new walls consist of a bed of cement 
concrete 1 foot thick and 4 feet wide, mixed one part cement, 
two parts sand and five parts stone. The mason work is 11 
feet high and 20 inches thick consisting of two 8-inch walls 
of best quality of hard burnt brick tested for absorption, laid 
in Portland cement mortar mixed one part cement to one 
part of clean, sharp sand. All joints were filled, and the 
exterior faces of the walls were plastered smooth with “neat” 
Portland cement. Between the two 8-inch walls, a space 
4" wide was filled with grout mixed with equal parts of ce- 
ment and sand. Across the centre under the floor was laid 
a cement truss composed of old bri.cks, stones and broken 
concrete, etc., three feet thick in the middle and tapering up 
to the footings under the wall. The floor, consisting of one 
part cement, two parts sand and five parts stone was laid one 
foot thick and top dressed to a smooth surface. ‘ - 

Each wall is strengthened by two pieces of best quality 
“tee” iron bolted vertically to the walls and attached to 
“deadmen” sunk in the ground outside and brought to pro- 
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per bearings by means of turn buckles. In one corner of 
the pit a piece of 30-inch pipe 6 feet long with an iron bot- 
tom is set for use as a drainage well. In enlarging the 
pump pit the walls under the north and west sides were re- 
moved and replaced by substantial wooden posts. A suit- 
able gravel roof containing two skylights was placed over 
the portion of the new pit projecting beyond the old building 

The pumps at this station are in keeping with the build- 
ing and if used much will require replacing before many 
vears.

New mouth pieces were set in both boilers and the fire 
boxes repaired during the year. 

Cost of pumping per millions gallons at this Station, 

5 - 54 - 

STATION No. 4. 

Since assuming control of the Boulevard Well Plant, 
the Pumping Station now known as No. 4 has undergone a 
thorough overhauling. No. 1 boiler which had settled two 
inches was raised into position and the boiler front and brick 
setting which were found out of plumb were taken down and 
rebuilt. Due no doubt to the settling of the boiler, the main 
steam pipe leaked badly and had to be taken apart : this was 
done and in reconnecting the line of the pipe was altered so 
as to give it better support and to render it less likely to act 
as a siphon from the boilers. The valves of the feed water 
pipes which originally were set on top of the boiler opposite 
* the safety valves were removed to a position more accessible. 
In doing this latter work the feed pipes were found to be 
worthless from corrosion and were replaced by lead lined 
iron pipes. The fire boxes of both boilers were in bad con- 
dition ; they were rebuilt and fitted with new cheek and arch 
pieces. After making other minor repairs, a judicious appli- 
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cation of paint and whitewash gave everything a first rate 
appearance. 

A set of platform scales should be placed at this station 
for weighing coal and additional storage for coal ought to be 
provided. 

Figuring the cost of pumping at this station on the basis 
of $10.00 per million gallons paid B. F. Smith & Brother 
and the expense of pumping 71 million gallons by the De- 
partment while the boiler, etc., were undergoing repairs, 
including wages of men employed on repairs, makes $10.21 
per million gallons. This cost will be materially reduced 
during the coming year. 

DISTRIBUTING MAINS. 

There were laid during the year 24,330 feet or 4.608 
miles of cast iron distributing pipe which is 4,910 feet in ex- 
cess of the previous year, and deducting 1,823 feet laid in 
place of smaller cast iron mains, leaves 122.33 miles of pipe 
now in use. The longest piece of pipe laying was the 12 
and 10-inch line on Wilder and Princeton Streets of 5,150 
feet. Next to that was the Moody Street pipe westerly from 
Colonial Avenue amounting to 1,288 feet of 12 and 10-inch 
pipe. In connection with the extension of mains 73 new 
gates were set. Also included in the extensions are eight 
new fire services as follows :

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HYDRANTS. 

Thirty-four new hydrants were set during the year, 
making a total of 1109 hydrants now in use. Fifteen old 
hydrant boxes have been replaced by new, and fifty-three 
hydrants came in for repairs, of which seven had to be re- 
moved and replaced with other hydrants. 

EXTENSION OF SMALL PIPE. 

In courts and streets where it was deemed inadvisable 
to lay cast iron mains, lead lined iron pipe was laid to the 
amount of 1,795 feet. Lead lined iron pipe was selected for 
the above work, on account of its superior durability.

SERVICES. 

According to the appended tables the service work for 
new and old services is fully as large as usual. A new de- 
parture has been made in this branch by the Water Works 
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during the year, namely, the manufacture of composition 
service cocks by the department. A Fox lathe was procured 
for this work in 1896, but having a large number of cocks in 
stock, nothing was done until this year when a competent 
brass worker was employed, tools and patterns made and 
the work begun. As to the wisdom and economy of this 
step, anybody who looks into the matter will agree. A 
careful estimate show that cocks are made for less money 
than they cost when purchased, and are much better in ma- 
terial and workmanship. The need of having a mechanic 
capable of doing this kind of work can be understood when 
the amount of work is taken into consideration. Over 2,000 
cocks with connections are used every year, besides the 
countless number of repairs being made every year on hy- 
drants, gates, fountains and pumps.

PIPE YARD. 

About an acre of land owned by the Department and 
situated close to the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. 
Co. has been selected for a new pipe yard. This land is not 
available for anything else, and on account of the tracks will 
afford excellent facilities for handling heavy cast iron pipe. 

The yard now in use is much too small, besides costing 
the Department three hundred dollars a year. 

A road was built to the new yard last fall, the brook is 
spanned by a stout bridge constructed with a view of carrying 
coal in cars across it for use at Pumping Station No. 2, which 
is near by, provided it would be deemed best to lay a spur 
track that far. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

When the complaints from people on the High Service 
were loudest, it was thought best to make sure and not let 
any water from the High Service Reservoir into the mains 
by shutting it off completely ; this was done by placing a re- 
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lief valve on High Service force main in Pumping Station 
No. i and closing the 12-inch gate of the reservoir pipe at 
the reservoir. However, water could not get in or out and 
to provide for an emergency such as a pump breaking, etc., 
a by pass was put aronnd this 12-inch gate with a cheek 
valve opening from the reservoir. In that case a drop in the 
pressure would allow the check to open and the needed water 
drawn. This plan worked perfectly ; not a word of com- 
plaint was heard after that, and the pump being run against 
eight pounds more pressure, the service was improved so 
that the highest building on the High Service got water in 
the upper stories. 

The outside fence at the Beacon Street reservoir was 
given two coats of red paint during the summer. 

CONCLUSION. 

In concluding I take the opportunity of returning thanks 
to the President and members of the Water Board and to 
J. W. Crawford, Clerk of the Board, for kind and hearty 
co-operation.

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to submit the Twenty- 
fifth annual report for the year ending December 31st, 
1897, as follows: 

PUMPAGE. 

The pumpage for the year is 132,891,435 gallons less 
than that of last year ; a decrease doubtless due to the 
mild weather of the winter of 1896-7, the unusually large 
rainfall during the past summer and the increase in the 
use of meters by water takers. 

The greatest quantity pumped in one day was 9,753,342 
gallons, on February 14th. 

The greatest quantity pumped in one week was 
62,432,263 gallons, an average of 8,918,895 gallons per' 
day, which was pumped during the week of February 
8th-i4th. 

The pumpage into the high service reservoir shows an 
increase of 8,205,288 gallons over last year. 
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The cost of pumping water into the low service reser- 
voir was sixteen dollars and forty-eight cents ($16.48) per 

million gallons, which, added to the cost of pumping from 
the low service reservoir into the high service reservoir, 
makes the total cost of high service pumpage twenty-six 
dollars and eighty-six cents ($26.86) per million gallons. 

The following table shows source of supply, quantity 
pumped, and cost per million gallons, at the several pump- 
ing stations during the year 1897.

NEW SUPPLY. 

The water furnished for the past year by the City of 
Lowell for all purposes has been driven well water, except a 
small amount supplied by the filter gallery. The full amount 
used by the city was 6,594,364 gallons per day, 450,000 
gallons of which were supplied by the filter gallery. The 
available area of the filter gallery for filter purposes is 9,150 
square feet, yielding at the rate of 2,164,000 gallons per acre 
per day. This water is not so good as well water as it con- 
tains more iron, but it is softer and perfectly safe to use. 
The filter gallery has a storage capacity for 500,000 gallons 
which can be used so that either the Boulevard plant or the 
West Sixth Street pumping station can be run for a short 
time independently of the other. 

In my report last year I advised the lowering of the 
^suction pipe at the first driven well station. This work was 
begun but was discontinued on account of the amount of 
water in the valley owing to the wet season ; when prac- 
ticable, however, it should be finished. The water from the 
second driven well station has been very satisfactory both in 
quantity and quality. 

The third tube well plant or Boulevard plant, built by 
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B. F. Smith and Brother of Boston, has been accepted by 
the city during the past year. My certificate was sent to the 
Water Board April 30th, stating that the contract between 
the City of Lowell and B. F. Smith and Brother was com- 
pleted and that the contractors were entitled to the full pay- 
ment for 3,000,000 gallons, also, by a supplementary contract 
for 1,500,000 gallons extra, making 4,500,000 gallons in all. 
This plant has never been pumped to its limit, the amount of 
water the contractors were allowed to pump each day being 
fixed by the Superintendent of Water Works. 

Before closing this report I wish to refer to the faithful 
and thorough manner in which B. F. Smith and Brother 
have constructed this plant. It was very difficult to locate 
requiring the driving and pulling up of one hundred forty- 
three wells before a suitable location could be obtained. The 
outlook for water was for a time very doubtful, but they were 
always ready to try any experiments suggested and after a 
long struggle succeeded far beyond our expectations. This 
plant, for a temporary one, is in excellent condition and is 
placed in a public park or common. There should be a 
certain amount of money expended by the Water Works 
Department each year for the improvement of this park. 
The land is too low to be planted ; it is overflowed in times 
of high water and any trees and shrubbery there would be 
hurt by the floating ice. It would, however, make a good 
place for athletic grounds, and when a permanent building is 
constructed it should be large enough for a good park shelter 
with dressing and toilet rooms for people engaged in these 
sports. I believe that when such a building is erected this 
plant can be run by electricity generated at the West Sixth 
Street pumping station as economically as by a separate 
steam plant. This would make a very fine feature and 
would be a great benefit to the Boulevard Park. 
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A sample of water from each well plant every month 
that the plants have been in operation, also one from the 
Merrimack river, has been analyzed by the State Board of 
Health. A copy of the analysis, which will be found 
annexed to this report, has been sent me as soon as possible, 
so that the quality of the water has been very carefully 
watched. 

The City of Lowell has now an abundance of water of 
excellent quality, and the problem is how to keep it so. In 
the summer months algae will grow in all ground water 
which is exposed to the light in an open reservoir. The only 
way to remedy this is to exclude the light from the water 
either by using a covered reservoir or stand-pipe, or by 
continuous pumping into the system, thereby omitting the use 
of the reservoir. I would recommend that a new covered 
reservoir with a capacity of about one day’s supply be built 
at an elevation between that of the present low service reser- 
voir and that of the Proprietors of the Locks and Canals, so 
as not to change the present fire service connections between 
the city and corporations ; also that a covered stand-pipe 
having a capacity of about 500,000 gallons be built for the 
high service. This would give a better water pressure all 
over the city, a result very much desired 'by the corporations 
and by the people living in the high districts of the city. 
When these improvements are completed the Lowell Water 
Works system will be second to none.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 

OF THE 

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


To the Chairman and the Members of the Board of 

Overseers of the Poor of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen: — In accordance with the rules of your 
body I have the honor to present the following, as my 
annual report for the fiscal year ending December 20, 
1897. It is entirely unnecessary for me, at this time 
to remind you of the fact, that the past year has been 
one of continued business depression and that the cost 
to the Pauper Department has been unprecedented. 
At the present writing there is no sign of a more pros- 
perous future nor is the end yet in sight With the 
reduction of ten per cent, in the wages of our mill 
operatives to go into effect at the out-set of the 
incoming year, the prospects for a cessation of busi- 
ness in the Pauper Department are very remote. * . 

One year ago this time hope was confidently 
entertained by, all classes of people that the hard times 
which have been with us for the past three years had 
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had their run and that long ere the incoming of 
spring this country would have passed through the 
depression and that a reign of prosperity would have 
begun. This hope buoyed up a great number of 
people and kept them from the pauper department* 
They had managed to go through three years of hard 
times without pauperizing themselves, and, with the 
finish in sight, they strove to get along a little while 
longer. 

What was the result ? The long looked for pros- 
perity never came and business never boomed even 
for a short time. There was nothing left for these 
people but to come on the pauper department, and 
come they did. There never' has been a year in the 
history of this — and I dare say of any other city — 
in which there has been so many and so continual 
calls for assistance. In the summer months, when 
ordinarily, there are but few demands, there was no 
let-up and there never was a time when we did not 
have a waiting list. At present we are fairly besieged 
with applications for all sorts of assistance. There 
isn’t a single morning when we are -open for business, 
that our office is not well filled and around the first 
of the month it is crowded. Our steady applicants we 
never lose ; old ones who have been lost sight of for 
many years are returning, and new ones are being 
added in large numbers. 

The - increase in the cost of the pauper depart- 
ment is really alarming, and what is worse, shows no 
signs of decreasing. Next year promises poorly. 
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What prospects are there for the mill workers, who 
exist at their present rate of wages, on the barest 
necessities ? What is there for them when they can 
not earn sufficient to exist on? I dislike to be 
classed as an alarmist, gentlemen, but I deem it my 
duty to lay these facts before you, in their nakedness, 
in order to bring forcibly to your minds the necessity 
for united action at this time. The members of the 
present board — with one exception — will be members 
of the incoming board and will have their experience 
and lessons of the past to guide them. It will be 
your imperative duty to meet this growing evil boldly 
and, even though you are compelled to go outside of 
the conventional methods, to check it as much as 
possible. 

You can’t check it entirely — for pauperism is an 
adjunct of civilization — but you can and should, 
reduce it to a minimum. Lowell’s class of inhabitants 
necessarily make her the foremost pauper city in the 
state, and on that account we should be the fore- 
most in our methods of contending with the evil. 
In the problem of how best to spend little and 
accomplish much, there is no guide like that gained 
by experience and the exigencies of the present times 
demand that you place your experience to the very 
best advantage. It should be the sole object of each 
and every member to give such attention to the 
wants of the department, and such assistance to the 
officials, as will ’mark the incoming year as a starting 
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point in a new era of improved methods of caring 
for our poor and dependents. 

Don’t misunderstand me, gentlemen, and take it 
that I mean to say that we have been derelict in our 
methods in the past — for such is not my intention. 

I have no hesitation in saying that Lowell’s poor 
has been well and liberally used, — many times and in 
many cases, both in the past and at the present 
time, too liberally — but I take it that the fruits of 
our labor and experience should produce more com- 
prehensive and economic measures than have been in 
use before. We should have no clinging affinity to 
tradition and custom but should cut loose, in the 
open, and see just where we are ; with our minds 
ever on the subject and our eyes always open we 
should constantly be looking for improved methods 
and should have no hesitancy in discarding every- 
thing for the very best. Any city in which the 
pauper department costs more than $1.00 per capita 
is not enjoying that prosperity which is necessary for 
a well conducted municipality. 

The primary causes of pauperism are as follows : 
intemperance ; inheritance ; shiftlessness ; lack of 
employment ; and sickness. To assist those who are 
pauperized by the last mentioned cause, occasions no 
trouble even though the recipient is not always alto- 
gether worthy. It is with those who are included in 
the first four mentioned where the trouble comes. 
Lack of employment oftentimes includes many worthy 
men who are compelled to pauperize themselves and. 
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their families much against their wills. At the same 
time it serves as a cloak for the unworthy. With 
the worthy poor there is no bother. Every pauper 
official in the state takes delight in assisting them. 
But it is with the unworthy that the evil of pauper- 
ism flourishes and becomes a nauseating ulcer on the 
body politic ; and this species of the “ genus bum ” is 
so common and so persistent that the cause of the 
worthy is irreparably injured. This is the class of 
people who get a large percentage of the assistance 
given and that fact makes one oftentimes question 
the wisdom of giving municipal aid. In the main 
one knows that such should not be assisted, nor 
would one assist them on their own account ; but 
there is orenerallv some circumstance enters into the 

O v 

case that will compel you to do so. Lazy, worthless 
creatures, fathers of families, who have no hesitation 
in skipping out of town where their fancy leads them, 
leaving their families without a cent, to the tender 
mercies of the pauper or police departments, flourish 
right in our midst, and after a royal welcome home, 
when he sees fit to return, as flush as when he 
started, continues to live on charity here until he sees 
fit to travel again. Intemperate and worthless men 
and women, whose only ambition in life is gastronomic 
and bibulous in its tendencies, not only feed them- 
selves from the public crib, but propogate paupers for 
future generations. These are the people you have 
to contend with and they will .demand the attention 
of one and all of you. Drastic measures should be

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor : 

Gentlemen — I present herewith my annual report 
as Superintendent for the year ending Dec. 20, 
1897. 

ALMSHOUSE AND WORKHOUSE. 

The past year has shown, as does each succeeding 
year, an increase in the number supported at the 
Almshouse, and in the amount of provisions, wood 
and coal delivered to the out-door poor. 

The smallest number of inmates during the year 
was 368 on May 8, and the largest number was 483 
on December 20. The number of persons supported 
during the year was. 1223, with a daily average of 
417. The number in the Workhouse was less than 
last year. * - 

During the year the out-door poor received from 
the Farm, 4114) provision orders, 4199 wood and coal 
orders, making a total amount of $13,407.00. 
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OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


Two thousand five hundred and thirteen tramps 
were given lodging and food, and in return were 
required to saw one-eighth of a cord of wood at the 
woodyard. The accommodations for taking care of 
them are very poor, as it is necessary to put them 
in the cell room, and this often interferes with the 
discipline of the Institution. 

There were two fires during the year, the first on 
January 19, was caused by rats in the partition over 
the insane men’s dining-room, and it was necessary 
to re-plaster the dining-room and the room above. 
The second was in the store room over the carpenter 
shop and piggery, on October 25, and the entire 
roof was burned off. It is not known how it caught. 
The damage was small in both cases. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 

Early in the year the bakery and kitchen were 
completed, and now all cooking is done in the one 
building, giving a more central and convenient loca- 
tion than formerly. A thirty gallon kettle for gruel, 
and a sixty-five gallon urn for tea and coffee have 
been added, also a new range for the hospital 
department. 

A 150 shirt washing mashine has been added to 
the laundry in place of the old dump washer, and 
is a saving both in time and labor. 

The three boilers were re-set during the summer, 
new grates put in, and they are now in good con- 
dition. 
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Fifteen Holstein cows, two horses, and a thorough 
bred Berkshire boar, have been added to the stock 
of the Farm. 

An improved United States separator has been 
placed in the milk room. 

IMPROVEMENTS SUGGESTED. 

The more needed improvements are better dining 
and sanitary arrangements for the women’s hospital, 
better bathing facilities in the women’s building, and 
new flushing tanks in the insane women’s building. 

A coal elevator would be a saving for with the 

. .. ' 

amount of coal that is used by the institutions and 
the woodyard, and the number of times it has to be 
handled before it is used, there is quite a loss. 

Now that it will be necessary to rebuild the car- 
penter shop, I would recommend that the old portion 
be torn down, and that a new building with a square 
pitched roof be built on the south wing. If this is 
done it will give much needed shed and storage 
room. 

Something should be done for the better accom- 
modation of the tramps.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council of the City 
of Lowell : 

The Board of Health of the City of Lowell hereby 
presents its twentieth annual report. 

The Board consists of three members all appointed 
under the provisions of the Legislature Act of the 
year 1895. Thomas F. Harrington, M. D., whose term 
expires in 1899, William F. Curtin, Esq., whose term 
expires in 1900, and James Bayles, whose term expires 
in 1898. 

In accordance with the law the Board organized on 
the first Monday in February: Thomas F. Harrington, 
M. D., was elected Chairman; James Bayles, Secretary; 
Horace H. Knapp, Agent; John F. Murphy, Superin- 
tendent of the yard, and Miss Elizabeth Rafter, Regis- 
trar and Stenographer. 
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ANNUAL REPORT. 


Swill. 

The Board has inspected the premises of those who 
have licenses to collect swill. It was a tedious opera- 
tion and exacted long journeys into the surrounding, 
towns of Tyngsboro’, Westford, Chelmsford, Dracut 
and Pelham. In one case only, in Pelham, was it 
deemed advisable to refuse a license. All the farmers, 
except in this one case, had pigs in sufficient quantity to 
consume the swill received. Several barns were found 
in a poor condition and these were remedied. 

During the year 1897 there were 2,008 loads of 
swill collected by the Department which were not 
cremated. The greater part of this was sold to farmers 
and the money paid into the City Treasury.

CRExMATOR. 

The Cremator has rounded out the five years of its 
guaranteed service, and its work for the past year has 
justified the promises made for it by its inventor, Col. 
Morse. During the year 1897 it burned the garbage 
for one week at .41 a ton, and the cost for burning 
garbage for the year was $731.27 less than it was in 
1896. This was something the engineers had sought 
to reach in previous years, but it was not attained 
until last summer when swill was plenty and the furnace 
was busy. It was then demonstrated that the constant 
burning of swill made it possible to burn it at a lower 
cost. 

Cremation is now regarded as the best and most 
effective method of disposing of the city’s garbage. * It 
has cost the city of Lowell money to adopt the principle 
and it is gratifying to have the’ expenditure justify the 
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wisdom that made it. Lowell as a pioneer in this most 
sanitary method cannot very well go back to the old 
method of disposing of the garbage among the farmers 
ostensibly to be fed to pigs but more frequently to be 
fed to milch cows. A lack of means is alone responsible 
for the closing of the Cremator during the winter and 
the distribution of swill among the farmers. Lowell 
should have another Cremator and the swill should be 
burned all through the year. Next year the Cremator 
will in all probability have to be repaired very thor- 
oughly; a sum of money has been suggested to be set 
aside for that purpose. The ash at the Cremator shows 
the following analysis:

The Board has inspected such property as the Agent 
has reported as unfit for occupancy. It was invariably 
tenement property and was closed against tenants. In 
some cases the landlord was prosecuted in the courts 
and punished for his carelessness. In the majority of 
cases however, the owners submitted to the orders of 
the Board and made their property habitable. 

Through the zeal of the Inspectors, nearly every 
dwelling house in the city has been inspected and 
entered upon a card catalogue in the office which is 
open to the inspection of the public at any time.

Collection of Ashes. 

During the year 1897 thirty thousand four hundred 

and thirty-two (30,432) loads of ashes were removed 

from the houses and stores to the various dumping 

grounds in use, at a cost for labor in collection of 

twelve thousand seven hundred ninety-three dollars 

and fifteen cents ($12,793.15). The cost of doing 

this branch of the Work must of necessity increase 

from year to year as the new districts on the outlying 

portions of the city grow. The Superintendent lias 

rearranged the districts, and a plan of each day’s

work has been completed so that the work is regu- 
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larly and systematically done, a fact much appreciated 
by the householders. The alleys are taken care of 
by the Health Department and have been no source 
of complaint during the year.

Bakeries. 

The Board completed the inspection of bakeries' 
begun in 1806 under the provisions of Chapter 418 
of the Acts and Resolves of the Legislature of 
1896. Every bake house was inspected and orders 
were given for changes or improvements in them in 
order to have them comply with the law; a prompt 
compliance was manifested in every case. Of the 
seventy-five bakeries examined, five were found unfit 
for use as such, these were closed. 
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All the bakeries are now under the inspection of 
the officers of the Board and a rigid watch is kept 
upon their owners, so that the manufacture of pure 
bread in cleanly surroundings is assured. The law 
is wholesome as far as it goes, but it does not go 
far enough. There should be a provision for the 
registration of all bakers; it would then be an easier 
matter to hold them subject to the law. 

Milk. 

The inspection of milk should very properly be 
under the jurisdiction of the Health Department. It 
is now, and has for some time been entirely beyond 
its control. Modern science has demonstrated the 
great danger which lies in milk as a vehicle for the 
transmission of disease, as in cases of diphtheria, 
scarlet fever or typhoid. The Board has endeavored 
to trace the source of typhoid fever, and while it is 
disposed to blame city water, there is nothing definite 
upon which to sustain the charge. In other cities, 
inspection of milk is done under the direction of 
the Board of Health. 

Sick Children’s Excursions. 

It was proposed in. June that excursions be given 

for sick children under five years of age. The Board 

* 

of Health found that it could not use its appro- 
priation for that purpose, but Gen. C. A. R. Dimon 
taking an interest in the matter, secured $300.00 
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from the Day Nursery to be used for that purpose; 
small sums of money were also received from different 
persons. 

A committee consisting of Dr. Thos F. Harrington, 
James Bayles, W. F. Curtin, Rev. A. St. John Chambre, 
Rev. J. C. Manchester, and Gen. C. A. R. Dimon 
was organized, by the choice of Dr. Harrington as 
Chairman and James Bayles as Secretary and Treasurer 
to conduct the trips. The use of the large barge on 
the Merrimack River was generously given by Mr. 
Walter Coburn on behalf of the Martin Luthers. The 
steamer “Vesper” was secured at reasonable rates 
from the Vesper Boat Club to tow the barge. Messrs. 
Woodworth and Walton each contributed the use of a 
grove in North Chelmsford; C. B. Coburn & Co. gave 
the cord needed for swinging the hammocks in the 
groves; F. & E. Bailey & Co. furnished nursing bottles; 
the Committee furnished pasteurized milk secured from 
F. L. Emerson; Daniel Gage gratuitously furnished ice; 
th ree reliable men were taken from the Health De- 
partment to attend to the details of each excursion 
and they were compensated by the Committee. 

The hospitals generously furnished the following 
nurses: St. John’s — Misses Nash, Foran, Copps, Grimes, 
Duggan. Lowell General — Mrs. Short, Misses Dear 
born, Waterman and McEachren. Misses Pilot, Roy 
and Jessup and Mrs. Barnes also did Day Nursery 
service. City physician, Dr. T. B. Smith was at the 
dock every morning and examined each patient to pre- 
vent the presence of any contagious case of illness 
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going on the trips. Bread and butter were furnished 
by Mrs. T. F. Harrington, Mrs. Tappan Wentworth, 
Mrs. J. B. Francis, Mrs. J. H. Carmichael and Mrs. 
Victor I. Cumnock. Two hundred and thirty-two 
quarts of sterilized milk were used during the eight 
excursions that were held and 500 children consumed 
it. One excursion was made in horse-barges on 
account of the high condition of the river. 

It was proposed to run two excursions a week dur- 
ing July and August, but the absence of an engineer 
precluded the use of the steamer and only eight were 
made. The excursions started at 8 a. m., in personal 
charge of Dr. Harrington and one member of the 
Board of Health, and returned at 5 p. m. No accident 
occurred and a reference to the death rate from diar- 
roeal diseases for that period will suggest the benefit 
the outing conferred. The nurses merited commenda- 
tion for the great good they did and the instruction 
they gave to the parents, many of whom were ignorant 
of the simplest rules for the care of children. 

The Board has a confident satisfaction in com- 
mending this admirable system to the attention of its 
successors.

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Schools. 

The assistance of the Board of Health has been 
required many times during the year on account of 
the unsanitary conditions of some of our schools. The 
Board found it necessary 'to condemn the system of 
ventilation in the Highland School, and has made sug- 
gestions in other schools, which, if carried out, will 
obviate the necessity for more radical and expensive 
changes later. While the schools may not be in the 
unsanitary conditions that they were a few years ago 
when the State Board of Health found it necessary to 
criticise them, yet we believe that a general sanitary 
inspection of all the schools would be a great benefit 

to the City. Surely there is no place in our city 

* 

where more perfect sanitary conditions should exist 
than in the schools. In view of the great importance 
of the question of proper school hygiene, and on 
account of the many complaints received against the 
present state of affairs, the Board would suggest that 
no contract for the heating and ventilation of schools 
be accepted by the City until such plans have been 
endorsed by some competent sanitary official. 

The need of Medical Inspection of the scholars in 
daily attendance at schools has been felt during the 
year. In December, on account of the prevalence 
of diphtheria in a certain locality, the Board sent 
two physicians into the schools in that district and had 
a general inspection of all the scholars in those schools 
made. The idea of medical inspection of the schools is 
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no longer to be classed as an experiment or fad, as the 
reports from those cities that have adopted it, will show. 
That there are in attendance in our schools, daily, 
children who are ill with diseases dangerous to public 
health, and that many of these cases go unrecognized, 
only to spread the contagion with its often fatal results, 
is now admitted by all health officials. 

The Board would strongly recommend that a corp of 
Medical Inspectors be appointed for the purpose of 
inspecting daily the schools, as well as all cases of con- 
tagion reported to the Health Department. 


Cholera Infantum. 

In the early part of 1897 plans were made for a 
special effort to reduce the large number of deaths that 
occur annually among children, particularly those deaths 
due to cholera infantum. Encouraged by the favorable 
reports on the use of pasteurized milk against infant 
morality in the City of New York, an attempt was made 
to establish a plant in Lowell suitable for supplying 
sufficient pasteurized milk at a cost within the reach of 
all. Owing to the lateness of the season when the 
right party was found to undertake the project, there 
was very little done, yet the Board feels assured that 
before the advent of the summer of 1898 a plant such 
as we need will be in operation in Lowell. ‘ - 

The Board also formulated a scheme for taking sick 
children under, five years of age into the country, away 
from the crowded surroundings of many of the poorer 
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districts of our city. The Board of Health, as a part 
of the municipal body, was restricted by law from carry- 
ing out the arrangements made, but the Members of the 
Board, by associating themselves with a committee of 
three from the Day Nursery Association, were able to 
successfully accomplish the desired results without any 
expense or legal liability to the city. A detailed account 
of the plan will be found under an appropriate heading. 

The number of deaths from cholera infantum in the 
third quarter of 1897, July, August and September was 
159 as compared to 185, 181, 179, 213 and 181 for the 
same months in the preceding five years. The total 
number of deaths among children under 5 years of age 
was for 1897, 778, compared to 844, 788, 751, 936 and 
928 for the preceding years. Thus it will be seen that 
during the year 1897 we had fewer deaths among chil- 
dren, especially from cholera infantum, than in any of 
the previous years. This is gratifying when we con- 
sider that nearly half of all the deaths in Lowell in any 
year are children under 5 years of age. 

The Board of Health was able through the gen- 
erosity of the Fire Department and Water Department 
to have the crowded tenement districts wet down every 
evening during the severe hot weather of last July and 
August. The innovation was greatly appreciated by 
the people in the neighborhood and no doubt aided in 
keeping the morality at its lowest point.

Typhoid Fever. 

“No disease nor cause of death constitutes a better 
index or measure of the efficiency of sanitary work 
than typhoid fever,” such is the testimony of the 
Massachusetts Board of Health in their annual report 
of 1896. If this is the standard, Lowell has every 
reason to feel proud of the result of the sanitary 
work done in 1897. During the year there have 
been 105 cases of typhoid fever with 18 deaths, as 
compared to 178 cases, and 36 deaths in 1896. Dur- 
ing the first six months of 1897 there were 30 cases 
and 9 deaths, and from the records at our disposal it 
was noticed^ that a greater part of the cases were 
among mill operatives. With the view of learning if 
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there was any condition or state of living among the 
operatives which could account for their apparent sus- 
ceptibility to the diseases, the Board of Health asked 
for a conference of the Water Board and the Agents 
of our mills with the Health Department. At a 
meeting held in June, all the Agents and the entire 
Water Board met in the Board of Health rooms, a 
full and open discussion of the question of the water 
supply for Lowell and its relation to typhoid fever 
took place. 

It was learned that all the mills, with one excep- 
tion, the Tremont & Suffolk, used canal water drawn 
directly from the pipes at the sink. Some of the 
mills have wells from which their supply of drinking 
water is drawn, and one is piped for city water, yet 
it was the testimony of all that the operatives will use 
the canal water direct from the faucet, although in all 
the mills there are notices warning them of its dan- 
gers. It was the unanimous opinion that the use of 
canal water for drinking purposes should be stopped 
at any cost, and there was a feeling of hearty co-opera- 
tion by all to that end. 

It was decided that a thorough investigation of 
every case of typhoid should be carried on for one 
year and in the mean time a sign labelled POISON 
should be placed over every faucet in the mills from 
which canal water is drawn. The Board prepared 
the following blank which an Inspector takes to a 
physician who is attending a case of typhoid, and 
requests him to fill out the same. In this way a very 
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complete record is obtained of every case. ( See blank 
form.)

In addition to this the Board has adopted the Widel 
serum test for the diagnosis of typhoid fever, and a 
circular was sent to the physicians to that effect. The 
prompt and ready co-operation of the physicians was 
very gratifying to the Board. 

During the year 1897 all the water used for drink- 
ing purposes supplied by the' City was derived from 
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the driven well system. It has been maintained for 
some time that there was contamination in the boule- 
vard plant on account of the passage of the water 
through the old filter gallery which has been a source 
of suspicion for many years. In order that all doubt 
on the question might be removed, the Chairman of 
the Board of Health accompained by a correspondent 
of one of the Boston Daily papers visited the gallery, 
and by means of a boat went into it almost to the point 
where the water from the boulevard enters, when, on 
account of the heavy, foul condition of the air, further 
progress would have been dangerous to life. The walls 
and roof of the gallery were covered with a thick, slimy 
coating and the water was thick with the fungi creno- 
thiix with a musty, mouldy odor distinctly vegetable. 
Later in the year the Water Board had the man holes 
thrown open to air the gallery and the water partly 
drawn off so that the Members of the Board of Health 
and Water Board were able to walk through with per- 
fect safety. 

It was then observed that there is a constant contami- 
nation of the water in the filter galLery not only from 
springs but also from the Merrimack River and possibly 
dry wells in the neighborhood. The Board is therefore 
able to confirm the suspicions held by previous Boards of 
Health and to assert positively that the present state of 
affairs is a menace to public health, and some steps should 
be immediately taken to discontinue the use of the pres- 
ent filter gallery as a part of the water supply system for 
our City. The records at the Water Board show that 
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there has been a daily average during 1897 of 454,740 
gallons pumped at the West Sixth Street station 
( No. 1) more than were pumped at the boulevard plant 
(Station No. 4); or in other words, the volume of water 
increases 454,740 gallons daily in passing though the 
filter gallery. To definitely know the origin of this 
quantity of water is absolutely necessary before we can 
pass positive judgment for or against the present well 
system trom a sanitary point of view. 

The Board hopes that during the year 1898 the pos- 
sibility of persons being infected from either of the two 
sources dwelt upon as above, i. e ., the use of canal water 
for drinking purposes in the mills and the use of the 
present filter gallery as a part of the driven well system, 
will be eliminated and that Lowell will have what she 
has already paid for, a driven well system of water 
supply; then, and not till then, will come the test 
whether Lowell is equipped with the best possible water 
system, sufficient in amount and permanent in supply, 
as well as free from all the contaminations which made 
polluted Merrimack River water so objectionable.

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Scarlet Fever. 

During the year 1897 there have been 90 cases of 
scarlet fever with 2 deaths. The type has been of a 
mild form and in many instances has followed measles. 
The Board has rigidly enforced the rules in relation 
to isolation as far as it is possible without a contagious 
hospital. In previous years the patient was released 
from quarantine on the recommendation of the attend- 
ing physician, but on account of circumstances arising 
which led the Board to believe that some physicians 
did not give the question the consideration its import- 
ance merited, the Board voted that no child should be 
freed from isolation and permitted to return to school 
within the prescribed five weeks following the receipt 
of the notification, and then only upon the recommenda- 
tion of the physician of the Health Department.

Measles. 

Whether it is due to the fact that the physicians 
and parents are beginning to realize that measles is 
a disease that should be advoided rather than courted, 
or whether we have had more actual cases during 
1897 than in previous years, the records show that 
there were reported during the year 1086 cases, the 
largest number in the history of the Department : 
there were 9 deaths. 

The Board placards the house of the infected per- 
sons and excludes the children of the family from 
school for three weeks. Lowell is one of the few 
cities in the state that includes measles in its list of 
diseases considered dangerous to public health, and 
requiring notification from the family or attending 
physician. We see no reason for modifying our rules 
in relation to the same.

Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis. 

Twelve (12) cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis oc- 
curred in Lowell, a larger number than had ever 
appeared at any one time. Owing to the fact that the 
history of the cases pointed strongly to the contagious 
character of the type, and also to the fact that other 
cities in the state were having a large number of cases 
at the same time, the Board voted to add this disease to 
the list of contagious and infectious diseases requiring 
notification from the attending physician, the following 
letter was sent to the physicians : — 

Lowell, Mass., May 21, 1897. 

Dear Doctor : — 

“ Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis is more prevalent at the 
present time in Lowell than ever before. An unusual 
large number of cases has reached the notice of the 
Board of He„alth during the last . few days, and their 
close continuity suggests strongly the possibility of an 
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epidemic. The disease has not been confined to chil- 
dren and the symptoms in each case have been very 
characteristic of the infectious variety of Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis, petichias or spotted rash appearing in all 
cases. In view of the uncertain origin of the disease 
and its invariable fatal results, the Board of Health 
desires to call your attention to the presence of this 
infectious disease and asks your co-operation in prevent- 
ing, as far as it is in your power, the spread of the same. 

You are requested to report any suspicious or real 
cases to the Board of Health, at once, in order that the 
rules of the department in relation to infectious and 
contagious diseases may be carried out. Trusting this 
will receive your earnest approval, I am,”

Typhoid Fever. 

Within the past three months the application of 
Widal’s test has added an important branch to our 
laboratory work. As modified by Wyatt Johnson of 
Montreal and others, it is claimed that it is possible to 
make a positive diagnosis of typhoid fever much earlier 
in the course of the disease, the following letter was 
sent to physicians of this city October, 1897 : 

“ In view of the fact that bacteriological research seems 
to have established an early and satisfactory method for 
the early diagnosis of typhoid fever, the Board of Health 
wishes to place the test so used at the disposal of the 
medical profession of Lowell. You are requested to 
take advantage of the facilities now offered by the 
Board of Health for the examination of specimens of 
blood from any case of illness which presents symptoms 
suggestive of typhoid fever. The Board has prepared 
suitable outfits with full directions for making the tests, 
which can be obtained at the office. A report on the 
case will be furnished by the Bacteriologist of the Board 
on the day following that on which the specimen was 
received. 

While the conclusions of the early investigations of 
the tests have been fully realized, yet the discovery is

comparatively new, and the Board is anxious to assist in 
work being done in this important matter, which can 
best be done by your co-operation. Please report to the 
Board whether the subsequent course of the case con- 
firms results of the serum test or not. It is especially 
desired that second samples be sent for examination 
from a genuine or suspected case of typhoid fever when 
the first specimen did not give the reaction, and in every 
case to notify the Board whether the laboratory diagnosis 
is in harmony with the clinical diagnosis or at a variance 
with it.”

Directions for Preparing Specimens of Blood. 

The skin covering the tip of the finger is thoroughly 
cleansed and is then pricked with a clean needle, deeply 
enough to cause several drops of blood to exude. Two 
drops are then placed on the accompanying glass slide, 
one near either side. After carefully drying, the speci- 
men is placed in the holder and returned to the Board 
of Health office.

When the test was adopted there was some question 
as to which would be the better way of collecting the 
blood, i. e ., whether we should use sterile glass tubes and 
collect enough blood to clot and test the serum which 
separates out in the course of twenty-four hours, as is 
done by the Board of Health of New York, or simply 
allowing a drop or two to dry on a glass slide and have 
that sent in for examination. While the first method 
gives perhaps a little better results on account of 
absence of detritus which is present in the dried blood, 
yet the technique of collecting is difficult, and requires 
a much deeper prick of the finger to obtain the required 
amount of blood. With the dried blood collection is 
very simple, and experimenting with this method, shows 
that with moderate care of cleanliness, and allowing 
specimen to thoroughly dry before wrapping it up for 
transportation the results are very satisfactoy. 

Since taking up this method of diagnosis, we Have 
made twenty-jive examinations of. specimens of dried 
blood with postive reactions in fourteen cases, negative 
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reactions in ten cases, and indecisive reactions in one 
case. These examinations cover most of the cases which 
have occurred since the test was started, and the results 
have generally coincided with the later clinical history 
of the case.

Contagious Hospital. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the Board of Health 
has twice by communication called the attention of the 
City Council to the provisions of Chap. 511 of the Acts 
and Resolves of the Massachusetts Legislature for 1894, 
and although the act is mandatory as far as the course 
of the City Council is concerned, yet nothing has been 
done to supply Lowell with a hospital for the care of 
contagious diseases. The necessity for such a hospital 
in this city was forcibly demonstrated during October, 
November and December of 1897 when we had prac- 
tically an epidemic of scarlet fever and diphtheria. The 
Board is of the opinion that could the first cases have 
been properly isolated the disease would have been 
stamped out before it had gained such headway. The 
Lowell ( Corporation ) Hospital is the only hospital in the 
city where cases of a contagious nature can be properly 
* isolated, but on account of the cost of sending patients 
there and its semi-private character, being intended 
principally for the operatives, there is no certainty that 
many patients could be accommodated there if the 
emergency should arise. 
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To try to isolate patients sick with scarlet fever and 
diphtheria in tenement blocks is practically impossible. 

The Board uses every means known, except hospital 
isolation, yet cases repeatedly occur which can be traced 
directly to infection from some other case. Then again, 
the danger to the general public from store man, milk 
man, pedlers, operatives and others going from the 
infected house and mingling with society, and which can 
not be prevented by anything short of hospital isolation, 
should be sufficient to awaken public sentiment to a 
degree calling for immediate erection of a hospital for 
the isolation of cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria on 
the same lines that are pursued in dealing with small 
pox. The Board would recommend that a contagious 
wing be attached to either or both St. John’s Hospital 
or the General Hospital which would greatly reduce the 
cost of construction as well as the cost of maintainance. 

The small pox hospital has been renovated during the 
year and one of the Inspectors of the Department visits 
it once a week and gives it a thorough airing so that it 
is always ready for occupancy, should the occasion arise. 

The board hopes to be able to put in a heating 
apparatus during the present year, the necessity for 
which was shown during the care of the last cases held 
there. The Sister Superior at St. John’s Hospital has 
generously promised to furnish a matron and nurses as 
well as all other help needed to fully equip the small 
pox hospital if any cases occur in our city. The 
wisdom of such an arrangement is apparent to those 
who have any knowledge of the conditions attending 
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the reception and care of patients in any of the past 
outbreaks of small pox in Lowell.

Financial Statement. 

Following will be found the financial statement for 
the year 1897. While the figures ’as presented would 
tend to show some increase in the expenditure of the 
department for the year 1897 as compared with 1896, 
yet there have been conditions during 1897 calling for 
. the expenditure of large sums of money, the occasion for 
which could not be foreseen, and the outlay was 
absolutely necessary. 

In April there was a fire at the Department stable 
on Broadway causing a loss of over two thousand 
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dollars ( $2,000 ). The Bacteriological Department has 
been fitted with the most modern instruments for carry- 
ing on this important work. 

The growing needs of the city necessitate more atten- 
tion to the outlying districts which was not necessary 
before, and then again, although the department has 
earned $2,369.99 during the year the only credit we 
receive for the same is a book-keeping credit with the 
City Treasurer. Thus it will be seen that were it not 
for the fire, and were we given the benefit of the money 
earned, as in previous years, the expenditures for the 
year 1897 would have been less than in 1896 ; which 
coupled with the fact that the death rate has been 
markedly reduced, would justify this Board in refut- 
ing the charge often made in relation to Boards of 
Health — that the expenses and death rate increase 
hand in hand.

Department Stable. 

For the past five years different Boards have endeav- 
ored to convince City Councils of the great need of 
better stable accommodations for the horses of the 
Department. 

The horses of this Department work every day in the 
year unless prevented by sickness or injury, except the 
following days: Sundays, Fourth of July and Christ- 
mas day. They work longer hours each day and harder 
than those in any other Department of the city, and yet 
are so poorly provided with stable facilities that it may 
be truly said they are not accorded the humane treat- 
ment they should receive. The shed where the horses 
are housed is a wooden structure that looks as if its 
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parts were thrown together without ever a thought 
of whether it would be used for a stable, without any 
regard for ventilation, and in general so poorly con- 
structed that it makes a veritable fire trap. 

The latter assertion gains strength from the result of 
the fire on the night of the 20th of last April, for not- 
withstanding the fact that the shed is situated on a 
public thoroughfare, that the fire was discovered at 7.45 
p. m., while still confined to a portion of the northerly 
end, yet before it was under control six horses had 
perished, and ten tons of hay, half a ton of straw, six sets 
of harnesses, currycombs, halters, whips, blankets and 
tools were rendered practically useless. An investiga- 
tion for the purpose of ascertaining, if possible, the cause 
of the fire was started without delay by the fire mar- 
shal, aided by the Department, but the cause is still 
shrouded in mystery. 

The loss by the fire was estimated by the Board at 
about two thousand and sixty dollars ($2,060.00). 
Happily, this amount was offset in part by the receipt 
of eight hundred and twenty-five dollars ($825.) from an 
Insurance company in which Agent Knapp some 
months before the fire, without any instruction, on his 
own responsibility and contrary to custom, had insured 
the sheds, horses, harnesses, and other property in the 
- department yards. 

If nothing else is to be considered, the great loss 
likely' at any moment to be incurred by fire, should set 
at rest the economy argument which is advanced 
whenever a request is made for a new stable. 
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Yard. 

In April last the yard department was placed in 
charge of John F. Murphy as Superintendent, who. is 
directly responsible to the Board for its management. 
This change from the old system of managing the yard 
from the office has resulted in better discipline among 
the yard force, and consequently better results, from the 
work they are called upon to perform, are obtained. 

The wagons used for the collection of swill which 
heretofore have occupied part of the City Yard on the 
southerly side of Broadway have been removed to the 
Department’s Yard on the northerly side of Broadway; 
so that now all the men report at and return to one and 
the same place three times a day. 

A shed with a gravel roof in which to house the 
coupe, hospital wagon, and ambulance used in connec- 
tion with contagious and infectious diseases, and an 
additional story to the wash shed, in which to store hay 
and grain, have been constructed. The fences sur- 
rounding the shed which were deemed dangerous to 
passers-by, have been rebuilt. During the year a new 
wagon to be used for the collection of swill and a double 
sled, to be used for the collection of ashes, were built by 
the department. In May, Superintendent Murphy 
started a harness repair shop, and since that time all 
repairing of harnesses has been done by the department. 

The number of men employed permanently in the 
yard department, including the Superintendent, is forty- 
four. The number of horses bought since January 1st, 
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1897, is nine, six to take the place of those that perished 
in the fire, and three to replace those condemned by a 
veterinary surgeon. Following is a schedule of prop-

I have examined at slaughter-house five cows, one 
ox, three calves and five hogs, none of which were 
unfit for food. 

I have identified and released forty-two cows and 
one bull. 

I have examined for contagious diseases one hundred 
and thirty-five cows, one bull, two oxen ; of which num- 
ber I have placed in quarantine forty cows, thirty-one 
of which proved tuberculous and were destroyed and 
rendered, and nine were released as healthy.

REPORT. 


To His Honor the Mayor , and the Board of Aldermen 
of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to submit my 
Seventh annual report as Inspector of Milk and 
Vinegar. 

The work of the department has been continued 
on the same lines as last year, by the chemical 
analysis of all samples of Milk, Vinegar and Butter 
taken, and many that have been brought in. There 
has also been many samples of water analyzed ; the 
biological work has also been continued, and many 
samples of milk and water have been examined for 
bacteria. 

The duties of the Inspector, as defined by statutes 
under which he acts, are the issuing of licenses, the 
registration of stores where milk or oleomargarine 
is sold, collection and inspection of samples, and the 
enforcement of the law in the Courts. 

The statistics of the office and the detail of the 
work performed will be found under their proper 
headings. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


LICENSES. 

The Statutes require the Milk Inspector to license 
every person who conveys milk, in carriages or other- 
wise, for the purpose of selling the same, annually, 
on the first clay of May, or within thirty days there- 
after, and that they shall pay fifty cents for the use 
of the City. The statutes also require all stores, 
booths, stands, or market places, before selling milk 
to register in the books of the Inspector and pay 
fifty cents, which fee is paid but once. Licenses are 
issued only in the name of owners, and may not be 
sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license records 
the name, residence, place of business, number of 
carriages or other vehicles used, the name and resid- 
ence of every driver or other person engaged in the 
carrying or selling, and the number of the license. 

The licensee is required to cause his name, the 
number of his license, and his place of business to 
be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriages 
or vehicles used by him in the sale and conveyance 
of milk, and to report to the Inspector any change 
of driver or other persons employed ; for failure to 
comply with these requirements, or for selling or 
exposing for sale from carriages or other vehicles, 
' without first being licensed, a fine of not less than 
thirty, nor more than one hundred dollars may 
be imposed. Failure to register for the sale of 
milk from store, booth, stand, or market place, is 
punishable by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars.

INSPECTION. 


It is the duty of the Inspector or Collector to 
enter all places where milk is stored or kept for 
sale, and take samples for analysis. It is the custom 
of the Inspector to take samples from wagons and 
stores in about the same proportion. There are also 
many samples brought in by citizens which are 
analyzed free of charge. 

In most instances where milk taken from stores 
has not been up to the legal standard, warnings 
have been issued, and in almost every case they 
have caused an improvement in the quality of milk 
sold. It is the custom to pay for milk taken from 
stores, but not that taken from wagons.

The Statutes provide penalties 

For neglecting or refusing to license or register 
for sale of milk. 

* 

For selling or exposing for sale, adulterated 
milk, milk to which water or any foreign substance 
has been added, milk not of standard quality, milk 
produced from sick or diseased cows, or milk pro- 
duced from cows fed on the refuse of distilleries. 

For selling or offering for sale, as pure milk, 
milk from which the whole or any part of the cream 
has been removed. 

For selling skimmed milk, unless from cans or 
other vesssls marked as required by statute. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or possessing with 
intent to sell, milk or skimmed milk which is not of 
standard quality, i. e., containing less than thirteen 
per cent, of milk solids, in the case of whole milk; 
or less than nine and three-tenths per cent, of milk 
solids, exclusive of fat, in case of skimmed milk, 
except in the months of April, May, June, July and 
August, when whole milk shall contain not less than 
twelve per cent, of solids, nor le!Ss than nine per 
cent, of solids, not fat, nor less than three per cent, 
of fat. 

For obstructing in any manner the milk Inspec- 
tor or his assistants, in the performance of their 
duties. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, as cider 
vinegar, vinegar which is not exclusively of apple 
cider. 


INSPECTOR OF MILK AND VINEGAR 


For the sale, exposure for sale, of vinegar con- 
taining any artificial coloring matter, or containing 
any preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric acid or 
any ingredient injurious to health. 

For , the sale of any vinegar not of standard 
quality, i. e ., containing less than four and one-half 
per cent, of absolute acetic acid, or, in the case of 
cider vinegar, two of cider vinegar solids. 

It is the duty of the Inspector to make com- 
plaint for any of the offences thus enumerated, which 
may be brought to his notice as a result of his 
analysis of samples, or on the information of any 
person who lays before him satisfactory evidence 
upon which to sustain such complaint.

From reports of milkmen taken at the time of 
their annual licenses in May, it is estimated that 
there are sold in Lowell at wholesale, 1026 cans, at 
retail 2485 cans, daily. The cans hold quarts.

During most of the year there has been an 
abundant supply of milk. Milk being an article of 
food, it is of the utmost importance that it should 
be properly cared for, before it is delivered as well 
as after, and I take pleasure in saying that as far as 
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I have been able to observe, most of the milkmen 
take excellent care of their milk and some are very 
particular to have everything that comes in contact 
with it as cleanly as possible. 

The value of milk as a cheap food is being 
realized more every year. Prof. Atwood in Farmers 
Bulletin, No. 23, issued by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, says, “A quart of milk, three-quarters 
of a pound of moderately fat beef, sirloin steak for 
instance, and five ounces of wheat flour, all' contain 
about the same amount of nutritive material ; but we 
pay different prices for them, and they have different 
values for nutriment. The milk comes nearest to 
being a perfect food. It contains all the different 
kinds of nutritive materials that the body needs.” 

At the price milk is sold in Lowell, five cents 
a quart in Summer, and six in Winter, makes it the 
cheapest and healthiest food that can be had, taking 
into account its nutritive value. 

The Lowell Co-operative Milk Association 
have just put in the market “Pasteurized Milk” 
for family use. It is thoroughly Pasteurized, the 
disease germs killed, and is in every way desirable, 
especially for young children. Let us hope that 
other milk dealers will see their way to follow the 
example of the Co-operative Association, so that in 
time we may have nothing but Pasteurized milk in 
Lowell, and thereby reduce the death rate among 
children to the minimum.

VINEGAR. 

The quality of vinegar sold in Lowell is fully 
up to the legal standard. 

There has been no complaints, and the samples, 
with very few exceptions, have been of good quality.

The laboratory on the top floor of the new City 
Hall is supplied with modern appliances for the 
chemical examination of milk, butter, and water, as 
well as the biological examination of them. 

Any citizen of Lowell can have his milk, water, 
etc., examined free of charge, and many have availed 
themselves of this opportunity during the past year. 

I desire in conclusion to thank His Honor, 
Mayor Courtney, for his assistance and advice in the 
work of the office. Also my Collector, Capt. James 
E. Hill, for his faithful and efficient services.

REPORT. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Gentlemen of the 
City Council: 

In accordance with the requirements of the 
statutes I hereby submit the following report of the 
several departments, viz.: Streets, Sewers, Paving, 
Grade Crossings and Watering Streets. The fol- 
lowing schedule gives the work in detail under the 
supervision of the Superintendent : 

STREETS. 

The city now has 1 21.15 miles of accepted streets. 
We have followed out the recommendation of the 
former superintendent in macadamizing Thorndike 
Street from Hale to Appleton Street, and I believe 
that it is duly appreciated by the traveling public, 
We have also macadamed 4 1-2 miles of streets this 
year. 

The following streets should be macadamed early 
in the present year: Lilley Avenue from Lakeview 
Avenue to Hildreth Street, Adams Street from Cross 
to Market Street, Rogers Street from where we 
left off last^ year to Lawrence Street, Fletcher Street 
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from Bowers to Pawtucket Street, West Fifth Street. 
Suffolk Street from Market Street to Dodge Street 
should be top dressed. Hastings Street from West- 
ford to Liberty Street. And owing to the large 
amount of travel on West Sixth Street it should be 
macadamed from West Street to Lilley Avenue. 

The following streets should be top dressed : 
Hampshire Street from Pumping Station to Hil- 
dreth Street, Fletcher Street from the Engine 
House to Broadway, Methuen Street from Seventh 
to Twelfth Street, Rock Street from Fletcher to 
Willie Street, Wamesit Street from Central to 
Lawrence Street, School Street from Pawtucket 
Street to Broadway, Third Street from Myrtle to 
Fremont Street, Suffolk Street from Fletcher to 
Market Street. It is very essential that these 
streets should be macadamed and I have been badly 
hampered the past year by having only one road 
roller which we have had to work day and night, 

and in order to do the necessary work I would 
recommend the purchase of another steam road 
roller, as the rolling of the macadam improves the 
quality of our streets. Heretofore our macadamed 
roads have not been properly rolled, as one roller 

is not able to cope with the output of our stone 

crusher. With an additional roller we should be 

able to do with the same facilities nearly as much 
more work as has been done.. 
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ROGERS STREET. 

In accordance with the recommendation of the 
Mayor that the city build one or more model 
roads leading out of the city, the City Council 
voted to macadamize Rogers Street, from Law- 
rence Street to the city line. I have macadamed 
1200 feet of it in a through manner, beginning at 
the city line. The job was rather a costly one, as 
in order to make the street fifty feet in width it 
necessitated the removal of a hill at one end and 
the filling in of a swamp at the other. I believe 
that the work should be continued in the early 
spring and when completed it will give the city 
one of the finest thoroughfares out of Lowell. 

SPARROW DEPARTMENT. 

Our sparrow department has been very effective 
this year in doing their work. We have used the 
same number of 1 sparrow men as in former years 
and we have made a saving of $ 10.00 a day by 
replacing the four single carts by two jiggers. By 
adopting the New York custom of uniforming the 
men, I feel that we have lessened the liability of 
accident to them of one half. 

BRIDGES. 

Our bridges are in first-class repair as a whole. 

\ 

We have replanked Central Bridge and one side 
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of Pawtucket Bridge. We put in new stringers in 
Merrimack Street Bridge over the canal, replanked 
and built a new fence on east walk, also the 
northerly walk over the Worthen Street Bridge. 
We also found the braces under the Worthen Street 
Bridge were badly rotted and have replaced them 
with new ones and we found the Dutton Street 
Bridge in the same condition as the Worthen 
Street Bridge as regard to braces and have re. 
braced it throughout. The roadways of the Aiken 
Street and one side of Pawtucket Bridge should 
be replanked the coming season. The much talked 
of Wilder Street Bridge seems to be at a stand- 
still, the Committee on Streets of 1897 referred it 
to a subcommittee and to date no report has been 
made by them. I have reported this bridge as 
being dangerous and it should be attended to at 
once. The City Council has voted to build a 
bridge over the northern canal and the money has 
been appropriated for the same and a contract 
has been made with W. H. Ward of this city for 
the abutments for the same, also the contract for 
the iron bridge has been let to Frank R. Long of 
New York, representing Passaic Rolling Mill Co., 
and its speedy completion may be looked for early 
the coming year. 
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STREET SIGNS. 

The Committee to whom the matter of street 
signs was referred have attended to their duty and 
have put up 24 beautiful signs on the outskirsts of 
the city which have been a great convenence to 
the public, more specially the wheelmen. Great 
credit is due Alderman Abbott Lawrence for the 
efficient manner and the amount of labor he per- 
formed in getting out these signs, each one giving 
the names of the different surrounding cities and 
towns and their distances, also a list of streets 
that were in need of new signs and at which we 
are at work now and will be put up as soon 
as completed. 

PAWTUCKET STREET GRADE CROSSING. 

The Pawtucket Street grade crossing has been 
hanging for three years and is practically completed. 
Part of the land damage has been settled, the rest 
is still in the courts waiting for adjustment. 

PRINCETON STREET EXTENSION. 

It was supposed that Princeton Street was com- 
pleted, but owing to a difference between State and 
City plans considerable work has had to be done 
before it could be turned over to the State, .but 
the work was done, and the State Highway Com- 
mission have nearly completed a portion of this 
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road. With a little patching and considerable rolling, 
this part of Princeton Street from the estate of one 
McIntyre to the city line will be complete. There 
were two plans for this work, one owned by the 
State, the other by the City, the difference between 
them caused a little friction which is all overcome 

and the street is now built at the proper line and 
orrade. 

o 


PAWTUCKETVILLE BOULEVARD. 

The Pawtucketville Boulevard is now joined with 
the State Highway and forms a beautiful drive of 
about six miles alongr the banks of the Merrimack 

o 

River to TvnofsborouMi Bridge. There was no 
appropriation for the Boulevard this year and the 
Street Department has done necessary repairs out 
of its own appropriation. Early in the season the 
stones were picked up and the roadways rolled in 
a thorough manner by our steam roller, which 
made a great improvement. I would recommend 
an appropriation of $5,000.00 for the maintainance 

of the Boulevard. 


GRANITE PAVING. 

’ As there was no appropriation for new paving 
the past year, very little has been done, and 
I would recommend that an appropriation be 
made for paving, as the City Council have voted

to pave Chelmsford Street, and I would recom- 
mend that the disused tracks be taken up on 
Aiken Street and the street paved from Cheever 
Street to Lakeview Avenue, also that Broadwav 

j 

be paved from Adams to Walker Streets, on ac- 
count of the great amount of heavy teaming done 
by the City of Lowell and the several coal yards, 
also the two ice companies, all of which do a 
great deal of teaming over this thoroughfare. City 
Avenue between Merrimack and Middle Streets is 
in my judgment in very bad condition and should 
be paved, which would be a great benefit to the 
abuttors and to the public health. 

STREET WATERING. 

During the past season we have watering 25 
miles of streets each fair dav as voted bv the 
City' Council and during the hottest weather the 

j o 

streets were watered a portion of each Sunday. 
Also the Boulevard was watered several Sundays 
which was appreciated by the vast crowds that use 
this beautiful drive. This department has been self- 
sustaining and the cost per foot to the abuttors 
has been as low as possible, consistant with the 
amount of labor performed. 

SEWERS AND DRAINS. 

The past season has been one of the busiest ‘in 
the history of, the Sewer Department. The opening 
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of the New Moody Street Bridge brought into the 
market hundreds of lots of land for building pur- 
poses and it was taken advantage of by our thrifty 
and industrious French citizens who began to build 
large blocks in great numbers. It was soon ap- 
parent that something must be done to give sew- 
erage to the large number of people who had set- 
tled in this district, as the dry wells were a men- 
ance to the public health, some of which were 
directly over the water conduit. These facts called 
for an immediate remedy. The only thing to be 
done was the construction of a sewer nearly one 
mile in length, or from the mouth of Beaver Brook, 
through the estate of L one Emery to Riverside 
Street, up Riverside Street to New Moody Street, 
thence out New Moody Street to just above Third 
Avenue. After this the feeders were put through 
Gardner, Gershom and Sarah Avenue, crossing 
the water conduit four times in the building of 
these sewers. This sewer caused the department 
a great deal of trouble and hard work. Twice by 
the sudden rise in the Merrimack River we were 
obliged to abandon the work on section number 
one for a few days as the high water had filled 
the sewer to a depth of nearly fourteen feet. 
As soon as the water began to recede it was only 
a short while before our engine had pumped the 
trench dry and we were ready for work again. 
Shortly after this, on account of the heavy rains, 
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a brook which ran nearly parallel to the sewer got 
beyond control and poured into the trench and 
filled it to a depth of fourteen feet or more, causing 
a considerable extra amount of labor and expense, 
all of which was unlooked for. From the outlet 
of this sewer, westerly, was laid forty feet in 
length 6o-inch iron pipe, built in three sections, 
and riveted together after being laid. Under 
this pipe and extending towards Riverside Street 
five hundred feet was laid a concrete bed to the 
depth of from 12 to 18 inches, also on eaU'h side 
to a level with the top, when large and small 
stones were put on and the whole filled with ce- 
ment grout. About two hundred feet of this seller 
was covered half way or from the middle over the 
top with granite brow stone laid in cement, mak- 
ing a solid and substantial piece of work. It was 
necessary to use two steam drills for drilling the 
large amount of ledge found, and on account of 
the nature of the rock which was very seamy, it 
was a rather slow and tedious job. The next hin 
drance that was encountered was running clay or 
quick sand, which caused us no little trouble and 
great deal of expense', as it was necessary to leave 
considerable of our sheating in the trench, and as 
we followed the trench up Riverside Street a great 
many boulders, large and small, were encountered 
until we .got near the estate of P. O’ Hearn, when 
it was necessary to lay sixty feet of 30-inch iron 
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pipe in order that vve might cross the water con- 
duit with safety, and from there on I might say 
the rest of the work was almost entirely through 
solid ledge. (See table annexed for number cubic yards 
of. ledge removed.) In building the sewer through 
Sarah Avenue we were obliged to cross the water 
conduit and at this point we again laid 36 feet 
of 20-inch iron pipe, in order that no sewage be 
allowed to leech through and contaminate our city 
water. This sewer was laid at a great depth so as 
to give drainage to the houses on the low lands 
west of Riverside Street. At one point our ex- 
cavations reached the depth of twenty-three feet, 
which caused double sheathing to be used and 
increased the cost of this sewer somewhat beyond 
what was expected, but however this district is 
now properly sewered and with a few catch basins 
which should be built the coming season this sec- 
tion of Pawtucketville will have a system of sewer- 
age which is big enough to take care of all the 
surface water and sewage for a .number of years 
to come. Next in importance comes the Oakland 
sewer. We constructed this year 885 1-2 feet in 
length of double thick brick size 45 x 30 up 
Andover and out Wentworth Avenue which 
has given relief to several families in this section. 
This sewer is still unfinished. The trouble which 
the people on upper Westford Street have had to 
contend with (the backing of the Westford Street 
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sewer) has at last been abated by the construction 
of a brick sewer 23x35 from Westford to Liberty, 
through Hastings Street, which acts as an over- 
flow for the Wesford Street sewer. This section 
of the city, in the vi'cinity of Tyler Park, should 
have a system of surface drainage which] might 
have an outlet in Black Brook, as the Middlesex 
and Marginal Street sewers are now crowded with 
sewage and not able to take care of the surface ] water 
in this district. The Wilder- Street sewer has been 
completed and will give relief to the people in the 
Highland School district. This sewer was built of 
double thick brick 45 x 30, two hundred and sixty, 
two feet in length or from Warwick to Wilder 
Street, thence up Wilder Street eight hundred feet 
of twelve inch deep socket pipe. This sewer being 
started late in the season has been slow in com- 
pletion on account of the cold weather which has 
frozen the back filling making the work hard and 
difficult. In all, this department has constructed 
thirty-one different sewers, large and small, aggreg- 
ating three miles or more. Also sixty-five catch 
basins have been built in various parts of the 
city which were located by the Assistant City En- 
gineer at the proper place and grade. A decree 
of the Court obliged us to extend the intercepting 
sewer from its outlet twenty feet into the Concord 
River, at a cost of fifteen hundred dollars, and a 
contract for 'this work was .let to W. H.. Ward 
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of this city who performed the work in a manner 
satisfactory to the City Engineer and myself. 

CONCLUSION. 

To all those associated with me in the various 
departments under my charge, including all em 
ployees, I desire to extend my personal thanks for 
kind treatment and earnest assistance, especially to 
the workingmen who labored in the various depart- 
ments is due some credit for their successful 
showing for the year.

The apparatus is kept in the best possible con- 
dition, and consists at present of six Engines, six 
one-horse and one two-horse Hose Wagons, four 
two-horse Reels, one Babcock Aerial Truck, and 
three trucks of other patterns, two Chemical En- 
gines, one Hale Water Tower, one Patrol Wagon 
and sleigh fully equipped, three Hose Pungs, eight 
Fuel Wagons, three Wagons and one Sleigh for 
use on fire alarm, one Wagon and Sleigh for 
Chief’s use, and sixteen Fire Extinguishers. In 
reserve there are one two-horse and one one-horse 
Hose Reels. 

I renew my recommendations that the Water 
Tower should have better quarters, and I hope that 
before we will have another fire to need it you will 
secure a proper place near the headquarters to 
house it 

FIRE-ALARM. 

'Phis branch of the service has been maintained 
in most excellent condition by the operator, Mr. 
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H. C. Fernald, and has given perfect alarms the 
past year. 

There have been one hundred and fifty-eight 
alarms given from signal boxes ; and No School 
signal has be given thirteen times the past year. 

Six new boxes have been placed in circuit the 
past year, numbered and located as follows : 

216 — Lawrence, near Abbott Street. 

218 — Chelmsford, opp. Powell Street. 

232 — Bridge, corner Fifth Street. 

281 — Princeton, opp. Harvard Street. 

76 — Mt. Hope, corner Sixth Avenue. 

86 — School, corner Liberty Street. 

Connected with the circuit there is one ten- 
circuit non-interfering repeater, one ten-circuit cut- 
out and testing switch-board, twelve galvonometers, 
ten bell-strikers, fifteen large gongs for engine 
houses, eight small gongs, seventeen indicators, six- 
teen electro-magnets and connections for opening 
stall doors, twenty-three electric light current pro- 
tectors, one hundred and four public and eight 
private signal boxes, one hundred miles of wire, 
the whole supplied with a storage battery of four 
hundreds cups. 

There is also one large gong and indicator com- 
bined in the Police Station, one large gong at 
Pumping Station, Merrimack Square, Tower’s ‘Cor- 
ner, and near the Northern Depot. 
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TELEPHONE. 

There are connected with this system .nineteen 
stations, consisting of transmitter, telephone bell, 
and battery ; there are also twenty-two tap bells, 
for the rooms of the Engine Houses and about 
forty miles of wire owned by the city under the 
care of the Fire Alarm Operator, except the tele- 
phones and transmitters, which are leased from the 
Telephone Company. The ringing line is supplied 
by a storage battery of one hundred cups. 

HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

There are sixty-four horses in the service of the 
department, thirteen of which belong to the Street 
Watering Department and are used by the depart- 
ment in bad weather for their keeping. Three 
new horses have been purchased the past year to 
take the place of four that had passed their use- 
fulness for this department. Most of the horses 
now are in good condition, but the service re- 
quired of them by enforced idleness that they are 
compelled to endure, and when called upon to 
respond to alarms is calculated to soon break them 
down and render them unfit for use in this depart- 
ment. There are twelve sets of double harnesses, 
ten sets of three-horse hitch harnesses, and four 
single swinging harnesses of the Berry and Hale 
patents. 
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PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

This department is maintained by the city and 
consists of five permanent men. They have res- 
ponded to one hundred and eighty-seven alarms 
during the past year and have spread seven hun- 
dred and twenty-eight covers, have used one hundred 
and nine extinguishers, and have been in service 
two hundred and seventy-nine and one-half hours. 

Chemical Engine C, attached to Truck 2, has 
used thirty-seven tanks. Chemical Engine B, 
attached to Truck 3, has used sixty-seven tanks. 

HYDRANTS. 

During the year thirty-three new post hydrants 
have been added, making a total of eleven hundred 
and four for which this department is charged 
twelve dollars each, annually. 

The hydrants added are located as follows : 
Fort Hill Avenue and Bleachery Street, two each ; 
City Stable Yard (private), Coburn Avenue, Con- 
cord, Corbett, Doane, Ennell, Farmland Road, 
Forrest, Fowler Road, Grove, Hale, Hovey, Hut- 
chinson, Ina, Lundberg, Moody, Nelson, Perkins, 
Plain, Pratt, Quebec, Riverside, Rogers, Seventh 
Avenue, State, Starbird, Varnum, Varnum Avenue, 
Westford and Wiggin Streets, one each. 
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HOUSES. 

The houses of the department are in very good 
repair. 

HOSE. 

The department will need two thousand feet of 
new hose the present year. 

FIRES AND LOSSES. 

The whole amount of loss up to November 12^ 
was $44,856.57, when an epidemic of incendiary, 
electric and some queer known and unknown fires 
struck this city, causing a further loss of $57,982.- 
62, making a total loss of $102,839.19. The de- 
partment answering 78 alarms for these last two 
months. The most notable among the latter was 
the H. R. Barker Co., November 12th; Irving Block, 
November 15th, occupied by A. G. Pollard & Co., 
B. H. Fletcher, Spindle City Wheelmen and 
Knights Templars for an armory*; G. H. Stevens, 

and C. I. Hood’s dwellings, November 16th and 

* 

1 8th, occupied by Fay Bros, and A. K. Chadwick; 
F. W. Puffer’s furniture store, November 23rd ; 

- Mrs. R. Rugg’s Block, November 29th, occupied 
by Moir Bros., Mrs. L. E. Burbank, Lemken & 
Carp and others ; Irving Block again, December 
1st, occupied by the same occupants as before; 
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Huntington Hall, December 14th and A. C. Whe- 
lock’s Block, occupied by Theophilus J. Smith. 
These eight fires (the Huntington . Hall loss not 
settled yet) causing a loss of $57,078.04. There 
have been five incendiary, twelve supposed incen- 
diary and 23 alarms called unknown, some of which 
had an unsavory look ; the evidence . on two of 
these fires was strong enough to send two men to 
the Grand Jury. October 12th, at 6.37 p. m., fire 
was discovered in a stable occupied by J. H. 
Sullivan, a milkman. It was set in and confined to 
the box stall, two horses being taken out. October 
27th, about 1 a. m., the boy that starts out with 
the wagon, found in the stable a barrel part full 
of straw and paper with a candle burning, within 
less than one inch of the paper, the barrel being 
covered with a bag, straw was strewn over the 
stable floor. That night an alarm came in at 7.22 
p. m., when the stable was in flames all over, 
three horses with their hides mostly burnt off 
were found lying with their heads towards the 
door, some bags and straw was found soaked with 
kerosene oil. Mr. Sullivan, after an investigation 
by Deputy Marshall Shaw, was arrested. December 
1 6th, an alarm at 2.46 a. m., called the department 
to one of the most deliberate attempts to burn a 
building ; it was owned by A. C. Wheelock and 
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leased by T. J. Smith, it was set in three places, 
but one of them did not get a very good start ; 
in a passage between two rooms, a pile about five 
feet high consisting of a butter tub filled with 
pitch pine kindling and kerosene oil, kindling wood 
cobbled up around this tub with corn husks taken 
from a mattress and other combustibles, kerosene 
oil having been turned over it to give it a good 
start, the plaster overhead was pulled off in two 
places, the laths pulled down and husks and oil 
put in, paper hung down on top of the pile to 
carry the fire to these spots. After an investiga- 
tion by Deputy Shaw, Smith was arrested and 
with Mr. Sullivan, are awaiting for the Grand 
Jury to hear their cases in February. 

November 15th, at 3.02 a. m., an alarm came 
in for a fire in Irving Block, it was set in a 
water^ closet on third floor, but was discovered 
before it got much headway and was easily extin- 
guished. December 1st, at 1.53 a. m., they tried a 
second time and made a better job of it. The 
man that discovered it and the policeman on that 
beat passed by the block about ten minutes before. 
The breaking of the Mass was the first notice 
„ they had of anything wrong. Looking down the 
street the flames were shooting nearly across the 
street 'from every window on the second floor, the 
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fire soon showed itself on the third and fourth 
floors; the hot air and smoke confined in the 
partitions soon made trouble by exploding and 
carrying the fire to the roof, nearly catching some 

of the men, obliging them to leave the building 
very quickly; the second alarm was sent in at 
2.43 a. m. The Huntington Hall fire, December 
14th, was one of the worst fires this department 
ever handled, as it was impossible to get water 
where the fire was until the roof burnt off. The 
first alarm came in 9.09 p. m., at this time under 
the roof it was a roaring furnace, the flames show- 
ing through the roof in two places, the second 
alarm was sent in at 9.1 1 and the third at 9.30 
p. m., the recall was sent in at 3.53 a. m., the 
15th. The cause of this fire was the grounding 

of a switch box on the stage. This box was fast- 
ened by screws to the weight box that carries the 
curtain, which was covered with two layers of 

asbestos, interlined with fine wires, forming a 
ground to a gas pipe fastened to the same box; 
this box run up under the roof which was pitched 
and slated and was used for storing old scenery 
and other rubbish, and the only entrance to it was 
through a small door near the top of the tower, 
the fire had made such headway that it was im- 
possible to get a stream of water on to the Are 
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at that point, although the men made extra efforts 
to do so, but were driven out. The Water Tower 
showed its usefulness at this fire. 

The whole number of alarms of fire during the 
year ending December 31, 1897, was three hundred 
and forty (340), one hundred and fifty-five first, 
two second and one third alarms were given from 
the signal boxes, forty-seven by telephone, one 
hundred and thirty-one still and four automatic 
alarms, a decrease of forty from last year. The 
no-school signal was given thirteen times. 

There were one hundred and sixty-one fires ex- 
tinguished by chemicals and ninety-three where 
water was used, the remaining number were ex- 
tinguished by other means or had been put out 
before the arrival of the department. 

September 1 8th, two false alarms were pulled in 
from boxes 163 and 18 at 12.22 and 12.35 A - M -, 
by Edward Custy who was pulled in and fined 
$20.00. 

For further particulars in regard to fires and 
losses I refer you to the table annexed to this 
report. 

There has been eight alarms for fires out of the 
city the past year: Tewksbury, 3 ; Chelmsford and 
Tyngsboro 2 each, and Dracut, 1.

The department has been called upon to mourn 
the loss of one of its members. 

Richard O’Connell, after a long illness with con- 
sumption, passed to his long home. He joined 
the department in 1878 and for a number of years 
past has been a permanent driver in Engine 
Company No. 1. 

A delegation from the department paid the last 
sad tribute of respect at his funeral. 

Only three men were slightly injured the past 

year: W. L. Hills, Engine 2; Wm. Ryan and 

F. W. Simons, of Truck 3. 

There has been four deaths by burning the 

past year. July 13th, Nicholas Deleen, 12 years 
old, building fire with kerosene oil; July 20th, 

Harry Hannah, building bon fire ; August, 20th, 
James Archibald, 3 years old, and Oct. 8th, Har- 
vey Pratt, 4 years old, both playing with matches.

The Chief, First Assistant, and Protective Company will answer 
alarms from all boxes. 

Members of companies, who do not respond to first alarms 
will report to their respective houses and await orders. ’ Should 
a second or third alarm be not received within thirty minutes, 
the officer in command will have the roll called and dismiss 

his men. If the recall is sounded before the stipulated time, 
the officer will dismiss his men. After a second alarm has 
been given, the members of companies not responding to it 
will remain on duty at their respective houses until the recall 
is sounded. If there are no companies remaining in quarters 
that respond to alarms given from other boxes after the first 
alarm has been given and before the recall is struck, one 

engine, one truck, chemical, and two hose companies remain- 
ing in quarters nearest to the box giving the alarm will 

respond immediately. This article applies to all alarms of fire 
except in case of telephone or still alarms, the engine will 
not respond. After a second alarm is given, all companies 
remaining in quarters will respond immediately before the 

recall is sounded. 
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In cases where two alarms are given from the different 
boxes, the second having struck before the recall from the 
first box, the recall from the first box will be two blows, 
from the second box one blow. 

The all-out or recall signal will be given by striking two 
blows, with an interval of ten seconds between the blows. 

Second alarms will be given by striking two blows, followed 
by one round of the box. 

Third or general alarms will be given by striking three 
blows, followed immediately by one round of the box, when 
all the companies will respond., 

Second or third alarms will be given by special orders of 
the Chief or Acting Chief. 

Two strokes repeated at 1-4 before 8 a. m. and 1-4 past 
1 p. m. in the summer and 1-4 befere 1 p. m. in the winter 
denotes no session of the Primary and Kindergarten Schools. 
The same alarm repeated in thirty seconds denotes no session 
of all the schools.

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REPORT. 


Lowell, January i, 1898. 

To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

Gentlemen : — Herein is submitted the Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of Street 'Lights, for 
the year ending December 31, 1897. The working 
force of the department under the direction of the 
Superintendent (Chief of the Fire Department), 
consists of thirteen men, one of whom acts as 
Foreman. They have, in addition to their regular 
duties of lighting and cleaning the gas lamps, set 
up and fitted 24 gas and 19 gasoline posts, have 
removed 13 gas and 13 gasoline posts on account 
of the electric lights. They have replaced 6 gas 
and 21 gasoline posts that have been broken, 
replaced four lantern frames, removed 16 gas posts 
and plugged the mains, set 652 lights of glass 
and 52 globes. 

There are at present 878 gas lamps ; in 
addition there are 39 lights owned by different 
corporations, the city paying for the gas consumed. 
These lights are lighted and put out according to 
the time, designated by a card issued by the 
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Superintendent monthly. These lights average about 
seven hours per night, and burn 4, 6, 12, and 18 
feet per hour, according to location. There have 
been 24 new gas lights added and 13 discontinued 
during the past year. 

The locations of the gas lights added are as 
follows : Humphrey Street 8, Riverside 6, Moody 3, 
Foster 2, Merrill, Beacon, London, Stevens Streets 
and James Court, 1 each. 

The Globe Gas Light Company of Boston 
agrees by contract (which expired some time ago), 
to furnish all the lanterns and glass and keep in 
good order with a light equal to a five feet 
burner, at seven cents per light per night, to have 
no less than twenty-five nights per month and to 
burn until one o’clock. These lights as a rule are 
located on streets where there are no gas mains. 

There are 555 gasoline lights at present, 19 
new ones having been added and 13 replaced by 
gas and electric lights the past year. 

The locations of the gasoline lights added are 
as follows : West Forrest Street 5, Cornell and 
Quebec Streets 3 each, Blossom Street, Riverside 
Street and Coburn Ave. 2 each, C and Sayles 
Streets 1 each. 

There were 3 electric lights located on Moody 
Street in 1896 but were not used until 1897 ; 12 

more were added and located as follows : South 
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Common and Moody Street 2 each, Alder, White, 
Hildreth, West Sixth, Oak, Summer, Anne Streets 
and Tyler Park 1 each. The Board of Aldermen 
in December ordered 6 more to be located, but 
they are not in use yet ; the following are the 
locations : Fletcher, Middlesex, Howard, Marginal, 
School and James Streets. In addition there were 
8 lights burning on Fort Hill Park during the 
months of June, July, August and September. There 
are at present 454 lights for which the City pays 
35 cents per light per night every night in the 
year, with a rebate of three and one-half cents per 
hour for every light reported not burning by the 
Police Department. The contract expires August 1.

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


Office of the Board of Police, 
Lowell, Mass., June 1 , 1898. 

Hon. James W. Bennett , Mayor City of Loivell : 

Dear Sir: — We have the honor to submit herewith 
the annual report of the administration of the Board of 
Police for the year beginning June 1, 1897, and ending 
May 31, 1898. 

The discipline and efficiency of the police force of 
this city during the year have been highly satisfactory. 
Six appointments from the civil service eligible list were 
made to the probationary reserve of the force ; one pro- 
motion was made from the probationary to the permanent 
reserve, and six promotions from the permanent reserve 
to the regular police force. 

During the year a change was made in the personnel 
of the superior officers of the force, and a general re- 
arrangement and distribution of the police routes were 
deemed necessary for the good of the force. 

Three officers sent in their resignations during the 
year and were honorably discharged. Complaints against 
eleven officers were made and charges preferred, each case 
being given a hearing. Growing out of these hearings 
two officers were dismissed the service, three were disci- 
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plined by suspension and fine, and the cases against six 
were dismissed, the charges being unproved. 

In the matter of civil service examinations, the Board, 
while in entire sympathy with the system, and in the main 
satisfied with its results, was of opinion that it did not go 
far enough to ensure the best results in the practical work- 
ing of the police system. Learning that a physical test 
examination was made supplementary to the educational 
and surgical examinations, in the cities of Boston and 
Cambridge, the Board, through the courtesy of the Civil 
Service Commissioners, was given an opportunity to wit- 
ness this strength test examination in Boston. The Board 
was impressed with the practicability and necessity for 
such examination, and made a request upon the Commis- 
- sioners for its introduction here in Lowell. The request 
has been granted, and the Board of Police feels satisfied 
that it will result in bringing a superior class of men, men- 
tally and physically, into the ranks of the force in the 
future. 

The enforcement of the laws governing the liquor 
traffic is a matter involving a good deal of care, responsi- 
bility and unprejudiced judgment. The liquor laws are 
numerous and not too readily understood, and the lack of 
familiarity of the average citizen with them, leads to many 
misapprehensions of the powers and responsibilities of this 
Board, aird to criticisms, which, while well meant, are erro- 
neous and unjust. Many of our citizens entertain strong 
views on the liquor traffic, which are entitled to respect 
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and consideration ; but it should be remembered that the 
law confers privileges as well as responsibilities upon the 
licensed liquor dealers; and the duty of the Board of 
Police is to so enforce the law in such a spirit that the 
responsibilities of the licensee will not be evaded, nor his 
privileges invaded. 

Criticisms most frequently turn on the conduct of the 
licensed hotels and the business transacted by them on 
Sundays. The licensed innholder is compelled by law to 
keep his hotel open and ready at all times for the enter- 
tainment of his guests, and failure to do so subjects him 
to a penalty of $50 and the loss of his license. The guest 
of the house is entitled to be supplied with such food and 
refreshment as he may need and his landlord may law- 
fully give him. The legal definition of the term guest” 
is broad and not particularly clear; and the Board of 
Police has always declined to define it, believing that that 
was a function of the courts. The Board has contented 
itself with issuing strict orders to the police force to be 
vigilant in observing the conduct of such places, with a 
view of insuring a decent and orderly transaction of busi- 
ness, and one that would meet statutory requirements and 
be satisfactory to the best sense of the community. 

The citizens of Lowell have, at the polls, declared in 
favor of the sale of intoxicating liquors ; the business of 
the Board is to give that declaration effect in such lawful 
way as is best calculated to subserve the public interests. 
Should the citizens of Lowell at any time decide at the 
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polls against the sale of liquor, this Board will use its full 
powers and best energies to enforce that mao date.

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We beg to submit also an estimate of the amount 
of money which will be required by the library for the 
year 1898, as follows : 

Salaries • 8,798.00 

Lighting 1 ,275.00 

Binding. 664.00 

Sundries (including printing but exclusive of books 

and magazines) 1,500.00 

$12,237.00 

The above estimate is based on the actual figures 
for 1897 and represents only the amount absolutely 

needed to pay the running expenses of the library 

before a single book or periodical can be purchased. 

We are obliged to spend annually upwards of $900 
for magazines and newspapers for our reading rooms 
and we do not think that any of them can be dis- 
pensed with. To keep up the present standard of the 
library and to keep pace with the increased demands 
upon it, it is our judgment that the further sum of 
$3,000 for books and $900 for magazines and news- 
papers should be added to the above $12,237, making 
in all $16,137 or approximately $16,000. 

We would therefore respectfully ask for an appro- 
priation which shall not be less than this sum, assum- 
ing that the expense of heating the library be paid for, 
as last year, out of a separate appropriation. 

We would say in this connection that the library is 
growing' rapidly in size and in usefulness and that as 
an adjunct to the public school system it is doing 
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important work. Figures for the past year show a 
marked advance in the books taken out by the teachers 
for use in the schools, due in part to a growing- 
general demand but chiefly to the demands of several 
important schools which have recently been estab- 
lished in our city. The circulation of books among 
the general public has for the past four years varied 
from 145,000 to 165,000 volumes, and shows a marked 
and healthy increase. 

The publication of bulletins giving the contents of 
the library on special subjects, which was begun last 
year by the publication of lists of books on Botany, 
and Chemistry and Manufactures, has been continued 
during the past year by bulletins on Municipal Gov- 
ernment, French Fiction, Electricity, Architecture, 
Astronomy, Evolution, American Authors, Historical 
Fiction. These publications seem to be much apppre- 
ciated and as efforts are made to have them reach those 
who are most interested, we believe they are doing- 
much good. 

Appended are the usual tables of the growth and 
use of the library and a full list of donors.

Office of City Solicitor. 

. Lowell, Mass., March 10, 1898. 

Gentlemen of the City Council : 

I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the business of the law department of the city for the 
year ending February 28, 1898. 

LEGISLATION. 

Sometime in the year 1896, by a joint order of the 
City Council, the solicitor was requested to report 
from time to time to the City Council upon any leg- 
islation which affected the interests of the city. It is 
probable that this order when passed contemplated the 
giving of immediate information to the City Council 
of all measures introduced or pending before the leg- 
islature which might be of interest to the city or its 
inhabitants. But if this was the intent, compliance 
with the order was hardly practicable in view of the 

w- 

amount and variety of business requiring the attention 

of the City Solicitor, and of the further fact that each 
% 

branch of the City Council ' meets but twice each 
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month, and the information given could not reach and 
be acted upon by the whole City Council oftener than 
once each month. It seemed to me, however, that to 
review to some extent in my annual report the legis- 
lation enacted during the year covered by the report 
might be of use to the City Council, and would be as 
near a compliance with the order referred to as was 
practicable under the circumstances. 

Accordingly, in my report for 1897, I reviewed the 
legislative acts affecting the city, and though the order is 
probably not now binding, as it was not in the form of 
a city ordinance, I have examined the statutes passed 
since my last report so far as they seem to specially 
affect the interests of the City of Lowell, and shall call 
your attention thereto in this report. 

In my last annual report I referred at some length 
to the provisions of Chapter 415 of the Acts of 1896, 
being the Act generally known as the “ new charter.” 
I then called attention to the litigation that had grown 
out of the indefinite and ambiguous phraseology of 
the statute, and predicted still further litigation. 

After that report was submitted, three more suits, 
involving the right to hold certain city offices under that 
Act, as amended by Chapter 95 of the Acts of 1897, were 
instituted, and prosecuted to final judgment in the 
Supreme Judicial Court. These suits involved: 

1 st. The question whether the Mayor, under the 
authority of Section 1 of said Chapter 415 of the Acts 
of 1896, had the right to appoint a City Solicitor, 
City Messenger and Superintendent of Streets. 
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2nd. Whether the City Council, under Section 2 
of said Act, had the right to remove certain of the 
city officers without the consent of the Mayor, and 
without assigning any cause for such removal, or 
giving a hearing to the officer removed. 

It was contended that, notwithstanding the decision 
of the Court in the case of Attorney General vs. 
Varnum, 167 Massachusetts, 477, in which it was held 
that the Mayor had the authority, under Section 1 of 
said Act, to appoint a Superintendent of Lands and 
Buildings, the statute could not be construed as giving 
him the power to appoint any other than executive 
officers, and that the City Solicitor and City Messen- 
ger were not executive officers within the meaning of 
the law. 

It was also contended that the Mayor’s power to 
appoint did not extend to appointments to be made 
by him in anticipation of a vacancy ; especially, as in 
the interim between the appointment and the date 
of the expiration of the term of office of certain of 
these officers the Mayor’s power to appoint had been 
taken away by Chapter 95 of the Acts of 1897. 

The cases were tried together, and but one opin- 
ion was written. The Court did not decide whether 
or not the Mayor’s appointment to these several 
offices was valid and legal, so as to entitle, his 
appointee to the incumbency of the office when' the 
vacancy occurred, but did decide that if such appoint- 
ment was valid, the City Council had then authority 
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to remove such officers without assigning any cause 
therefor, and without a hearing thereon ; and that 
after such removal they might legally elect, under 
said Act of 1897, other persons to take the places of 
the officers so removed. 

These decisions did not settle all the controver- 
sies that then existed with respect to the incum- 
bency of municipal offices. 

The office of City Physician, and some other 
offices, were still in dispute ; but, happily, such dis- 
putes were adjusted without litigation. 

It was natural that questions arising under this 
statute, involving the right to hold municipal office 
should be the first to reach the courts ; but it is 
doubtful if, after all, they were the most important 
or the most troublesome of the many legal questions 
which .have arisen under the statute, many of which 
remain unsettled. 

Perhaps the most important change made by the 
so-called “ new charter” in the government of our 
city consisted in taking away from the City Council 
and all its committees and members all the authority 
which they previously had to “ take part in the 
employment of labor, the purchase of material, the 
construction, alteration, or repair of any public works 
or other property, or in the care, custody or man- 
agement' of the same, or, in general, in the expend- 
iture of public money, or in the conduct of the 
executive or administrative business of the city, except 
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as may be necessary for defraying the contingent 
and incidental expenses of the City Council, or of 
either branch thereof,” and also all authority which 
they, or either of them, had to “take part in the 
making of contracts.” 

It was inevitable that a change so radical in the 
administration of our city affairs, as was made by 
the paragraph of the statute above quoted, should 
not be fully understood at first by the members of 
the City Council, and the various committees through 
which it had practically transacted the executive 
business of the city. This is especially true in view 
of the fact that the city ordinances, to which the 
members of the government resort for a definition 
of the duties and authority of the City Council and 

their respective committees, are based entirely upon 
the old city charter, and whole chapters of the 

printed ordinances have been repealed or annulled 
by the statute in question, so that the members of 
the City Council, as well as the various heads of 
the departments and the independent boards and 
officers connected with the city government, were, 
and still are, left groping in the dark, without either 
ordinance or precedent, and with nothing but the 

very general terms of the statute to guide them 
in their work. 

On the law department of the city, more than on 
any other, Jias devolved the labor of endeavoring to 
bring about the ' unity of action and harmony of 
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precedent so essential to the best interests of the 
city. 

The legal questions arising in all the departments 
were brought to the solicitor, and the necessity for 
uniformity of construction in all the departments was 
constantly forced upon his attention. 

Mistakes were to be expected — were indeed una- 
voidable. I have no doubt that certain officers and 
committees of the city government have assumed 
power and authority not warranted by the statute 
and that others have perhaps hesitated or neglected 
to take responsibility, which the statute as clearly 
imposes ; but, on the whole, the members of the 
City Council and the various officers and boards of 
the city are entitled to great credit for the honest 
effort that has been made to carry out the spirit of 
the law, and for the ready acquiescence which they 
have given to the interpretation put upon it by this 
department, even where such construction seemed to 
limit their power and authority, and to conflict with 
their ideas of what the law ought to be. 

One of the most troublesome and vexatious, be- 
cause continually recurring, questions that have arisen 
under the new charter has reference to the limita- 
tion of the authority of the chief of the supply de- 
partment. Section 3 of the Act in question provides 
that “ all materials and supplies for the city ” shall 
be purchased by the chief or head of the supply 
department, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
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It also provides that “ all bills for material and 
supplies shall show the date of purchase, date of 
delivery, the unit of price, the quality and quantity 
of articles purchased and received, the number and 
date of the order for purchase, and, if the purchase 
is under contract, the number and date of the con- 
tract, and shall be entered in full in an invoice 
book, which shall always be open to public inspect- 
ion.” 

Section 5 of the same Act gives to the heads of 
the several departments the “power to appoint, em- 
ploy, and discharge all subordinate officers and em- 
ployees in their respective departments.” 

Section 6 also gives to the heads of the several 
departments and offices “ the general charge and 
management” of all matters pertaining to their res- 
pective departments, also authority to “ make and 
execute all contracts necessary therefor, except for 
the purchase of material and supplies ; ” and further 
provides that every contract so made, in which the 
amount involved exceeds three hundred dollars, shall 
be approved by the Mayor before going into effect. 

It is evident from these provisions that the legis- 
lature did not intend to take away from the heads 
of the departments all power to make contracts other 
than contracts for labor and services, the power *to 
make which is given to them by Section 5 of the 
Act ; and as .nearly all other contracts that any head 
of a department or board would have occasion to 
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make must necessarily include the acquisition by the 
city of that which might, under the broadest con- 
struction, be included within the definition of “ ma- 
terial” or “supplies,” a dispute at once arose as to 
the limits of the authority of the chief of the supply 
department and the respective heads of depart- 
ments. 

Many contracts which the heads of other depart- 
ments had been accustomed to make relative to their 
respective departments were claimed to come within 
the exclusive province of the supply department; 
and as great economy of expenditure was expected 
to result from the institution of the new purchasing 
department, there was a natural disposition to resolve 
all disputes in its favor, and to distrust the claims 
made by the heads of other departments as inimical 
to the new order of things from which so much was 
expected. 

By request of the chief of the supply department 
I gave him my opinion as to the manner in which 
the law should be construed, and the sense in which 
the terms “material and supplies” were used in the 
statute. It was in brief : 

i st. That all contracts for the employment of 
* labor and services were exclusively within the author- 
ity of respective heads of departments in which the 
labor and services were performed. 

2nd. That all contracts for merchantable articles, 
or such as could be bought on the market in sub- 
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stantially the condition in which they were to be used, 
should be made by the chief of the supply depart- 
ment, as such articles were properly “ supplies.” 

3rd. That all articles bought to be used by any 
of the departments in the construction or manufac- 
ture of other things were properly “ material,” and 
should be purchased by the chief of the supply de- 
partment. 

4th. That all contracts for the manufacture of 
articles for use in any of the departments must be 
made by the head of the department for whose use 
the article was designed, notwithstanding that both 
labor and material entered into the manfacture, and 
that, by such contract, the material so used became 
the property of the city. 

The chief of the supply department was not quite 
satisfied with the correctness of this opinion, and in 
his report, recently printed, has pointed out that 
“ It opens the way for heads of departments so dis- 
posed to purchase a large part of the goods needed 
by them, and was in many instances at once taken 
advantage of.” 

He says also that “ under the authority of this 
decision purchases have been made, which, in my 
opinion, should have been made by this depart- 
ment.” 

It is a sufficient answer to this criticism to 'say 
that if the consequences he suggests have followed 
this interpretation of the law, that fact has no ten-

dency to prove that the interpretation is incorrect, 
but only that the law itself is defective, or that 
the heads of the various departments are derelect in 
the performance of their duties. 

I have studied the statute with great care, and I 
am satisfied that the construction adopted in the 
opinion above referred to is correct, whatever its 
effect may be ; nor can I quite concur in the rec- 
ommendation contained in the report of the supply 
department that all contracts of this kind be placed, 
through that department, and that the consent of the 
chief of said department to said contracts be a 
necessary adjunct, and that all such bills be approved 
by him before payment. 

I believe that the heads of the various depart- 
ments have, and should have, some control of their 
respective departments, and some liberty to make 
contracts relating thereto. I can see no reason for 
supposing that any one man, even though he may 
hold the important office of chief of the supply de- 
partment, should know better the needs and interests 
of all the departments than do the men whose 
special duty it is to manage these departments res- 
pectively. There must be in the lands and buildings 
-department, the street department, the water depart- 
ment, the health department, and the poor depart- 
ment, not infrequently, occasion to procure cer- 
tain articles which have to be made expressly for 
a particular purpose, or to meet a special emergency

of which the chief of the supply department has no 
knowledge; and it seems to me that all such mat- 
ters may be safely, and with the greatest propriety, 
left with the heads of these departments, especially 
as under the law all contracts made by the heads 
of the departments, and involving more than three 
hundred dollars, require the approval of the Mayor, 
who has the general oversight of all the executive 
business of the city. 

To illustrate : In the school department, police 
department, and doubtless other departments of the 
city, certain blank forms are required to be kept on 
hand to facilitate the work of the departments. 
The heads of these departments have a general idea 
of the form required, and of what printing they 
want thereon, the style of type to be used, etc.; 
but their knowledge thereof may not be so certain 
or definite that they could make out a specific requi- 
sition to send to the supply department therefor. 
Consultation with the printer may be necessary in 
such cases, and the form may require change after 
a proof is ^obtained. Why should a' man who has 
no special knowledge of what is required have the 
sole authority to make such contracts ? 

In our school examinations certain questions are 
prepared by the teacher or superintendent of schools 
and printed for use at the examination. It is Very 
important that secrecy in regard to these questions 
be maintained. Why should the teacher or super- 
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intendent of schools be required to make out a re- 
quisition for these printed lists and expose them to 
the inspection of the clerks or others in the supply 
department rather than to take them directly to a 
printer in whom he has confidence, and on whose 
fidelity he can rely ? 

To give to any one man full authority and abso- 
lute control over all contracts that are made, the 
most trivial as well as the most important, seems 
to me to be giving to him a power and authority 
which no one man should have. Moreover it seems to 
me to be impossible for any one man to give his 
personal attention to matters so multitudinous and 
diverse. He would be compelled to employ agents 
and servants to assist him ; and I see no reason 
for supposing that such agents or servants so ap- 
pointed would be more faithful or more efficient 
than the men who have charge of the respective 
departments. 

It seems to me clear that the best results will be 
obtained by giving to this law a reasonable inter- 
pretation, and faithfully carrying it out within these 
limits, rather than by attempting to make it so com- 
prehensive as to ultimately bring it into contempt 
and disrepute. 

The ordinances which establish the Lowell Water 
Board provide that one member of the Board of 
Aldermen shall be annually chosen a member of said 
Water Board; and in the year 1897 the City Coun- 
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cil, acting under the supposed authority of this ordi- 
nance, chose a member of the Water Board from 
the Board of Aldermen, who acted during the entire 
year with that body. I had grave doubt of the 
legality of this action at the time ; and subsequent 
investigation has convinced me that Section 7 of the 
Act of 1896 renders a member of the Board of Aider- 
men ineligible to hold such office ; and by reason 
of this view of the statute, such member was not 
chosen this year, and the Water Board now consists 
of four instead of five members. This ordinance 
should be changed so as to conform to the statute, 
and have the Water Board consist of an odd num- 
ber of members. 

In the statute under consideration frequent refer- 
ence is made to, and certain exclusive power con- 
ferred on, the “ heads of the several departments 
and officers ; ” but such departments are not defined, 
nor the “ heads ” designated. 

As to certain city departments, like, for instance, 
the Street Department, Lands and Buildings Depart- 
ment, etc., presided over by a single officer, who 
is designated in the ordinances as superintendent, 
the meaning of the statute is plain ; but there are 
many important branches of our municipal adminis- 
tration where the authority of the department is 
vested in a number of persons constituting a board 
or commission. Some of these are created by stat- 
ute, which defines with more_ or less particularity 
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their duties, powers and authority; while others 
like the Water Board, are constituted by ordinance, 
and it is not easy to determine whether the statute, 
in defining the duties, power and authority of the 
“ heads of the several departments and offices,” has 
any application at all to these branches of the gov- 
ernment, or, if it does, what particular officer is to 
be regarded as the head of each of them. 

For instance: It might be contended that the 
Superintendent of Schools is the head of the school 
department, and as such entitled to make all con- 
tracts relating to his department, and employ all 
subordinate officers, including the teachers of our 
public schools, and that prior statutes giving such 
authority to the school committee were repealed by 
our charter amendment of 1896. So we have a 
Superintendent of Water Works; and a similar quest- 
ion may arise as to whether he is not the head of 
that department, and possessed in a large measure of 
the power and authority supposed to belong to the 
Water Board. Similar questions may arise with re- 
spect to the Overseers of the Poor and Board of 
Health. 

This difficulty was recognized very soon after the 
statute of 1896 became operative, and an attempt 
was made to remedy the difficulty in the legislation 
of 1897, Chapter 95 of the Acts of the latter year, 
providing that the “ City Council shall by ordinance 
determine what officers shall be the heads of the 
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various departments of the city government.” It may 
be doubted whether this statute will prove as effect- 
ual in clearing up the ambiguity as it was intended 
to be. 

If the City Council should by ordinance provide 
that the Superintendent of Schools should be the 
head of the School Department, I should be very 
much inclined to doubt whether the authority of the 
School Committee to employ teachers and employees 
and to make contracts which the School Committee 
have hitherto had authority to make, would be there- 
by vested in him. 

I have herein alluded to a few, but by no means 
all, of the practical difficulties which have arisen in 
the administration of the government of the city 
under this statute ; but I am convinced that there 
is urgent necessity for a complete revision of our 
city charter. Such revision should not be made 
with a view to the adoption of some new and untried 
theory of government, but for the purpose of per- 
fecting and completing the system which we now 
have, making it consistent with itself, and rendering 
clear that which is now doubtful or ambiguous. 

If the ordinances are revised during the present 
year, it is probable that such revision will remedy, 
to some extent, the confusion which now exists. * • 

The only special statute passed during the year 
1897 affecting the City of Lowell, and having any 
general interest is Chapter 95 of the Acts of that 
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year relative to the duties and powers of certain 
officers of the city, which has been already suffici- 
ently referred to in this report. 

The general Acts of 1897 relating to cities which 

affect us in common with other cities of the Com- 

* 

monwealth are as follows : — 

Chapter 299, entitled : 

“AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE TAKING OF LAND FOR SCHOOL 

HOUSES.” 

This Act authorizes cities, by their City Councils, 
and towns, by their Selectmen, to take, maintain and 
hold in fee any lands for the erection of a school- 
house and necessary buildings, or for enlarging a 
schoolhouse or schoolhouse lot, and specifies the 
manner in which the authority given in the Act 
shall be exercised, and the damages for such taking 
assessed. The statute supplies a defect in the law 
which proved very troublesome on the one or two 
occasions where the City of Lowell has attempted to 
take land by right of eminent domain for school 
purposes. 

In 1896 the city decided that four several lots of 
land, having different owners, were needed for an 
extension of the Varnum Schoolhouse Lot ; and, not 
being able to agree with the owners for a purchase 
of the lands, the Solicitor was instructed to take 
steps to obtain the same under the right of eminent 
domain. The only statute which then authorized such 
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taking related in terms to towns, and its provisions 
were so ill adapted to the government of a city as 
to lead to some doubt whether the city possessed 
any such power. 

On the whole, however, after considerable hesita- 
tion, I came to the conclusion that the statute was 
applicable to cities, and the lands in question were 
taken accordingly. I confess, however, to a sense of 
relief when th$ parties were induced, before any 
building was commenced, to convey the ' land by 
deed, thus obviating any legal difficulties that might 
exist with respect to the taking. 

The statute now under consideration is explicit, 
and leaves the power of the City Council to take 
land when needed for school purposes, without 
question. 


Chapter 419 , entitled: 

• ‘AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE WATERING OF STREETS IN 

CITIES.” 

This is another remedial Act which is somewhat 
important to the City of Lowell. 

The Act under which our streets have been pre- 
viously watered, and the expense thereof assessed 
upon the inhabitants, was Chapter 179 of the Acts 
of 1891. It was ambiguous in its terms, and doubt- 
ful in its. construction, and I have had serious doubts 
whether the* assessments made under it would be 
held valid in case of a contest in the courts. One 
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such case was commenced before my incumbency of 
the office, but has never been prosecuted. 

The statute of 1897 seems to do away with the 
principal ambiguities in the former statute, and to 
be plain enough in its provisions, so that little diffi- 
culty will be experienced in its application. The 
question of the constitutionality of Acts of this kind 
may still be open, but I have very little doubt of 
the authority of the legislature to pass the Act. 

Chapter 116 , entitled: 

“AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE CITIES AND TOWNS TO MAKE BY- 
LAWS AND ORDINANCES REGULATING THE USE OF SEWERS.” 

This Act authorizes any city or town to “ make 
by-laws and ordinances, and fix penalties thereto not 
exceeding fifty dollars for one offence, regulating the 
use of the public sewers, and the materials that 
may be emptied and deposited therein, and connect- 
ions that may be made therewith.” 

It also authorizes any court having jurisdiction to 
restrain any use of the public sCwers contrary to 
such by-laws or ordinances. 

Chapter 233, entitled: 

.“AN ACT REGULATING THE PAYMENT BY TREASURERS OF 

CITIES AND TOWNS TO THE TREASURER OF THE COM- 
MONWEALTH OF MONEYS RECEIVED FOR 
LIQUOR LICENSES.” 

This Act requires city and town treasurers within 
thirty days after the receipt of moneys for liquor 
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licenses granted by their several cities and towns, 
to make a return of all the amounts so received to 
the Treasurer of the Commonwealth, and to pay 
to him. at the same time twenty-five per cent, of 
such amount. 


Chapter 516, entitled : 

“AN ACT TO REQUIRE LOCAL AUTHORITIES TO SUPPRESS 
THE BROWN-TAILED MOTH.” 

This provides that “Whenever the pest' known as 
the brown-tailed moth shall be discovered in any 
city or town of the Commonwealth, it shall be the 
duty of the city or the town government to take 
immediate steps for its extinction, and to prevent 
its spread.” 

It also provides for the punishment, by indictment, 
on the information of the District Attorney, of May- 
ors and Aldermen of cities, and Selectmen of towns 
who shall neglect or refuse to comply with the re- 
quirements of the Act, the fine to be ten dollars 
for each day of such neglect after the receipt of 
notice from the Board of Agriculture that their city 
or town is thus infested. 

LITIGATION. 

498. Otis A. Merrill et al. vs. City of Lowell. * . 

This is' an action of contract brought by the plaintiffs for 
services, as architects, in the construction of the new city 
hall. 
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The case was heard before Walter Adams, Esq., as auditor, 
who found for the plaintiffs in the sum of $2,461.95. After 
the auditor had filed his report a settlement was effected for 
the sum of $2,000. 


30. (Equity). The Middlesex Co. vs. City of Lowell. 

In this case the work required to be done by the City of 
Lowell, under the decree which is quoted in full in my report 
for 1897, has been fully and satisfactorily performed at a cost 
of $1,500, under a contract made between the city and Wil- 
liam H. Ward; and a final decree has been entered, which 
disposes of the case. 

67. Charles E. Adams vs. City of Lozv ell. 

No action has been taken in this case since my last report, 
except the filing of pleadings ; but several conferences have 
been had with counsel with a view to bringing about a settle- 
ment of this and several other cases pending in the Superior 
Court which grow out of the same transactions. No settlement 
has been reached ; and it is probable that this case, which is an 
application for a writ of certiorari to review the proceedings 
of the County Commissioners on the petition of the plaintiff' 
for an abatement of taxes assessed against him as trustee for 
the year 1889, will have to be tried. The decision of the 
County Commissioners was adverse to the plaintiff'. 


1220. fames Boyle vs. City of Lowell. 

This was a petition to the Superior Court for a jury to assess 
the damages sustained by the petitioner by the taking of a 
portion of his land, and the building of a high embankment 
in front of his premises, in pursuance of a decree of the com- 
missioners appointed by the Court on the petition for the abo- 
lition of the grade crossing at Pawtucket Street. The case 
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was tried before the jury, who assessed the damages at 
$4,454.87, which sum was paid by the city.

The last six cases are the well-known Boulevard cases. 
They are writs of entry brought to recover certain tracts of 
land which the respective plaintiffs conveyed to the City of 
Lowell in 1889 and 1890 for the Pawtucket Boulevard. 

The demandants contend that the establishment by the city 
of its driven well plant on the land, and the laying of pipes 
therein, constituted a breach of the condition contained in 
each of the deeds. “ That that part of said premises not 
taken or used for said highway shall be improved, dedicated 
and forever used by the grantee as and for a common, 
park, or boulevard, and for no other purpose and that by 
such breach the land in question was forfeited to the demand- 
ants. 

The defendant contended : 

1st. That the condition was not broken by the establish- 
ment and maintenance of the driven well plant on the land ; 
that such use did not in any substantial way interfere with the 
uses specified in the condition, and that the words “ and for 
no other purpose ” as used in the deeds should be construed 
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as meaning “ no other purpose inconsistent with the use pre- 
scribed by the condition.” 

2nd. That the condition was waived by all of the demand- 
ants by bringing their actions for a part only of the land to 
which the condition attached ; by all of the demandants 
except Goodale and Clement; by standing by, in pursuance 
of an understanding among themselves, and allowing the city 
to expend large sums of money upon the premises in estab- 
lishing its plant and in maintaining the boulevard, without 
objection by them ; and by the demandants Howe and Under- 
wood, by conveying to the city after the work of driving the 
wells, laying the pipes and building the pumping station was 
nearly completed, for a valuable consideration, other land, for 
the purpose known to all the parties, of furthering the work. 
The cases were tried together before Judge Richardson, who 
found in substance as follows : 

“ While experiments to get water were going on, the 
driving of the wells and their use, and the use of the pump- 
ing station, has interfered to some extent with the improve- 
ment and use of the land as a boulevard, park or common ; 
but I find that the city, in good faith, intends at once to im- 
prove all the land and forever use it for the purposes mentioned 
in said deeds ; and I find that the city can so lay it out, and 
can so use and maintain the wells and pipes, and can so build 
and use its pumping station, as that they will not interfere, 
except as herein stated, if at all, with its uses mentioned in 
the deeds, but I find that the use of the land for the purpose 
of driving wells and drawing water therefrom, and the erect- 
ion of engines and boiler-house, are uses and purposes not 
in the minds of the grantors, or even the grantee, when the 
deeds were given. I find that during all of the time that said 
experiments were being conducted, said wells driven, said 
pipes laid, and said pumping station located and established 
by the authority of the City of Lowell, as aforesaid, all the 
demandants, except the demandants Goodale and Clement, 
who do not live in Lowell, and at no time knew anything of 
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these experiments, or that water was being taken, had knowl- 
edge of all said acts and doings, and the object of the same, 
and that the same involved the expenditure of large sums of 
money ; that neither of the demandants made any objection 
thereto, or to the establishment of said driven well plant on 
said land. 

“ That soon after the commencement of the work of driving 
the wells the demandants Howe, Underwood and Wilson met 
together and came to an understanding, at the suggestion of 
the demandant Wilson, that they would not then make any 
objection to the work, or say anything about their rights under 
the conditions in the several deeds ; that the object of this 
understanding was not to raise then any question of the 
authority of the city to establish its driven well plant, as afore- 
said, on said premises until the same should have been estab- 
lished, if it should be established.” 

The Court ruled, “ that the construction and maintenance 
by the city of said wells and pipes and pumping station, and 
the work done in connection therewith, and other facts found, 
constitute a breach of the condition contained in each of the six 
deeds,” and “that the facts above stated do not show such acts 
or doings of the demandants, or any of them, as estop the 
demandants from the maintenance of these actions or any of 
them.” 

The cases were reported to the Supreme Judicial Court for 
its determination, and will soon be argued. 

The importance of these cases to the city will be understood 
when it is remembered that, if demandants succeed, all the 
money expended in grading, beautifying and maintaining the 
boulevard — many thousands of dollars — will be lost to the 
city. It will lose its healthful source of water supply, and 
the seventy thousand dollars, or thereabouts, which it .has 
expended 'therefor, or be compelled to buy it back from the 
demandants at 'their price, or seize such portion thereof as 
may be necessary for the water works, and pay therefor such

sum as a jury will say it is worth with the improvements 
which the city has placed on it. 

These cases have emphasized the necessity of adhering to 
the policy, which I have insisted upon ever since I became 
an incumbent of the office of City Solicitor, of refusing to 
accept deeds for the city incumbered with conditions which 
may at some future time lead to a forfeiture of the land. In 
most instances such conditions will not be insisted upon if 
strenuously objected to, as the vender is quite as anxious to 
sell his land as the city is to purchase it, and the acceptance 
of the condition is merely a complaisant yielding to a whim 
of the seller, neither party having any idea that the condition 
will ever be of any practical importance ; while, in the course 
of years, the land may have become totally unfit for the orig- 
inal use for which it was purchased, and may be exactly 
adapted for some other municipal use, and at the same time the 
city officers have changed, the condition has been forgotten, 
and is liable to be inadvertently violated. The cupidity of 
the original owners or their heirs, or the adverse interest of 
some person who opposes the projected improvement may be 
relied upon to discover and take advantage of the breach to 
the injury and loss of the city. Or even if the condition is 
recognized, the land can be put to no practical use, and is 
therefore of no value to the city. 


1930. Albion M. Scalding vs. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort for personal injuries alleged to 
have been received on February 14th, 1896, by a fall on the 
sidewalk on the northerly side of Marshall Street by reason 
of a defect in said sidewalk. A careful examination of the 
facts showed that there was an accumulation of ice and snow 
on the sidewalk at the place of the accident, which had not 
been removed at the time of the accident ; that the adjacent 
land was higher than the walk, and sloped toward it, so that 
the water during a thaw had flowed from the land onto the 
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walk, causing the ice to accumulate ; that the plaintiff suf- 
fered a broken ankle by reason of his fall on the walk. I 
settled this case for the sum of $125. 


2053. Walter R. Brown vs. City 0/ Lowell. 

This was a petition for a jury to assess the damages 
alleged to have been sustained by the plaintiff by the taking 
of a strip of land containing about 766 square feet for the pur- 
pose of widening Foster Street. Entered in Superior Court 
January, 1897. 

In this case a settlement was effected for the sum of 
$197.56, said sum being somewhat less than the figures given 
us by experts employed by the city to assess the damages. 


2054. Martha A. Bagley vs. City of Lowell. 

This was a petition for a jury to assess the damages alleged 
to have been sustained by the petitioner by the taking of a 
strip of land ten feet wide and one hundred and six feet long, 
on the easterly side of Foster Street, for the widening of said 
street. Entered in Superior Court January, 1897. 

In this case a committee of the City Council awarded the 
petitioner $212. Our experts assessed the damages at 
$236.40. Settled. Paid for damages and costs $256.82. 


2336. Sarah Walmsley vs. City of Lowell. 

Action of tort for personal injury received by the plaintiff' 
March 20th, 1896, while travelling on the easterly side of 
Claire Street. The condition of the street at the time tfnd 
place of the accident was bad, in consequence of an exca'va- 
tion having been made for the building of a sewer, and a 
considerable accumulation of earth and stones was left 
in the street. The plaintiff' fell on this pile of earth and 
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stones at about half-past eight in the evening, and sustained 
a fracture of an arm. Settled for $100. 


36. William II. Anderson vs. City of Lowell. 

This was an action brought in the Police Court to recover 
back the sum of $245.15, being the amount of a water bill 
charged to former owners of the premises of the plaintiff', and 
paid by the plaintiff' under protest. A trial resulted in a 
judgment for the defendant, from which an appeal was taken. 
The appeal was not entered in Superior Court ; the case is 
therefore ended. 

6597. Daniel Cosgrove vs. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort for personal injuries alleged to 
have been received by reason of a defect in Bridge Street at 
the corner of Lakeview Avenue. Entered in court January, 
1896. 

The notice in this case indicated that if the defect com- 
plained of existed, it was due to the manner in which the 
tracks of the Lowell and Suburban Street Railway Com- 
pany were laid. That company was accordingly notified to 
come in and defend the action. The case was settled by the 
street railway company without expense’ to the city. 


1 3 1 • John Manning vs. City of Lowell. 

This was an action for personal injuries received by the 
plaintiff while in the employ of the city in the construction of 
a sewer in Lawrence Street. Entered September, 1892. 
The injuries were caused by an explosion, and were very 
severe. The plaintiff’s nose was torn off', and his face fright- 
fully disfigured. He was also incapacitated, probably per- 
manently, from performing heavy manual labor. The ques- 
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tion of the liability of the city depended to some extent, upon 
the instructions given him by the foreman of the gang in 
which he was employed ; and, unfortunately, at the time when 
the case came on for trial the foreman was unable to attend 
court, or give evidence as a witness, and his condition was 
such that it seemed improbable that his evidence could ever 
be made available. I therefore deemed it wise to effect a 
settlement, which was done at a cost to the city of $400. 

1461. Timothy O’Brien vs. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort for personal injuries received by 
the plaintiff' while in the employ of the city by the caving-in 
of a bank of earth which the plaintiff', with others, was em- 
ployed in excavating in the construction of the Billings 
Street sewer. The injuries received were severe. Entered 
in court June, 1896. Tried before a jury September, 1897. 
Verdict for the defendant. 


Her mine Benard vs. City of Lowell. 

Entered in Superior Court May, 1879. This was an action 
of tort for personal injuries alleged to have been received by 
the plaintiff' in consequence of a defect in the sidewalk on 
the southwesterly side of Merrimack Street. The defect 
complained of was an accumulation of ice caused by water 
flowing from a spout which conducts water from two build- 
ings, belonging to different owners, onto the sidewalk. The 
owners were notified, and a settlement was effected for $250, 
of which the city paid $50, and the owners the balance. 

2745. Ralph C. Whidden vs. City of Lowell. * - 

Entered in Superior Court June, 1897. This was an action 
of contract on an acco.unt annexed for wood sold and deliv- 
ered to the city. The wood was ordered by the Overseers of 
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the Poor, and the only objection to the bill was that the sup- 
plies were not ordered by the proper authority. It appeared, 
however, that the city had used the wood in the school and 
pauper departments, that the prices charged were fair and 
reasonable, and that there was no intent on the part of the 
officers giving the order to assume an authority not warranted 
by law. I therefore settled this case by the payment of the 
bill, $547,24. 

3070. Henry C. Keyes vs. City of Lowell. 

Entered in Superior Court September, 1897. This was an 
action of contract upon an account annexed for wood sold and 
delivered to the city. The facts were precisely the same as 
in the last preceding case, and the explanation there made 
applies equally to this case. Settled by the payment of the 
bill, $1,716.57. 

/ 

2884. fames C. Donovan vs. City of Lowell. 

Entered in Superior Court July, 1897. This was an action 
of tort to recover damages for personal injuries and injuries 
to his horse, carriage and harness suffered by the plaintiff 
March 31st, 1897, by reason of a defect in Puffer Street. 
The alleged defect consisted of an excavation made in the 
street for the purpose of connecting a new house, then being 
erected, with the sewer. It was claimed that the excavation 
was not sufficiently guarded nor lighted, and that plaintiff’s 
horse, a valuable animal, while being driven along the street 
fell into the pit and was so badly injured as to necessitate his 
"being killed, and that plaintiff and Edmund Burke, his brother- 
in-law, who was in the carriage with him, were thrown out 
and so Severely bruised and strained that plaintiff was con- 
fined to his house for some time, and unable to attend to his 
business, whereby he suffered much loss. The case was 
tried before Judge Lilley and a jury, and resulted in a ver- 
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diet for defendant. Exceptions were taken during the trial, 
which are now pending. 

2885. Edmund Burke vs , City of Lowell. 

Entered in Superior Court July, 1897. This was an action 
of tort for personal injuries resulting from the same accident 
mentioned in the above case of Donovan vs. Lowell, and was 
tried with the Donovan case. In this case the plaintiff 
claimed that an incurable heart disease resulted from his 
injuries. The jury found for defendant. The case is now 
pending on exceptions. 


2887. Patrick Scollan vs. City of Lowell. 

Entered in Superior Court July, 1897. This was an action 
of tort for alleged damages to plaintiff’s property on Gorham 
Street, caused by the negligence of the city. While the city 
was constructing the new sewer in Gorham Street it became 
necessary to break the connection between the plaintiff’s 
drain and the old sewer, which was done, and a new con- 
nection was made by means of a stand-pipe with the new 
sewer. It was claimed that this connection was improperly 
and negligently made, by reason of which the sewage backed 
into and flooded plaintiff’s cellar, damaging his goods and 
otherwise injuring his property. The case was tried before 
Judge Lilley and a jury, and resulted in a verdict for the 
defendant.

Entered in Superior Court December, 1897. This is an 
application for an injunction by ten-taxable inhabitants of the 
city, under Section 129 of Chapter 27 of the Public Statutes, 
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to restrain the payment out of the city treasury of certain bills 
alleged to have been contracted by a committee of the City 
Council in performance of the following joint order approved 
September 20, 1897. 

Ordered : If the Board of Aldermen concur that a joint 
special committee, to consist of two members of the Board 
ol Aldermen and three members of the Common Council, be 
appointed to make arrangements to entertain the City Coun- 
cil of Lawrence in return for the courtesies by them to the 
Lowell City Council, the expense of such entertainment to be 
paid for from the appropriation for incidentals.” 

A portion of the bills said to have been contracted under 
authority of this order are of a kind which the city is pro- 
hibited from incurring under Section 13, Chapter 320 of the 
Acts of 1894 ; and if the payment of such bills were the only 
question involved in the litigation, I would not deem it my 
duty to oppose a permanent injunction ; but as it also involves 
the larger question whether a City Council has authority in any 
case to appropriate money solely for the purpose of entertaining 
the members of the City Council of a neighboring city, and as 
the opinion of the Court on that question may serve an im- 
portant purpose in informing the members of future city 
councils as to the scope and limitation of their authority in 
like cases, it is probable that the question will be tried. A 
temporary injunction was obtained, and ho further action has 
yet been taken. 

3579. Ellen JSfeaton vs. City of Eozucll. 

Entered in Superior Court January, 1898. This is an 
action of tort for personal injuries alleged to have been re- 
ceived by a fall on the sidewalk on the northerly side of 
Summer Street July 17, 1897, in consequence of a defect in 
said sidewalk, consisting of a hole or depression in the walk. 
Pending. 
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578. (Police Court. ) A. G. Stiles & Co., vs. City of Lozvcll. 

Entered December, 1897. This was an action of contract 
upon an account annexed for hay and grain sold and delivered 
by the plaintiffs to the city. The goods were furnished and 
used by the city, and the prices charged therefor were mod- 
erate and reasonable. The only objection to its payment 
made by anybody was that at the time the, bill was contracted 
Mr. Hallett, a member of the firm, was a member of the City 
Council. I was informed that this was the only bill sold by 
the firm to the city while Mr. Hallett was in the Council ; 
that the goods were ordered from the other partner during Mr. 
Hallett’s absence from the store ; that there was no intentional 
violation of the law, and no attempt to take advantage of his 
position to make gain out of the city. The defence, if it 
existed, was merely technical, and one which it seemed to me 
common honesty would not permit the city to take advantage 
of. I therefore settled the case by the payment of the bill, 
$100. 

477. (Police Court.) Charles Claffvs. City of Lozvcll. 

Entered in Court October, 1897. This was an action of 
contract to recover the sum of $50 alleged to have been due 
the plaintiff on a contract for an exchange of horses made by 
the plaintiff' with the Board of Police. The members of the 
Board of Police admitted that they made the exchange, as 
alleged by the plaintiff, and agreed to pay said sum of $50, 
and that the horse received from him in exchange was in all 
respects satisfactory. The contract was made on or about 
March 26, 1897. Prior to the enactment of Chapter 95 of 
the Acts of 1897, which was approved and became a law 
February 20th, 1897, it was at least doubtful whether any 
board or officer of the city had authority, without some action 
of the City Council, to sell or exchange; any property of the 
city. Chapter 35 of the Revised Ordinances provided that 
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“ No property of the City of Lowell shall be sold, let, rented 
or disposed of in any way by a Superintendent of any depart- 
ment, or by a member of any committee, or by any officer or 
official whatever, except by and in pursuance of a vote of an 
appropriate committee, or of the City Council.” Chapter 
415 of the Acts of 1896 clearly took away whatever authority 
a committee of the City Council may have had under the ord- 
inances quoted to authorize a sale or exchange of any city 
property; and the statute of 1897, above referred to, con- 
ferred such authority with certain conditions upon the head of 
the department of supplies. 

The Board of Police, in making the exchange which led to 
this suit, acted in good faith and in accordance with previous 
custom. The chairman of the board also claimed to have 
conversed with the chief of the department of supplies before 
the exchange was made, and to have acted in the matter with 
his full knowledge, consent and authority. On the other 
hand, the chief of the supply department denied that he had 
given such authority, or consented to the exchange, though 
he admitted that some conversation had taken place between 
himself and the chairman of the Board of Police in relation 
to it. He did not question the wisdom of making the trade, 
but refused to approve the bill, on the ground that the trans- 
action had not been authorized by him. 

Under these circumstances I settled the suit by allowing 
judgment for the amount of the bill, which, with interest and 
cost, amounted to $60.69. 

3705. Richard f. Sparks vs. City of Lowell. 

Entered in Superior Court February, 1898. This is an 
action of tort for injury alleged to have been received Septem- 
ber 6, 1897, by a fall on the sidewalk on the southerly side of 
Cross Street, in consequence of a defect in said sidewalk. 
The injury alleged is a fracture of the left thigh, and other 
injuries. Pending. 
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3653 . Sarah Morris vs. City of Lowell. 

Entered in Superior Court February, 1898. This was 
an action of tort for personal injuries alleged to have been 
caused by a fall on the sidewalk on the northerly side of 
Andover Street February 10th, 1896, in consequence of a 
defect in said walk, consisting of an accumulation of ice and 
snow. Pending. 


3548 . Charles J. Wigren vs. Fred O. J. Townsend. 

Entered in Superior Court January, 1898. This is an 
action of tort for personal injuries alleged to have been re- 
ceived by the plaintiff on April 20th, 1894, by being struck 
on Prescott Street by a ladder projecting from the rear end 
of a fire truck being driven to a fire. The action was origin- 
ally brought as a joint action against the City of Lowell and 
the present defendant, who was the driver of the truck at the 
time of the accident. The defendants demurred on the 
ground that no joint liability was shown by the allegation in 
the declaration. The demurrer was sustained, and plaintiff 
amended his declaration by discontinuing as to defendant 
Townsend, and proceeding against the city alone. 

On the demurrer of the city judgment was entered for de- 
fendant. Thereupon, this new action was brought against 
Townsend alone, which is still pending. 

3549 . Lawrence Ford vs. John McManus et. al. 

Entered in Superior Court January, 1898. This was an 
action of tort for false imprisonment brought against John 
McManus, a Constable of Lowell, and Charles F. Coburn, - 
City Treasurer, and grew out of the arrest and imprisonment 
of the plaintiff on warrants issued by the City Treasurer to 
enforce the payment of poll taxes assessed against him for 
the years 1895 and 1896. The arrest and commitment took 
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place October 8th. 1897, and was alleged to have been made 
while plaintiff was in attendance at the Superior Court as a 
party to an action then pending in said court, and on the list 
for trial. As the case seemed likely to involve questions 
affecting the legality of some of the methods pursued in the 
city in the collection of poll taxes and the construction of 
statutes relating thereto, I appeared for the defendant Coburn, 
and John J. Harvey, Esq., for the other defendant. The 
plaintiff, not being ready for trial when the case was called, 
was non-suited.

These were informations in the nature of Quo Warrants to 
determine the right of respondent Donahue to hold the office 
of City Solicitor : the respondent Cahill, the office of Cit}' 
Messenger; and the respondent Callahan, the office of Super- 
intendent of Streets. 

The cases were tried together before Judge Allen, and re- 
ported by him to the Supreme Judicial Court for its determi- 
nation. Each of the cases resulted in a judgment of ouster. 

As the questions of law involved in these cases and settled 
by the ^decision rendered have already been explained in my 
remarks under the head of Legislation,” they need not be 
further referred to. 


John M. Pevey et al. vs. City of Lowell. 

A somewhat unexpected attempt has been made to revive 
this case since my last report. It is a petition to the County 
Commissioners for a jury to assess damages for the taking of 
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land, and other alleged injuries to petitioners’ property, in the 
construction of the Marginal Sewer, so-called, under a resolu- 
tion of the Board of Aldermen July 27th, 1878, filed with the 
County Commissioners in January, 1879. 1 ° or dcr for 

the construction of the sewer no award of damages appears 
to have been made ; but in April, 1883, by a joint order of 
the City Council the committee on sewers of the Board of 
Aldermen were authorized to investigate the several claims 
against the city arising from the construction of the Marginal 
Sewer. The committee reported a resolution authorizing the 
payment of the sum of $13,500 to Pevey Brothers in settle- 
ment of their claim. The resolution passed both branches of 
the City Council, but was vetoed by the Mayor on the ground 
that the damages awarded were excessive, the same being 
about $700 in excess of the assessed value of the land of 
Pevey Brothers, through which the sewer passed, for the 
year of 1882. 

In 1884, under a resolution of the Board of Aldermen, a 
special committee was appointed to consider the claim of 
Pevey Brothers against the city on account of the construct- 
ion of said sewer. This committee made a report in which 
the damages were assessed at $4,330. A joint resolution, 
authorizing the payment of the last-named sum, was passed 
by the City Council and approved by the Mayor January 2nd, 
1885, and on March 2nd, 1885, the Mayor and City Treasu- 
rer tendered to Pevey Brothers said sum of $4,330, together 
with $43.30 for interest thereon, which they refused to accept. 
After one or two hearings on the petition filed with the 
County Commissioners, no further action was taken thereon, 
and in January, 1889, it was dropped from the docket of the 
County Commissioners. 

In December, 1896, the case seems to have been restored 
to said docket, and counsel for the petitioners express an 
intention tt> insist upon a trial.

REPORT. 


To His Honor , the Mayor , and the City Council of the 
City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit herein 
the first annual report of the doings and experiences 
of the Department of Supplies. 

At the outset the labors were arduous and difficult 
and the complications numerous. Hampered by the rules 
of the Civil Service Commission, with no system organ- 
ized, without precedent for the management of such 
an office, with the heads of departments unused to 
apply to another for supplies which they had hereto- 
fore severally purchased, I found physical and mental 
occupation not confined to office hours. The records 
were kept as best they could be for about two months 
until the books and cards for keeping the accounts 
had been designed, prepared and delivered, after which 
all those records were copied under proper headings. 
Some of the departments apparently considered the 
Department of Supplies as a huge joke, perpetrated at 
their expense, and sought to embarrass the office in 
various ways, .calling for articles not in the market, for - 
the immediate delivery of goods not immediately 
obtainable, etc. .. ■ 

Section. 3, Chapter 415, of the Acts of- 1896, 
provides as follows “ There shall be a Department of 
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Supplies and all material and supplies for the city 
shall be purchased by the Chief or Head of such 
department.” 

There was considerable difference of opinion as to 
what was meant by “material and supplies” and the 
City Solicitor’s opinion was called for and given July 
3rd. After defining the meaning of material and sup- 
plies he gave his opinion that heads of departments 
had the right, under Section 6 of the chapter and acts 
above referred to, to “contract for the manufacture or 
construction of articles which include both labor and 
material.” 

Although he is the legal head of the City Gov- 
ernment and his opinion, therefore, carries great weight, 
nevertheless I do not fully concur therein ; it opens the 
way for heads of departments, so disposed, to purchase 
a large part of the goods needed by them, and was in 
many instances at once taken advantage of. Under 
this ruling, harnesses, wagons, special blank books, sta- 
tionery with printed headings, and many other things 
might be bought outside the Supply Department; it 
would be necessary only to say that the ready-made 
harnesses were not quite right and that they must be 
made to order; that the wagons in stock were too light 
or too heavy; that the lumber found was too thick or 
too long ; in each case, both labor and material are 
required, and, backed by the City Solicitor’s opinion, 
there is nothing but public opinion to prevent heads 
of departments making such purchases. Furthermore, 
the City Solicitor says in that opinion : “ If in such 
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a case the contract was made in good faith and the 
city had received and retained the property acquired by 
it, I am of the opinion that it would be compelled 
to pay for it, whether the contracts were made through 
the Chief of the Supply Department or of the head 
of the department for whose use it was designed.” 

The City Solicitor also gave an opinion April 5th, 
1897, to the Department of Lands and Buildings, of 
which the following is an extract : “ But where it is 

necessary in your department to make a contract for 
the manufacture of any article involving both material 
and labor and the application of skill in the work, 
I am of the opinion that if the amount does not 
exceed three hundred dollars you have a right to make 
such contract.” 

Under the authority of this decision purchases have 
been made which, in my opinion, should have been 
made by this department. Exactly where the line should 
be drawn is debatable ; and to carry out the letter and 
the spirit of the law, to avoid friction, and that all 
may work in harmony for the best interests of the city, 
I would suggest that all contracts of this kind be 
placed through the Supply Department ; that the con- 
sent of the Chief of said department to such contracts 
be a necessary adjunct, and that all such bills be 
approved by him before payment. 

Complaint has occasionally been made that bills 
contracted by the Supply Department were not promptly 
paid, and a local newspaper stated that goods were 
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purchased under false pretenses, because bills were not 
paid on the 10th of the month following the purchase. 
This the Supply Department is not responsible for ; early 
in the year, owing to the inability of the City Council to 
agree, appropriations ran short, and some hills were 
unpaid when due. The principal reason, however, is 
because of neglect to render bills in accordance with 
instructions printed on the back of each order issued ; 
compliance with those instructions will ordinarily pre- 
vent any delay in payment. 

The department has been more or less annoyed 
by dealers selling goods that they did not own, thereby 
causing delay in delivery, sometimes at considerable 
inconvenience to the department needing the articles. 
It is now the practice to place orders with those dealers 
who agree to deliver within a specified time. 

Some trouble and delay has been caused by the 
neglect of departments to call for goods sufficiently in 
detail ; they know what they want, and assume that 
the Chief of the Supply Department does, when they 
mention it. These instances are steadily decreasing. 
The records kept in the Supply Department office, 
which can readily be referred to, are of great assist- 
ance in determining what is required. 

The purchases through this depaitment for the city 
from Jan. 4th, 1S97, when the office was established, 
to Dec. 20th. 1897, the close of the fiscal year, for 
which bills have been rendered, amount to $206,437.01. 

In detail as follows : 
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The city is a large consumer of various kinds of 
goods ; more than forty thousand dollars is annually 
expended for coal; last year there was paid for text 
books for the public schools more than ten thousand 
dollars, and about five hundred and fifty tons of hay 
were used. 

There is often a wide difference in prices given 
by competitive bidders. Sept. 22nd, 189 7, proposals 
were invited for furnishing 600 sets of 3 Book-keeping 
Blanks ; prices quoted were ;

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These are but a few of many received, and it 
proves the value to the buyer of competition in prices; 
without such competition the city would be very likely 
to buy at the highest price. 

The total expenses of the depart- 
ment were .... $6,039 48 

From which deduct amount due 
from the Commons Department 
for one horse transferred, and not 
paid when this account was made 125 00 

Making net expense . . $5,914 48 

The expense this year will be about $800.00- less, 
as team, desks and counter bought in 1897 will prob- 
ably not have . to be replaced in 1898. 

A partial report was issued in November, 1897, 
in which it was estimated that the purchases for the 
year would be $220,000.00; they have been but 
$206,437.01, an over-estimate of about $13,500.00, the 
estimate given being for twelve full months and not 
taking into account the fact that the fiscal year closes 
Dec. 20th. The purchases for December were more 
than $10,000.00 less than the average for eleven months 
previous. The appropriations were short and the heads 
of departments were disposed to have purchased as 
little as possible. 

I am firmly convinced that $30,000.00 is a fair 
estimate of the net amount of money saved the City 
of Lowell in 1897, by the Department of Supplies. 
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The critics may say that this statement cannot be 
proved. Perhaps not, literally, hut if any interested 
man, familiar with accounts and values, having the 
time to devote to it, cares to investigate, my services 
are at his disposal, and he may determine whether 
or not the estimate is approximately correct. 

Because a department expends more or less money 
one year than another, it, of itself, is no proof that 
that department was economically managed or other- 
wise; consequently, if the figures show that the Supply 
Department purchased for another department more or 
less last year than was purchased in the previous year, 
it proves nothing ; the saving in a department is a 
question of values, to be determined exactly by an expert. 

It is much to be regretted that for various reasons 
not all of the people have agreed with the Chief of 
the Department in the management of the office. One 
says, “The city business should be given to the local 
dealers and they ought to be allowed to charge a fair 
price.” Another says, “ The business should be divided 
equally among the dealers in my line, trusting each 
to make the price right,” The third says, “ Too much 
red tape.” Another thinks it wrong to spend the tax- 
payers’ money to pay a man to go around inquiring 
prices. The next wants to sell goods by brand or 
sample and furnish something different, and another 
is displeased because of a refusal to buy filters at 
$12.00 a dozen when the same thing was offered 
at $4.50 a dozen ; and yet a few more for causes 
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which to them are sufficient. The claims of the local 
dealers must be considered; all of them are tax-payers, 
and they should have all city business that can con- 
sistently be given them ; price, quality and conditions 
being the same, no orders will be sent out of town. 

Some dealers are given more business than others. 
Why'? Because certain ones daily call at the office, 
notice what . is advertised for, and when goods in 
their line are wanted are prompt with their bids. Cer- 
tain other dealers do not call at the office and usually 
find out that something they would like to bid for is 
wanted only after the order has been placed. Then 
they inquire, “ Why were we not notified?” The reply 
is that so very many small articles are required that it is 
not practicable regularly to notify, except in the cus- 
tomary way of advertising daily on a bulletin in the 
office. All persons who wish to sell goods to the city 
are earnestly invited to come or send to the Supply 
Department office daily, where all information in pos- 
session of the office will be freely and courteously 
given. Proposals are invited and every bidder will be 
treated fairly. 

Under the present system, it seems that all persons, 
whether members of the City Government or not, should 
have an equal chance to furnish the city with such 
goods as they have to offer. No doubt but that many 
good men have been kept from accepting city offices 
because they, preferred to hold their city trade and do 
without official honor rather than to give up their 
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business and accept the honor; the law relative thereto 
should be amended. 

The system of the office is simple and compre- 
hensive, as it must be intelligently to handle so large 
a volume of business. First a requisition is received 
from each department for what is wanted. A time 
stamp is placed thereon showing date, hour and 
minute when it is received at the Supply Depart- 
ment office, then it is recorded and sent to the 
Mayor for his approval; when approved, it is adver- 
tised on a bulletin in the Supply Department office 
for one or more days, according to the time allowed for 
purchase. Proposals are received until the limit of 
time fixed, then if proposals are satisfactory the order 
is placed with the lowest bidder, price, quality and 
time of delivery taken into account. If no proposals, 
or unsatisfactory proposals, are received, several of the 
larger dealers are usually asked a price by telephone 
and the order is placed where conditions are most 
favorable. 

The requisition book is a manifold copy book in 
duplicate; one copy being retained by the department 
sending the requisition; the order book is a manifold 
copy book in triplicate; one copy sent to the dealer, 

' another copy sent to the head of the department for 
which the purchase is made, which . is receipted and 
returned to the Supply Department when the goods 
are received, the third copy retained for record.

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Invoices are required in duplicate, compared with 
the proposals to see if prices are correct, further 
compared with the receipt on file, and, if correct, 
approved and forwarded to the Auditor. Most of the 
small goods are received and delivered by the Supply 
Department team, and most large purchases are inspected 
by a clerk employed for that purpose, who also inves- 
tigates any claim for shortage or other errors. 

A card system is used for recording requisitions 
and invoices, both departments and goods being alpha- 
betically arranged. 


DEPARTMENT. 
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Any interested citizen is invited to visit the office, 
when he will receive any further information desired. 

The advisability of establishing a store house for 
the storage of goods which might be bought in larger 
quantities than at present, is a subject which should 
be thoughtfully deliberated on and carefully studied 
from different points of view before being fully decided. 
A store house would require the investment of capital 
to build, or the payment of money for rent, consider- 
able expense for teaming, and the employment of one 
or two additional men to receive and deliver goods, 
and keep records of the same. Having a large stock 
on hand would also open an interest account of more or 
less importance. If a store room could be had adjoin- 
ing the Supply Department office, so that little expense 
would be incurred, some small articles, say stationery, 
typewriting supplies, etc., could be bought, kept on 
hand, and issued when required, to good advantage. 

The Mayor published an order dated Jan. 4th, 
1898, addressed to the Heads of Departments, which 
reads as follows - : 

“ It seems to me to be wise, as well as but ordi- 
nary business prudence, that you should respectively keep 
in your custody a small surplus of those goods or 
articles commonly used in your several departments ; 
to do this would facilitate the work of your depart- 
ments and « save delays caused by the need of some 
article which can be legally obtained only through the 
Department of Supplies. You are therefore requested

to anticipate your needs for at least thirty days, make 
up your estimates, send to this office for approval, and 
forward to the Chief of the Supply Department, who 
will with reasonable dispatch honor your requisition, and 
thereafter you will please make like estimates and requi- 
sitions and forward through this office to the Supply 
Department monthly.” 

Full compliance with this order will do away with 
the need of a general store house ; each department 
will have a store house of its own. To some person 
in each department should be assigned the duty of 
receiving the purchases, keeping records of and account- 
ing for them. This seems to be practicable, and in 
a short time departments will become accustomed to it, 
and will appreciate its many advantages over the old 
way of ordering only when entirely out, when, unless 
the goods could be delivered immediately, delays and 
expense would result. 

One year’s trial of this plan will be a valuable 
experience and will perhaps suggest a better system 
for the future. 

The authority to sell or dispose of the personal 
property of the city upon the recommendation of the 
Mayor, and of the Head of the Department to which 
such property belongs, is given by Sect. 3, Chap. 95, 
Acts of 1897, to the Head of the Department of 
Supplies. 

During the year 1897 there was sold through the 
Department of Supplies, at the request of several depart- 
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ments, personal property of the city amounting to 
$932.41, and bills have been sent to the City Treas- 
urer for collection ; this includes eleven horses, all sold 
at public auction. 

It is not practicable for the Supply Department 
to look after the details of the disposition of small 
items of personal property in the several departments, 
and as the Health Department is disposing of its col- 
lections and receiving money almost daily, I have, with 
the Mayor’s approval, prepared a blank on which is 
to be made a weekly report from Jan. 1st, 1898. A 
detailed record is kept at the Health Department 
Stables and reports can be checked and compared with 
the City Treasurer’s books. 


CITY OF LOWELL. — Health Department. 
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Criticism of those men occupying public office may 
be expected, and if fair and just should be accepted 
with good will, and profited by. Such criticism is 
educational and enables one carefully to review one’s 
acts and make corrections when needed. To be mis- 
represented in the name of criticism is unpleasant 
and liable to cause ill feeling. The newspapers have 
unequalled opportunities to get close to the people, 
and should take pride in giving truthful information. 
It is to be regretted that all do not do this, and some 
of them wilfully sacrifice the truth and mislead their 
readers in the interest of the political party which 
they are supposed to represent ; instances are not wanting 
with reference to the Department of Supplies, in the 
last municipal campaign. It is the mission of the news- 
paper to furnish the news, and to lift up and educate 
the people, and those who do not recognize this 
will, in time, have less and less influence with the 
thoughtful. 

There should be a provision in the Charter for 
succession in the office in case of vacancy caused by 
resignation or death of the occupant. 

As a whole the Department of Supplies has been 
a reasonable success. The larger part of the people 
endorse it in principle; those who oppose it are, for 
the most part, they who, by this system, have lost 
the opportunities of the past. It is new, and as time 
and experience develop its needs, as new problems 
and conditions arise, they will be met and solved. 
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When the heads of departments become accus- 
tomed to the office ; when the dealers understand that 
all have an equal chance to sell their goods to the 
city and that the office is conducted fairly toward all; 
when the voters and tax-payers are convinced that 
the office serves for the interests of the city; all of 
which in due time can be realized, then there will 
be no disposition on the part of any considerable 
number of citizens to go back to the old way of 
making the city purchases.

The salaries of the several city officers for 
the year beginning on the first day of January 
and ending on the thirty-first day of Decern-* 
her, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
eight, shall be at the rate herein mentioned ;
